Brevities. 

Mr.  S.  Gadd  and  seven  employes  of  Messrs.  Evans, 
Gadd  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  wholesale  druggists,  Exeter,  took  part 
in  the  Exeter  pageant  last  week. 

In  response  to  the  appeal  made  by  the  Keepers'  Benefit 
■Society,  235  Regent  Street,  London,  W.,  the  Secretary  has 
received  a  cheque  for  501.  from  Spratt's  Patent,  Ltd. 

The  offer  by  a  Middlesbrough  alderman  of  Id.  for 
■every  fifty  dead  flies  has  been  withdrawn.  In  two  days 
6Z.  was  paid  for  flies,  the  crowd  of  children  becoming  so 
numerous  that  many  of  them  had  to  be  turned  away. 

At  Sheffield,  on  July  16,  a  man  named  Bradford  was 
committed  for  trial  at  the  Quarter  Sessions  on  a  charge  of 
breaking  a  plate-glass  window  (value  81.  to  101.)  at  the 
pharmacy  of  Mr.  E.  S.  Seaborne,  chemist  and  druggist, 
-851  Chesterfield  Road,  Sheffield. 

There  has  been  formed  the  National  Association  for 
^Providing  Rational  Curative  Treatment  for  Alcoholism 
■■and  the  Drug  Habit,  among  whose  aims  is  the  provision 
•of  a  hospital  for  educated  women  suffering  from  alcoholism 
and  the  drug-habit.  The  Association's  address  is  65  Upper 
■Gloucester  Place,  London,  N.W. 

A  correspondent  of  the  "Grocers'  Gazette"  speaks  of 
Section  5  of  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act  as  the  third 
part  of  the  Poisons  Schedule,  and  advocates  the  addition 
to  it  of  "  certain  hair- washes,  plaisters  containing  bella- 
donna, arsenical  soaps,  nit-killers,  cleaning-fluids  for 
metals,  and  all  disinfectants  of  any  merit,"  which  are 
.at  present  only  sold  by  chemists. 

The  Lewisham  medical  officer  has  reported  that  the  in- 
stallation of  an  apparatus  for  making  electrolytic  fluid 
for  purifying  the  water  in  swimming-baths  "would  be 
very  costly  and  undesirable."  The  Baths  Committee  has 
accordingly  decided  to  take  no  further  action  in  the  matter. 
The  Kensington  Public  Health  Committee,  after  a  report 
ffrom  the  medical  officer  embodying  the  results  of  bac- 
teriological tests,  have  also  decided  against  an  electrolytic 
^installation. 

The  Pharmaceutical  Society's  action  at  Croydon  against 
an  employe  of  a  licensed  vendor  of  agri-horticultural 
poisons  for  selling  a  poison  for  killing  insects  has  been 
postponed  sine  die,  as  the  decision  in  the  Kingston  case  is 
the  subject  of  an  appeal.  The  plaintiffs  in  all  actions  not 
yet  decided  have  consented  to  an  adjournment  pending 
the  hearing  of  the  appeal.  Solicitors  on  each  side  have 
agreed,  and  the  process  was  endorsed  on  June  23  "  with 
liberty  to  apply." 

The  Keighley  Guardians  have  referred  to  a  committee 
"the  recommendation  of  the  Local  Government  Board  that 
the  Guardians  should  themselves  provide  by  contract  all 
'•expensive  medicines  instead  of  the  medical  officers  supply- 
ing them  out  of  their  salaries. — The  Swaffham  Guardians, 
-on  July  18,  in  response  to  a  similar  recommendation,  de- 
cided to  ask  the  Local  Government  Board  to  define  what 
;are  expensive  drugs  and  medicines,  as  such  things  as  cod- 
liver  oil  are  already  paid  for  by  the  Guardians. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  General  Committee  of  the 
Cancer  Research  Fund  was  held  at  the  Royal  College  of 
Surgeons  on  July  20.  Mr.  A.  J.  Balfour,  who  presided,  said 
lie  thought  it  had  been  established  that  the  growth  and 
spread  of  implanted  cancer  can  be  checked.  One  result 
■of  the  Fund  has  been  to  show  that  quite  a  different  set 
of  phenomena  has  to  be  dealt  with  than  in  the  case  of 
ordinary  infectious  diseases.  While  these  latter  are  due 
to  external  invasion,  tumours  are  due  to  domestic  rebellion. 

The  Management  Committee  of  the  Portsmouth  Hos- 
pital discussed  on  July  15  the  suitability  of  women  for  the 
post  of  dispenser,  which  was  rendered  vacant  by  death. 
Mrs.  Hawksley  asked  if  there  was  anything  to  prevent  a 
•woman,  duly  qualified,  from  being  appointed  as  dis- 
penser, and  in  the  long  discussion  which  ensued  the 
committee  was  not  antagonistic  to  the  suggestion,  pro- 
viding that  a  woman  would  be  found  to  be  able  to  do  the 
heavy  lifting  work  entailed  in  bringing  up  stores ;  but  it 


was  thought  that  the  appointment  of  a  female  dispenser 
might  on  this  account  involve  the  appointment  of  an  extra 
porter.  The  matter  was  remitted  to  the  Drug  Committee 
for  consideration. 

Analysts'  Beports. 

In  Southampton  two  samples  each  of  olive  oil  and 
cream  of  tartar,  and  one  each  of  camphorated  oil  and 
glycerin,  have  been  analysed.  All  of  them  proved  to  be 
genuine. 

The  Leeds  analyst  (Mr.  T.  Fairley,  F.I.C.),  in  his 
annual  report,  states  that  he  has  examined  87  samples 
during  the  year,  including  the  following  :  Cream  of  tartar 
4,  flowers  of  sulphur  3,  honey  1,  and  olive  oil  1.  The  drug 
samples  were  all  genuine. 

The  Hertfordshire  analyst  (Mr.  Arthur  E.  Ekins, 
Ph.C,  F.I.C.)  reports  having  examined  one  sample  eacli 
of  Epsom  salt,  ground  ginger,  pepper,  baking-powder, 
cream  of  tartar,  Seidlitz  powders,  glycerin,  and  tincture 
of  rhubarb.    The  report  proceeds  as  follows  : 

"  The  Seidlitz  powders  (four)  were  80  grains  deficient  in 
tartaric  acid  and  28  grains  deficient  in  soda,  and  the  tincture 
of  rhubarb  was  9  per  cent,  deficient  in  total  solids  and  38.5  per 
cent,  deficient  m  alcohol.  I  believe  the  latter  two  samples 
were  not  purchased  from  qualified  chemists  and  druggists, 
but  from  general  shops,  and  I  am  of  opinion  that  if  people 
sell  drugs  for  internal  use  they  should  be  of  the  standard  and 
strength  as  ordered  by  the  British  Pharmacopoeia." 
The  vendor  of  the  rhubarb  tincture  was  cautioned,  and 
proceedings  have  been  instituted  in  regard  to  the  Seidlitz 
powders.

A  scheme  has  been  successfully  initiated  for  the  develop- 
ment of  the  Cheltenham  mineral  waters.  A  spa,  hydros, 
etc.,  are  to  be  built,  and  from  100,000?.  to  150,000/.  is  to 
be  spent. 

Mr.  T.  B.  Joyce,  B.Sc,  F.I.C.,  who  was  formerly  with 
Messrs.  Blackwell,  Hayes  &  Co.,  Birmingham,  and  subse- 
quently joined  Messrs.  Lorimer  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  London,  and 
afterwards  Messrs.  May,  Roberts  &  Co.,  has  purchased  a 
jam  factory  in  South  Staffordshire,  and  is  conducting  it 
on  up-to-date  scientific  lines. 

Nottingham  Notes. 

The  assistants'  holiday  season  is  now  in  full  swing, 
most  of  the  principal  shops  being  shorthanded  ;  but  the 
medicine  trade  is  taking  on  its  summer  dulness. 

The  Nottingham  chemist  golfers  are  looking  forward 
to  visiting  Sheffield  on  July  28,  when  they  will  endeavour 
to  obtain  the  victory  over  the  Sheffielders  for  which  they 
have  striven  so  long. 

The  labourer  who  recently  tried  to  break  into  the 
lock-up  shop  of  Messrs.  Wathes  &  Jackson,  chemists, 
131  Carlton  Road,  was  on  Wednesday  found  guilty  and 
sentenced  to  six  weeks'  imprisonment  with  hard  labour. 

A  charwoman  named  Florence  Goodband  (24)  annexed 
a  cycle  belonging  to  Mr.  Spencer  H.  Plattin,  chemist, 
10  Derby  Road,  on  July  16.  She  told  the  police  that  she 
took  it  because  she  wanted  to  be  sent  to  a  home,  but  the 
Magistrates  sent  her  to  prison  for  a  month. 

London  Oil  and  Tallow  Trades  Association. 

The  first  ordinary  general  meeting  of  this  newly  con- 
stituted body  was  held  on  July  19  at  the  Baltic,  St.  Mary 
Axe,  E.C.,  under  the  presidency  of  Mr.  J.  W.  Hope 
(John  Knight,  Ltd.).  Among  those  present  were  repre- 
sentatives of  A.  &  F.  Pears,  Ltd.,  the  Produce  Brokers 
Co.,  Ltd.,  C.  Thomas  &  Bros.,  Ltd.,  Weston  &  Westall, 
Ltd.,  R.  Wheen  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  the  Chiswick  Soap  and 
Polish  Co.,  D.  &  W.  Gibbs,  Ltd.,  the  British  Oil  and 
Cake  Mills,  Ltd.,  T.  S.  Harris  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Bigland,  Sons 
&  Jeffreys,  Ltd.,  Blundell  Spence  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  and  others. 
The  Chairman  said  the  Association  was  formed  not  for 
the  purpose  of  interfering  with  existing  trade,  but  for 
broadening  and  increasing  it.  He  was  sorry  to  say  that 
some  firms  had  not  joined  the  Association,  their  reason  for 
this  being  that  they  wished  to  "Let  well  alone."  He 
had  never  heard  of  any  progress  being  made  under  a  motto 
of  that  nature,  but,  on  the  contrary,  there  were  many  in- 
stances of  fine  old  businesses  coming  to  practically  a  stand- 
still through  leaving  well  alone.  How  was  it  they  had  to 
go  to  such  ports  as  Liverpool  for  supplies  of  certain  classes 
of  tallows  and  oils  ?  Simply  because  they  had  been  more 
far-seeing  than  some  of  the  London  firms,  and  had  put 
their  house  in  order  to  attract  shippers  and  buyers  alike. 
They  should  provide  forms  of  contract  common  to  the 
whole  trade,  so  that  houses  abroad  would  feel  more  secure 
in  their  dealings  with  them.  The  Produce  Brokers'  Asso- 
ciation of  Liverpool  had  done  a  good  deal  for  that  port, 


and  that  Association  hoped  to  do  the  same  for  the  Port  of 
London.  The  Chairman  was  elected  President  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

Dispensing  Charges. 

Mr.  B.  Lancaster,  chemist  and  druggist,  Hillsborough, 
is  dispenser  of  medicines  on  behalf  of  the  Sheffield 
Guardians  for  the  poor  in  his  district.  Mixtures  he  dis- 
penses at  so  much  per  ounce.  One  of  the  prescriptions 
was  altered  to  about  double  strength,  whereby  Mr.  Lan- 
caster lost  considerably  on  the  transaction.  Mr.  Heath,, 
a  member  of  the  Board,  brought  the  matter  up  at  the 
Guardians'  meeting  on  Wednesday,  July  20,  and  askedi 
that  an  inquiry  should  be  instituted.  It  was  not  fair,  he 
said,  that  the  chemist  should  have  to  suffer.  If  the  new 
system  of  "making  up"  was  to  be  retained  they  must 
review  the  rate  of  payment  to  their  dispensing  chemist. 
The  matter  was  referred  for  consideration  to  committee. 
The  "Soother"  Condemned. 

Dr.  James  Cantlie,  at  a  meeting  of  the  Public  Morals 
Conference  at  Caxton  Hall,  London,  S.W.,  on  July  14, 
condemned  the  use  of  soothing  teats  for  infants.  He  said 
the  practice  is  of  comparatively  recent  origin,  but  to  say 
that  the  soother  quietened  the  baby  is  all  nonsense.  The 
evils  associated  with  its  use  are  too  apparent  to  anyone 
who  uses  his  eyes.  The  comforter  falls  upon  the  road ; 
the  mother  or  nurse  wipes  it  carelessly  on  her  dress  and 
again  thrusts  it  into  the  baby's  mouth.  That  made  the 
child  ill  for  the  time  being,  and  then  a  dose  of  castor 
oil  was  administered.  (Laughter.)  But  the  effects  of  the 
comforter  on  the  mouth  and  face  are  even  more  serious. 
The  arch  at  the  roof  of  the  mouth  becomes  increased,  the 
jaws  become  disfigured.  In  after  years  the  teeth  of  the 
upper  and  lower  jaws  will  not  meet,  and  what  he  might 
describe  as  "sow's  mouth"  results  where  the  lower  jaw 
obtrudes.  Then,  again,  the  nose  as  a  breathing  organ  is 
obstructed,  its  breathing  passage  not  being  properly 
developed.  Tonsilitis,  indigestion,  anaemia,  bad  teeth, 
and  all  the  evils  that  flesh  is  heir  to  are  directly  traceable 
to  the  poor  little  comforter. 

A  Pension  Scheme. 

At  the  annual  outing  of  Coleman  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Norwich, 
the  proprietors  of  Wincarnis,  there  was  outlined  a  scheme 
of  pension  and  invalidity  insurance  which  it  has  been  de- 
cided to  adopt  on  behalf  of  the  employes.  Employes, 
above  sixty-five  years  who  have  served  the  company  for 
at  least  ten  years  will  receive  a  pension  not  exceeding  5.?. 
a  week.  Those  of  fifteen  years'  standing  will  get  6s.,  and 
those  of  twenty  years'  standing,  7*.  6d.  a  week.^  Any 
person  eligible  for  a  pension  and  wishing  to  resign  his- 
position  in  the  company  must  apply  to  the  committee  for 
the  grant  of  a  pension.  A  pension  may  be  given  for  the 
life  of  the  pensioner  or  for  such  period  as  the  committee, 
with  the  approval  of  the  trustees,  may  determine,  but  a 
person  whose  pension  has  expired  may  be  re-elected.

An  itinerant  vendor  of  medicines  named  Hannibal  was, 
at  Ballymena  on  July  16,  fined  21s.  and  ccets  for  obstruct- 
ing the  thoroughfare  at  Broadway,  Ballymena. 

John  Tuffe  was  tried  at  co.  Cork  Assizes  on  July  16  for 
the  manslaughter  of  Ellen  Collins  by  extracting  six  teeth 
after  administering  cocaine  (see  C.  db  D.,  July  16,  p.  69).

The  jury  were  unable  to  agree  and  were  dis- 
charged.

Edinburgh. 

This  is  the  trades-holiday  week  and  ordinary  business 
is  very  quiet,  but  photographic  materials  are  selling  well 
in  some  districts.  One  day  last  week  a  chemist  received 
forty  films  and  a  dozen  plates  from  which  silver  prints 
were  desired,  and  two  rolls  of  films  to  develop. 

The  Gibson  Medal  Competition  of  the  Edinburgh 
Chemists'  Club  was  played  over  the  Braids  on  Saturday, 
July  16,  with  the  following  result  :  1st,  W.  Chas.  Baker, 
84  less  5—79;  2nd,  A.  J.  Clark,  95  less  13—82;  3rd,  Geo. 
Robertson,  93  less  10 — 83.  In  the  final  of  the  hole  and 
hole  competition  Chas.  Stewart  beat  A.  Kearney. 

An  apprentice  and  an  errand-boy  employed  by  a  Clerk 
Street  chemist  were  charged  at  the  Police  Court  on  July  18 
with  petty  thefts  from  their  employer.  Both  pleaded 
guilty.  It  was  stated  that  about  50Z.  worth  of  goods  had 
disappeared  during  the  last  year.  Bailie  Laing  severely 
reprimanded  the  errand-boy  and  put  him  on  probation. 
The  apprentice  was  ordered  to  pay  two  guineas,  or  go  to 
prison  for  twenty  days,  and  it  was  stated  that  he  will  lose 
his  Heriot  Foundation. 


Colonial  and  Foreign  News. 

Another  Advance  in  Rubber  Goods. — The  leading 
German  makers  of  rubber  articles  for  technical,  medical, 
and  chemical  purposes  have  notified  their  customers  that, 
in  spite  of  the  10  per  cent,  advance  which  took  place  last 
April,  the  continued  advance  in  raw  rubber  makes  it 
necessary  to  raise  manufactured  articles  still  further. 
Surgical  sheeting  is  consequently  raised  from  20  to  30 
per  cent,  higher  in  price,  while  other  rubber  articles  are 
raised  20  per  cent,  all  round. 

Pears'  Soap. — The  United  States  General  Appraisers 
have  rejected  a  protest  filed  by  Messrs.  A.  &  F.  Pears, 
Ltd.,  for  lower  duty  on  their  soap.  The  question  at  issue 
was  whether  Pears'  unscented  soap  should  be  entered  at 
50  per  cent,  or  at  20  per  cent,  under  Paragraph  69  of  the  new 
Tariff  Act.  The  higher  rate  provides  for  "  fancy  or  per- 
fumed toilet-soaps,"  whereas  the  20-per-cent.  tax  applies 
to  "all  other  soaps  not  specially  provided  for."  The 
Government  and  the  domestic-soap  makers  have  contended 
that  Pears'  soap,  regardless  of  the  characters  of  its  wrapper, 
is  a  "  fancy  "  soap. 

German  Potash  Law.— The  Potash  Salts  Act,  which 
has  now  been  in  force  for  almost  two  months,  appears  to 
be  fulfilling  the  predictions  of  its  opponents,  who  pointed 
out  that  a  law  which  excludes  competition  and  places  a 
premium  on  new  works  by  offering  what  practically 
amounts  to  State  guarantees  for  allotments  can  only  serve 
to  increase  the  evil  of  over-production  from  which  the 
potash  industry  is  suffering.  This  theory  appears  to  be 
borne  out  by  the  number  of  new  works  which  have  sprung 
up  in  Germany  since  the  passing  of  the  Bill.  As  many  as 
twenty  are  said  to  have  been  established  recently,  and 
transactions  in  potash  mines  are  becoming  a  profitable  form 
of  speculation.  The  "contingents"  of  the  older  works 
must  necessarily  suffer  from  the  sudden  increase  of  pro- 
ducers, the  Aschersleben  and  Sollstedt  works  being  perhaps 
the  best  off  among  the  old-established  producers,  as  they 
have  extensive  contracts  assured  for  seven  years.  

The  Income-tax  Reclamation  Association,  Ltd.,  call  atten- 
tion to  the  fact  that  Section  67  of  the  Finance  (1909-10)>  Act 
directs  that  any  claim  for  relief  to  "  earned  income,"  in 
consequence  of  the  total  income  of  an  individual  from  all 
sources  exceeding  2,0007.  and  not  exceeding  3,000?.,  must  ba 
preferred  before  July  31. 
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French  News.

Radium. — The  first  consignment  of  radium  bromide, 
consisting  of  5  centigrams,  from  the  Swedish  Radium 
Factory  at  Islinge  on  Liding  Island,  has  been  forwarded 
to  the  Paris  Radium  Bank,  which  has  contracted  for  the 
whole  of  the  factory's  output. 

Poisoning  Case. — Marie  Bourette,  who  was  tried  for 
sending  poison  to  a  family,  which  subsequently  led  to  the 
death  of  M.  Godard  (see  C.  ct-  D .,  July  16,  p.  71),  was  on 
July  13  sentenced  to  hard  labour  for  life  and  to  pay 
4,000?.  damages  to  the  widow  of  M.  Godard. 

The  Pharmacists'  Association  of  the  Alpes-Maritimes 
has  drawn  up  regulations  for  the  foundation  of  a  co- 
operative analytical  laboratory.  Each  member  of  the 
Association  subscribes  20f.  per  annum,  which  gives  him  the 
right  to  send  six  medicaments  to  be  tested  or  assayed 
according  to  Codex.    The  laboratory  will  be  at  Nice. 

Army  Medical  Service. — The  French  Minister  of  War 
has  recently  issued  a  decree  indicating  various  changes  in 
the  Army  Medical  Service  with  a  view  of  bringing  it 
thoroughly  up-to-date.  Among  other  things,  the  medi- 
cines are  to  be  used  in  compressed  and  similar  forms 
wherever  possible  in  accordance  with  the  latest  modern 
ideas,  in  order  to  render  their  use  and  application  as 
simple  as  possible.  Laboratories  for  radiography  and 
bacteriology  are  also  to  be  organised  for  army  use. 

The  Brush  Mightier  than  the  Pestle. — The  death 
is  announced  of  a  well-known  landscape  painter,  M. 
Hippolyte  Delpy,  at  the  age  of  sixty-eight.  He  was  the 
son  of  a  pharmacist  at  Joigny,  and  after  a  brief  period 
behind  the  parental  counter  he  threw  in  his  lot  with 
Art,  and  achieved  considerable  success.  The  river  Seine 
was  a  favourite  subject  of  his,  and  many  of  his  pictures 
were  of  that  part  of  the  river  near  Mantes,  of  which 
travellers  by  rail  from  Dieppe  or  Havre  to  Paris  get 
many  delightful  glimpses.  It  is  recounted  of  Delpy  that 
someone  having  quoted  in  his  presence  the  saying  that 
the  "pen  is  mightier  than  the  sword,"  he  quietly  re- 
marked, "  I  think  in  my  case  you  might  say  the  brush  is 
mightier  than  the  pestle." 

General  Association  of  French  Pharmacists. — The 
1911  annual  meeting  of  this  body  will  be  held  at  Caen, 
where  the  Norman  Federation  of  pharmaceutical  associa- 
tions will  organise  the  reception  of  their  Parisian  and 
provincial  confreres.  M.  Vaudin  has  been  re-elected  Pre- 
sident of  the  Association  ;  M.  Crinon,  General  Secretary  ; 
and  M.  Collard,  Assistant-Secretary.  Before  the  voting  on 
M.  Vaudin  he  was  "heckled"  by  M.  Lecceur  as  to  the 
price-protection  of  certain  proprietaries  he  had  recently 
purchased.  M.  Vaudin  explained  that  he  is  a  co-proprietor 
with  his  son-in-law,  but  when  certain  difficulties  with 
■agents  have  been  cleared  up  he  hopes  to  protect  prices. 
This  explanation  apparently  satisfied  the  meeting,  for  he 
polled  480  votes  against  134  given  to  M.  Henri  Martin. 

St.  Denis  Chemical  and  Dye  Works. — This  large  and 
important  French  establishment,  directed  by  Senator 
Poirrier,  has  published  its  1909  balance-sheet,  showing 
.a  gross  profit  for  last  year  of  l,409,176f.,  as  compared 
with  l,218,506f.  in  1908;  some  600,000f.  is,  however, 
annually  necessary  for  general  expenses,  so  that  the  net 
profits  are  821,198f.,  a  sum  comparing  very  favourably 
with  the  643,079f.  of  the  preceding  year.  This  large 
increase  of  profits  has  only  been  accompanied  by  about 
15,000f.  extra  working  expenses.  Among  these  latter 
are  included  an  annual  sum  of  over  63,000f.  for  laborat- 
ory expenses  and  chemists'  salaries.  The  directors  have 
decided  to  spend  an  extra  100,000f.  on  the  provident 
institutions  annexed  to  the  establishment,  and  to  declare 
a  dividend  of  30f.,  as  compared  with  26f.  in  1908,  and 
25f.  in  1907.

The  Commonwealth. 

Pharmacy  Teaching. — The  Queensland  College  of  Phar- 
macy, which  has  for  some  years  done  excellent  work  in 
training  the  student  in  a  great  variety  of  pharmaceutical 
operations,  is  to  be  amalgamated  with  the  University.  In 
Victoria  within  the  last  twelve  months  or  so  a  special  class 
in  pharmacy  has  been  established  for  students  who  are 
preparing  for  their  Final.  In  South  Australia  the  practical 
teaching  of  pharmacy  has  been  left  to  the  master  pharma- 
cist, but  some  students  have  been  encouraged  by  the 
annual  offer  of  a  medal  for  the  best  set  of  galenical  and 
chemical  preparations  manufactured  by  the  apprentice. 
In  Brisbane  attendance  at  the  pharmacy  classes  is  prac- 
tically compulsory.  In  Melbourne  this  stage  has  not  been 
reached,  but  the  student  who  neglects  to  avail  himself 
of  the  opportunity  is  certainly  standing  in  his  own  light. 

B.P.  as  Standard. — Referring  to  the  article  by  Mr. 
Parry  in  the  C.  <&  D.,  April  2,  "The  Chemist  and 
Druggist  of  Australasia  ' '  discusses  the  position  of  the 
British  Pharmacopoeia  as  a  standard  for  drugs  in 
Australia,  where  legislation  in  several  of  the  States 
has  already  made  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  a  drug 
standard.  The  Queensland  Health  Act,  1900  pro- 
vides (Section  102)  that  "in  every  proceeding  under 
the  provisions  of  this  Act  with  respect  to  any  drug  the 
Pharmacopoeia  as  defined  by  the  British  Pharmacopoeia. 
Adopting  Act,  1898,  shall  be  taken  as  the  standard." 
Section  105  gives  the  Governor-in- Council  power  to  make 
regulations  settling  and  appointing  standards  for  the  com- 
position of  foods,  drugs,  and  disinfectants.  The  Tas- 
manian  Health  Act,  1904,  does  not  adopt  the  Pharmaco- 
poeia, but  Section  147  gives  power  to  make  regulations 
fixino-  the  standard  of  the  several  ingredients  of  any  food 
or  drug.  The  South  Australian  Health  Bill,  1909,  pro- 
poses to  give  power  to  make  regulations  to  regulate  and 
fix  the  standards  of  foods  and  drugs  that  may  be  sold  and 
of  the  several  ingredients  of  any  such  food  or  drug,  but 
the  Bill  has  not  yet  become  law.  According  to  the  New 
Zealand  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1898,  the  Governor 
may  make  regulations  prescribing  the  standards  of 
strength,  weight,  quality,  or  quantity  of  any  food  or  drug 
or  of  any  ingredient  or  component  thereof.  The  British 
Pharmacopoeia  is  not  mentioned  as  the  standard.  By 
the  Pure  Food  Act  of  Victoria,  1905,  it  is  provided  in 
Section  41  that  the  Central  Board  of  Health,  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  Foods  Standards  Committee,  shall 
make  regulations  prescribing  standards  for  the  composi- 
tion or  strength  or  purity  or  quality  of  any  article  ot 
food  or  drug,  etc.  In  accordance  with  this  the  loods 
Standards  Committee  recommended  m  1905  that  tne 
British  Pharmacopoeia  should  be  made  the  standard  tor 
all  articles  mentioned  therein.  The  Pure  Food  Act  ot 
New  South  Wales,  1908,  by  Sub-section  4  of  Section  \i 
lays  down  : 

"  For  the  purposes  of  this  section  any  drug  sold  under  any 
name  included  in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  which  does  not 
comply  with  the  description  given  of  and  tests  prescribed  for 
such  drug  in  the  latest  edition,  with  amendments  of  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia  shall,  unless  such  drug  be  included  in  a ■  list  ot 
exceptions  published  in  the  '  Gazette,'  under  the  authority 
of  the  Minister,  be  deemed  to  be  a  drug  which  ls^not  ot  the 
substance  of  the  drug  demanded  by  the  purchaser. 

New  South  Wales. 

Pure  Food  Act.— "  Guaranteed "  or  "guarantee" 
placed  on  packets,  when  the  proprietor  or  manufacturer 
has  not  arranged  for  a  general  guarantee  under  the  Act 
and  taken  out  a  serial  number,  involves  a  penalty  not 
exceeding  20/.  The  Health  Department  announces  that  if 
the  word  is  improperly  used  in  future  action  will  be  taken. 

Drug  Warehousemen's  Wages.— For  presentation  to  the 
Wages  Board  the  Storemen's  Union  has  drawn  up  a 
schedule  of  wages  and  working  conditions.  Hours. — 9  a.m. 
to  5.30  p.m.  on  five  days  of  the  week,  9  a.m.  to  1  p.m.  on 
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Saturday;  other  hours  to  be  paid  for  as  time  and  a-half. 
Salaries. — Youths,  commencing  under  seventeen,  first  year, 
15s.  ;  second  year,  20s. ;  third  year,  25s.  ;  fourth  year,  30s.  ; 
fifth  year,  40s.  ;  sixth  year,  50s.  ;  seventh  year,  60s.  Em- 
ployes not  under  a  weekly  engagement,  25  per  cent,  addi- 
tional. Persons  entering  the  industry  between  the  ages  of 
seventeen  and  eighteen  are  to  start  as  if  in  their  third 
year,  those  between  eighteen  and  nineteen  in  their 
fourth  year,  and  so  on,  those  over  twenty-one 
being  paid  60s.,  as  if  in  their  seventh  year.  One  pro- 
bationer and  one  junior  to  every  six  senior  hands. 
Assistants  engaged  for  twelve  months  to  have  a  fort- 
night's holiday  on  full  pay.  Public  holidays  and  union's 
picnic  to  be  granted  and  paid  for;  double  pay  for  work 
on  those  holidays. 

New  Zealand. 

Me.  Frank  Shaw,  Ph.C,  Manners  Street,  Wellington, 
has  decided  to  stand  for  Parliament  for  the  Wellington 
Central  seat  at  the  general  elections  next  year.  Mr.  Shaw 
was  registered  in  1899,  and  lived  in  Blenheim  for  sixteen 
years.  During  that  time  he  promoted  various  organisa- 
tions and  filled  nearly  every  public  position  available. 

Sharland  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  held  their  annual  meeting  at 
Wellington  on  May  23,  when  the  usual  dividend  of  7Jr  per 
cent,  was  declared.  But  for  the  defalcations  of  an  office 
clerk  at  Auckland,  amounting  to  over  3,000?.,  the  reserve 
fund  would  have  been  largely  increased.  Property  in 
Kelburne  Avenue,  Wellington,  has  been  purchased  for 
13,050?.  to  provide  room  for  the  photographic  depot,  the 
lease  of  the  premises  now  occupied  not  being  renewable. 
The  manufacture  of  malt  vinegar  has  increased,  and  a 
plant  has  been  installed  at  Auckland. 

Reciprocity  with  Australia.— At  a  conference  of 
members  of  the  Pharmacy  Board,  held  at  Wellington  on 
June  7,  8,  and  9,  it  was  resolved  to  take  a  referendum  of 
the  chemists  of  New  Zealand  to  ascertain  the  present 
feeling  in  regard  to  reciprocity  of  pharmaceutical  diplomas 
with  Australia.  Resolutions  were  ako  adopted  regarding 
the  estabishment  of  pharmacy  classes  at  university  colleges 
or  technical  schools.  These  give  the  Board  power  to 
negotiate  and  make  arrangements  with  the  various  educa- 
tional bodies.  The  draft  Pharmacy  Bill  was  also  die- 
cussed. 

Federation. — The  annual  conference  of  the  Federation 
of  Chemists'  Ascociations  was  held  in  Wellington  on 
June  7,  8,  and  9,  when  the  following  delegates  were 
present  :  Messrs.  Haslett  and  Scholfield  (Otago),  Bates 
and  Prior  (Hawke's  Bay),  Doig  and  Davies  (Wan- 
ganui),  Teed  and  Parnham  (Auckland),  Bonnington 
and  Barrett  (Christchurch),  Eaton  and  Baillie  (Waira- 
hapa),  and  McKenzie,  Castle,  Hobson,  Shaw,  Brien, 
Wallace,  Johnson,  and  Perrott  (Wellington).  Mr.  L. 
McKenzie  presided,  and  referred  in  his  address  to  the 
inadequacy  of  the  present  Poisons  Act.  Mr.  Castle 
explained  the  provisions  of  the  draft  Poisons  Bill,  and 
moved  that  the  administration  of  the  law  is  to  be  in  the 
hands  of  the  Government.  In  the  discussion  which 
followed  objection  was  expressed  to  the  Act  being 
administered  by  the  Health  Department.  Mr.  Castle's 
motion  was  adopted,  as  also  was  a  resolution  agreeing  to 
the  establishment  of  chemists'  licences  and  storekeepers' 
licences,  the  latter  for  the  sale  of  sheep  dips  and  photo- 
graphic chemicals.  A  motion  was  adopted  "  that  the 
eales  of  tincture  of  opium  by  wholesale  houses  be  regis- 
tered under  similar  conditions  to  those  governing  retail 
sales."  A  resolution  by  Mr.  Hobson  was  agreed  to  that 
steps  be  taken  to  establish  a  chemists'  defence  fund,  the 
matter  to  be  discussed  by.  the  local  associations.  The 
Government  is  also  to  be  approached  with  regard  to 
exempting  pharmacists  from  jury  service.  The  confer- 
ence was  concluded  by  a  banquet,  at  which  several 
Government  officials  were  present. 


Camphoe  in  Ceylon. — In  theNuwaraEliya  district  of  Ceylon 
about  137  acres  are  under  camphor,  planted  in  1907  and  1908. 
The  growth  throughout  is  so  satisfactory  that  a  further  ex- 
tension has  been  provided  for.  Up  to  the  present  Ceylon  has 
produced  very  little  camphor,  last  year's  exports  amounting 
to  9  cwt.  only,  and  that  of  poor  quality.

Cape  Colony. 

Mr.  W.  A.  J.  Cameron,  Secretary  to  the  Medical  Council 
and  Pharmacy  Board  of  the  Transvaal,  was  the  recipient 
of  congratulatory  messages  from  the  Pharmaceutical 
Societies  of  Natal  and  Cape  Colony  on  the  occasion  of 
his  marriage,  which  took  place  at  St.  Andrew's  Churchy 
Bedford,  to  Miss  Augusta  C.  B.  Meintjes,  of  Bedford. 

Personal. — Mr.  M.  Elgar  (of  Messrs.  Martin  Elgarr 
Ltd.)  left  Cape  Town  on  June  28  for  Durban  en  route 
for  Portuguese  East  Africa  and  the  Transvaal.  Messrs. 
Martin  Elgar,  Ltd.,  have  been  appointed  South  African; 
agents  for  the  petroleum  products  of  the  Rangoon  Refinery 
Co.,  Ltd.,  and  now  have  offices  at  Cape  Town,  Durban, 
Johannesburg,  and  at  P.O.  Box  112,  Bombay,  India. 

Cape  Analyst's  Report. — The  1909  report  of  the  Senior- 
Analyst  for  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope  Government  (Mr. 
Chas.  F.  Juritz,  M.A.,  D.Sc,  F.I.C.)  covers  a  wide  range- 
of  food,  agricultural,  mineral,  and  other  analyses,  the  total 
number  of  samples  taken  during  the  year  being  3,154,  an. 
increase  of  142  on  the  previous  year.  The  food  samples 
examined  increased  by  145  to  2,346,  of  which  222  were- 
returned  as  adulterated,  milk  1,171  (52),  and  coffee  and. 
coffee-substitutes  721  (52),  accounting  for  the  bulk  of  these. 
The  figures  in  parentheses  refer  to  the  number  of  adulter- 
ated samples.  As  to  articles  retailed  by  chemists,  it  is- 
satisfactory  to  note  that  none  of  the  following  were  sophisti- 
cated :  Tartaric  acid  5,  cream  of  tartar  4,  turmeric  4,  olive- 
oil  4,  compound  rhubarb  powder  3,  cayenne  pepper  3,  curry 
powder  2,  and  ginger  1.  Two  samples  of  compound  liquo- 
rice powder  were  taken,  and  both  were  deficient  in  sulphur. 
The  purity  or  otherwise  of  vinegar  is  fully  gone  into,  and 
the  analyst  suggests  that  possibly  legislation  is  needed  to 
render  it  compulsory  that  all  artificial  vinegars  should  be- 
denoted  by  some  such  term  as  "  vinigrine."  He  also  states 
that  the  article  imported  under  the  name  of  vinegar  essence- 
is  usually  little  more  than  acetic  acid.  Dr.  Juritz  also  re- 
ports upon  his  analyses  of  various  proprietary  agricultural, 
preparations  and  other  articles. 

Natal. 

Glycerin-manufacture. — Further  particulars  in  regard! 
to  the  manufacture  of  glycerin  from  whale-oil  by  Messrs. 
Kynoch  (see  C.  &  D.,  April  16)  show  that  the  South  African 
Whaling  Co.  has  been  encouraged  to  fresh  enterprise  and! 
have  bought  a  steamer  and  equipped  it,  at  a  cost  of  10,000/., 
as  a  floating  factory,  and  despatched  it  to  the  Antarctic, 
whence  it  is  expected  to  return  at  the  end  of  June  with. 
6,000  barrels  of  oil,  equal  to  1,200  tons. 

Transvaal. 

With  the  large  exodus  to  Durban  and  other  seaside- 
resorts,  business  in  general  was  exceptionally  quiet  on  the- 
Rand  last  month.  Chemists,  however,  are  being  kept 
busy  manufacturing  and  retailing  cough  remedies,  for 
which,  owing  to  the  very  cold  winter,  there  is  a  record' 
demand. 

Athletic  Club  Dance. — The  first  Cinderella  Dance  of 
the  Transvaal  Pharmacy  Athletic  Club  was  held  at  the- 
Caledonian  Hall,  Johannesburg,  on  June  24.  The  function, 
proved  to  be  a  complete  success.  Mr.  Johnston,  President 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  acted  as  D.C.,  and  Mr. 
Marshall,  the  President  of  the  Athletic  Club,  was  also- 
present.  The  M.C.s  were  Messrs.  Hetherington  and 
Neilson,  and  the  stewards  Messrs.  Anderson,  Burrowes, 
Christie,  Keating,  Marshall,  Mills,  Mitchell,  Sanderson, 
Teeger,  and  Wheilden. 


O.F.S.  Medical  and  Pharmacy  Council. 

The  Council  met  at  Bloemfontein  on  June  23,  when  a  com- 
munication was  received  from  the  Secretary  to  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce  forwarding  a  complaint  from  Messrs.  W.  Cooper 
&  Nephews,  manufacturers  of  Cooper's  sheep-dip.  This  firm 
have  recently  adopted  the  plan  of  making  up  dip  in  the  form, 
of  tablets,  in  order  to  satisfy  a  demand  which  had  risen  among. 
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6he  farmers.  The  complaint  is  to  the  effect  that  store- 
keepers are  afraid  to  sell  the  tablets  in  the  larger  towns 
-because  of  possible  infringement  of  the  Poisons  Law. 
The  manufacturers  asked  for  the  opinion  of  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce  as  to  whether  storekeepers  are  entitled  to  sell 
ithe  tablets,  as  they  undoubtedly  are  entitled  to  sell  the  dip. — 
Mr.  Hewitt  said  he  was  present  when  the  matter  came  before 
ithe  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  that  he  had  then  stated  that 
■the  Chamber  was  not  competent  to  express  an  opinion  on 
the  subject.  Messrs.  Cooper  &  Nephews  seemed  to  object 
>±o  the  sale  of  their  tablets  being  restricted  to  chemists.  There 
was  a  great  difference  between  Cooper's  sheep-dip  and 
■Cooper's  tablets,  the  former  being  sold  in  bulk  and  the  latter 
•only  in  small  quantities.  It  was  a  proprietary  drug,  and 
there  was  no  reason  why  it  should  be  specially  exempted. 
rSome  of  the  general  dealers  felt  very  strongly  in  the  matter, 
but  it  was  certainly  not  in  the  public  interest  that  these 
poisonous  tablets  should  be  exposed  for  sale  in  every  store, 
especially  as  there  was  nothing  striking  about  their  appear- 
ance to  act  as  a  warning.  The  general  dealers  are  desirous 
of  bringing  pressure  to  bear  on  the  Government  to  have  the 
law  altered.  Mr.  Hewitt  added  that  this  was  an  attempt  to 
interfere  with  the  rights  of  chemists  who  had  undergone 
special  training  in  regard  to  the  sale  of  poisons.  After  some 
•discussion  it  was  agreed  that  as  the  law  stands  general  dealers 
have  no  right  to  sell  the  tablets  except  in  places  where  there 
is  no  chemist's  shop,  when  they  are  entitled  to  obtain  certi- 
ficates to  sell  certain  poisons,  including  "  poisons  to  be  used 
for  veterinary  purposes,"  and  that  in  the  Council's  opinion 
the  contention  of  Messrs.  Cooper  &  Nephews  that  their  tablets 
are  included  in  the  category  of  poisons  "prepared  for  agri- 
cultural purposes,  as  sheep-dip,"  which  general  dealers  are 
entitled  to  sell,  could  not  be  supported.  In  other  words, 
the_  reply  to  be  sent  is  to  the  effect  that  no  storekeeper  is 
entitled  to  sell  the  tablets  unless  he  has  obtained  a  certificate 
after  satisfactory  proof  that  there  is  no  chemist's  shop  within 
six  miles  of  his  place  of  business. 

Conference  Repobt. — The  delegates  to  the  Conference  of 
Medical  Councils  and  Pharmacy  Boards  of  the  Union  held 
at  Bloemfontein  and  Johannesburg  stated  that  the  result 
•of  their  deliberations  had  been  extremely  satisfactory,  the 
resolutions,  on  which  a  Bill  to  be  submitted  to  the  Union 
Parliament  is  to  be  based,  being  adopted  unanimously.  Mr. 
Hewitt  shortly^  stated  his  satisfaction  with  the  result  from 
"the  point  of  view  of  pharmacists,  the  Cape  delegates  who 
joined  the  Conference  at  Johannesburg  working  well  with  the 
other  members  of  the  Conference.  Dr.  de  Kock,  one  of  the 
medical  delegates,  stated  that  some  of  the  members  of  the 
'Conference  had  seen  the  Union  Ministers  at  Pretoria,  and 
that  they  had  promised  to  assist  the  delegates  as  far  as 
possible  in  getting  the  Bill  through  Parliament. 

Leave  of  Absence.— Mr.  Hewitt  was  granted  four  months' 
leave  of  absence.  It  was  resolved  that  it  should  be  sug- 
gested to  the  Government  that  Mr.  S.  Tavlor,  Secretary  and 
"Vice-President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  should  be 
nominated  to  act  on  the  Council  during  Mr.  Hewitt's  absence 
-on  leave.

Trade  Law. 

A  Chemist's  Bill.— At  Newport  Pagnell  County  Court 
on  July  15,  Mr.  A.  H.  Rickard,  chemist  and  druggist,  New- 
port Pagnell,  sued  Mrs.  A.  W.  Whittingstall,  of  Bayswater, 
London,  and  formerly  of  Moulson,  for  3/.,  due  for  goods 
supplied,  which  were  necessaries  for  her  •children.  It 
appeared  that  when  the  goods  were  obtained  separation 
proceedings  were  pending  between  the  defendant  and  her 
husband  (a  clergyman),  and  it  was  now  contended  that  her 
husband  was  liable  for  the  debt.  Judge  Wheeler  said,  how- 
ever, that  a  man  is  not  responsible  for  his  children  except 
under  the  Poor  Law,  and  as  the  defendant  was  living  away 
from  her  husband  at  the  time,  she  was  liable  for  the  debt. 
He  accordingly  gave  judgment  for  the  plaintiff  for  the  sum, 
claimed,  and  costs. 

chemists  and  Sunday  Trading.— Mr.  Geo.  Russell 
Cook,  chemist  and  druggist,  Cleethorpes,  Grimsby,  was 
summoned  on  July  19,  under  the  Lord's  Day  Observance 
Act,  for  Sunday  trading.  He  contended  that  as  a  chemist 
he  had  the  right  to  keep  his  store  open  for  the  sale  of  drugs, 
medicines,  surgical  appliances,  and  such  other  goods  as  are 
usually  sold  by  chemists  all  over  the  country.  A  policeman 
said  he  saw  three  excursionists  purchase  picture-postcards 
at  the  shop.  Defendant,  in  reply  to  this,  said  he  as  a  quali- 
fied chemist  was  only  exercising  the  privilege  of  his  pro- 
fession by  keeping  open  during  certain  hours  on  Sunday.  It 
was  usual  to  sell  feeding-bottles,  etc.,  which  are  not,  strictly 
speaking,  surgical  appliances,  and  he  could  not  see  why  it 
should  be  permissible  to  sell  a  feeding-bottle  and  not  a  post- 
card. He  added  he  was  the  first  local  chemist  who  had  been 
prosecuted  under  the  Act.  The  Magistrates  imposed  a  fine 
of  5s.,  and  costs  5s.  bd. 

Fire  Insurance.— The  Judicial  Committee  of  the  Privy 
Council  had  before  them  on  July  16  an  appeal  in  the  case  of 
Thompson  v.  The  Equity  Fire  Insurance  Co.  and  the  Union 
Bank  of  Canada, _  which  had  to  do  with  interpretation  of  a 
fire-insurance  policy.  This  contained  the  words  "  The  com- 
pany is  not  liable  .  .  .  for  loss  or  damage  occurring  while 
.  .  .  gasoline  .  .  .  is  .  .  .  stored  or  kept  in  the  building  in- 
sured." The  plaintiff,  a  chemist  and  druggist  at  New 
Liskeard,  Ontario,  had  an  assistant  named  Post,  who,  with 
his  family,  lived  over  the  shop.  Requiring  to  prepare  some 
syrup,  Post  fetched  from  his  dwelling-house  a  discarded 
gasoline  stove,  and  lighted  it  in  the  room  behind  the  shop. 
While  Post  was  in  the  shop  a  fire  broke  out,  caused  no  doubt 
by  the  gasoline  stove.  The  question  to  be  decided  was,  Could 
the  gasoline  be  said  to  be  "  stored  or  kept  "  on  the  premises? 
Their  Lordships  came  to  the  conclusion  that  the  small  quan- 
tity of  gasoline  in  the  stove  for  the  purpose  of  consumption 
was  not  being  "stored  or  kept"  within  the  meaning  of  the 
statutory  condition  at  the  time  when  the  fire  occurred. 
Plaintiff's  appeal  was  allowed,  with  costs. 

Cash  Security.— In  the  City  of  London  Court  on  July  18, 
before  Judge  Rentoul,  K.C.,  Mr.  William  Burnham,  59  Gold- 
hurst  Terrace,  South  Hampstead,  sued  Mr.  H.  Brookes, 
chemical-manufacturer,  Milk  Street  House,  E.G.,  to  recover 
251.  Mr.  Turrell  stated  that  plaintiff's  son  went  into  the 
defendant's  employment  at  25.s.  a  week,  and  on  behalf  of  his 
son  he  deposited  25t.  as  security,  one  of  the  terms  of  the 
agreement  being  that  it  would  be  repayable  at  a  month's 
notice.  Plaintiff  had  given  the  notice,  and  now  defendant 
said  that  the  plaintiff's  son  had  committed  several  breaches 
of  the  agreement,  all  of  which  were  denied.  Plaintiff's  son 
said  that  under  his  agreement  with  the  defendant  he  was 
bound  not  to  divulge  anything  in  connection  with  the  de- 
fendant's business.  In  cross-examination  he  admitted  having 
discussed  some  matters  with  the  mother  of  one  of  the  de- 
fendant's travellers,  and  drew  up  a  statement  of  the  revenue 
of  the  defendant's  business  for  three  years,  but  he  never 
showed  that  to  anyone.  Defendant  stated  that  plaintiff's 
son  proved  to  be  most  inefficient,  and  his  salary  was  reduced 
to  10.s.,  and  in  consequence  of  the  young  man's  statements,  a 
junior  partner  who  was  coming  in  with  300?.  changed  his 
mind.  Judge  Rentoul,  giving  judgment  for  plaintiff,  with 
costs,  held  that  there  was  no  proof  that  the  young  man  had 
acted  treacherously  or  damaged  the  defendant's  business. 

Hudson's  Extract  of  Soap.  —  Vice-Chancellor  Leigh 
Clare,  of  the  Chancery  Court  of  Lancashire,  delivered  judg- 
ment on  July  18  in  the  action  "  Hudson  v.  Gossage,"  the 
hearing  of  which  occupied  thirty  days.  The  plaintiffs  sought 
to  restrain  the  defendants  from  making  what  were  alleged  to 
be  wrongful  and  fraudulent  misrepresentations  for  the  pur- 
pose of  selling  their  soap  and  for  the  purpose  of  inducing 
the  public  to  believe  that  the  dry  soap  sold  by  the  defendants 
was  the  real  Hudson's  soap.  An  injunction  was  also  sought 
to  restrain  the  defendants  from  making  use  of  information 
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obtained  by  them  in  confidence  while  in  the  plaintiffs'  em- 
ployment. The  Vice-Chancellor  reviewed  the  business  con- 
nection between  the  plaintiffs'  and  the  defendants'  firms 
during  forty  years.  The  defendants  had  manufactured  for  the 
plaintiffs  hard  soap,  which  was  one  of  the  ingredients  used 
in  the  dry  soap.  In  1908  Hudson's  business  was  acquired  by 
Messrs.  Lever  Bros.,  Port  Sunlight,  and  the  dispute  arose 
with  regard  to  Gossages  putting  dry  soap  on  the  market  under 
their  own  name,  which,  it  was  alleged,  some  of  the  defendants' 
travellers  represented  as  Hudson's.  His  Honour  found  that 
the  formula  for  making  Hudson's  soap  was  communicated  to 
the  defendants  as  a  secret,  and  that  there  were  conditions 
that  the  defendants  were  not  to  use  it.  He  granted  an  injunc- 
tion and  an  inquiry  as  to  damages,  the  defendants  to  pay 
the  costs  of  the  action. 


High  Court  Cases. 

[Unless  where  otherwise  stated  the  actions  are  in  the  High 
Courts  of  Justice,  London.] 

Indian  Agency  for  Cooper's  Dip. 
On  July  21,  before  Mr.  Verey,  High  Court  Official 
Referee,  William  Cooper  &  Nephews,  manufacturing- 
chemists,  carrying  on  business  at  Berkhampstead  and  at 
Glasgow  under  the  style  of  Kelvindale  Chemical  Co.,  were 
the  defendants  in  an  action  brought  by  H.  S.  Tosh  &  Co., 
export  merchants  and  shippers,  91  Queen  Victoria  Street, 
E.C.  The  action  had  been  remitted  by  Mr.  Justice 
Neville,  so  that  the  official  referee  might  take  account  of 
certain  damages  to  which  the  plaintiffs  claimed  they  were 
entitled  because  of  breach  of  contract  alleged  to  have  been 
committed  by  the  defendants  in  respect  of  two  agreements 
of  October  10,  1907,  and  July  1908.  (See  C.  &  D.,  April  23, 
p.  633.)  Mr.  Ernest  Pollock,  K.C.,  opened  the  case  at  con- 
siderable length  on  behalf  of  the  plaintiffs,  reading  a  mass 
of  correspondence.  Mr.  H.  S.  Tosh  gave  evidence  in  sup- 
port, and  his  evidence  had  not  been  completed  when  the 
hearing  was  adjourned. 

Cadas,  Ltd. 

In  the  Court  of  Appeal  on  July  19,  before  Lords 
Justices  Vaughan  Williams,  Fletcher  Moulton,  and 
Buckley,  application  was  made  by  Mr.  Symons  for  the 
plaintiff  in  the  action  of  Fellows  v.  Cadas,  Ltd.,  to  be 
relieved  from  an  undertaking  given  by  him'to  the  Court 
on  June  8  (0.  <k  D.,  June  11,  p.  879),  that  whereas  he 
was  managing  director  of  the  company  he  would  not  act 
as  managing  director  but  would  hand  over  the  keys  and 
books  to  another  person  pending  the  action.  That  under- 
taking, said  counsel,  was  given  upon  the  defendants 
pledging  themselves  to  expedite  the  trial.  The  plaintiff 
was  managing  director  of  the  defendant  company  for  five 
years  and  could,  according  to  the  terms  of  his  appoint- 
ment, only  be  removed  for  negligence.  On  May  18  the 
directors  paeeed  a  resolution  dismissing  him  from  the  post. 
Upon  that  an  order  was  applied  for  restraining  the 
plaintiff  from  continuing  to  act  as  managing  director,  and 
that  application  was  dismissed.  Then  the  matter  was 
taken  to  the  Court  of  Appeal,  when  it  was  suggested  that 
Mr.  Fellows  should  give  the  undertaking  and  that  the 
defendants  should  concur  in  the  application  to  expedite 
the  trial. 

Lord  Justice  Vaughan  Williams  asked  Mr.  Benson,  who 
appeared  for  the  defendant  company,  why  he  had  not 
carried  out  his  undertaking. 

Mr.  Benson  said  that  it  was  his  clients'  wish  that  the 
action  should  be  brought  to  a  speedy  trial.  He  had  given 
an  undertaking  to  do  all  he  could  to  facilitate  the  trial. 

Lord  Justice  Vaughan  Williams  said  it  seemed  that 
having  got  possession  of  the  books  the  defendants  now 
found  that  they  could  not  get  ready. 

Mr.  Benson  said  that  his  clients  were  willing  to  have  the 
case  on  within  the  next  two  or  three  weeks,  but  it  was 
found  that  that  could  not  be  done. 

In  reply  to  Lord  Justice  Buckley,  counsel  said  the 
directors  could  not  be  got  together  in  time  for  the  trial  next 
week,  whereupon  his  Lordship  remarked,  "You  gave  the 
undertaking  on  June  8,  and  you  do  not  appear  to  have 
taken  any  steps  to  carry  it  out,"  and  Lord  Justice  Fletcher 
Moulton  added  that  the  defendants  had  gained  an  impor- 
tant advantage  by  giving  an  undertaking  which  they  had 
not  carried  out. 


Mr.  Symons,  in  reply  to  Lord  Justice  Vaughan 
Williams,  said  that  the  plaintiff  would  be  ready  next  week 
or  at  any  moment. 

Lord  Justice  Vaughan  Williams  (to  defendant's 
counsel)  :  If  you  are  ready  for  trial  next  week,  then  well 
and  good ;  but  if  you  are  not,  then  we  shall  relieve  the 
plaintiff  from  his  undertaking. 

Mr.  Benson  said  that  the  effect  of  that  would  be  that 
Mr.  Fellows  would  pose  as  managing  director  whereas  he 
was  not  managing  director. 

Lord  Justice  Buckley  :  That  is  the  question  to  be  tried. 

Mr.  Benson  said  that  under  the  circumstances  he  had 
no  alternative,  and  if  it  were  found  impossible  to  have  the 
case  tried  this  term  he  would  have  to  submit. 

It  was  arranged  that  the  matter  should  be  mentioned 
again. 

Subsequently  counsel  announced  that  application  had 
been  made  to  the  King's  Bench  Division,  and  it  was  found 
that  by  dispensing  with  a  jury  the  case  could  come  on 
for  trial  next  week.  This  being  agreed  to,  their  Lord- 
ships made  an  order  continuing  the  plaintiff's  undertaking 
not  to  act  as  managing  director  pending  the  trial,  and 
gave  the  plaintiff  the  costs  of  the  application. 

.  Companies  and  Veterinary  Titles. 
In  the  Chancery  Division  on  July  20,  Mr.  Justice 
Neville  had  before  him  the  case  of  the  Attorney-General 
v.  Churchill's  Veterinary  Sanatorium,  Ltd.,  which  raised 
an  important  point  under  Section  17  of  the  Veterinary 
Surgeons  Act. 

Mr.  Morton  Smith  said  that  the  action  was  brought  at 
the  relation  of  the  Royal  College  of  Veterinary  Surgeons 
to  have  it  decided  whether  James  Churchill,  who,  being 
an  unqualified  man,  had  for  some  years  been  endeavouring 
to  evade  the  Act  by  using  titles  and  descriptions  leading 
people  to  believe  he  was  a  qualified  veterinary  surgeon, 
could  escape  liability  by  turning  himself  into  a  company. 
A  similar  case  with  regard  to  dentists  had  been  raised  m 
the  courts  in  Ireland.  What  the  Attorney-General  sought 
by  this  action  was  to  restrain  the  defendant  company 
from  carrying  on  business  as  veterinary  surgeons.  If  the 
law  as  to  an  unqualified  individual  did  not  apply  to  com- 
panies, then  anybody  could  sail  right  through  the  Act  of 
Parliament.  The  Courts  in  Ireland  had  stopped  this  m 
two  ways— by  refusing  to  register  these  companies,  and  by 
restraining  them  from  practising  as  or  using  the  title  of 
dentists.  The  difficulty  in  this  country  had  arisen  owing 
to  a  decision  of  the  House  of  Lords  that  a  "  person  "  did 
not  include  "company."  The  Act  only  referred  to  an 
unqualified  person.  In  1905  Churchill  was  convicted  for 
a  breach  o  f  Section  17,  and  in  1909,  when  he  repeated  the 
offence,  he  gave  an  undertaking  not  to  do  so  again.  The 
next  thing  the  Royal  College  of  Veterinary  Surgeons  heard 
was  of  an  advertisement  of  Churchill's  Veterinary  Sana- 
torium, Ltd.,  of  King  Street,  Richmond,  and  investigation 
showed  that  the  company  was  formed  to  acquire  the  good- 
will, trade-marks,  trade  secrets,  etc.,  of  James  Churchill, 
and  to  carry  on  business  as  veterinary  surgeons.  It  was 
also  clear,  said  counsel,  that  the  company  was  m  fact 
Churchill. 

Mr.  Jenkins,  K.C.  (also  for  plaintiff),  said  that  the  case 
for  the  Royal  College  of  Veterinary  Surgeons,  stated 
broadly,  and  founded  on  authority,  was  that  so  far  as  the. 
company  was  concerned  and  the  defendant  Churchill,  the 
two  were  guilty  of  a  conspiracy  to  evade  the  Act  of  Par- 
liament, and  that  although  it  might  be  that  the  com- 
pany as  such  might  not  be  liable  to  a  criminal  prosecution 
under  the  Veterinary  Surgeons  Act  because  it  might  be 
that  a  limited  company  was  not  a  person  within  the 
meaning  of  the  section,  yet  he  would  submit  that  a  com- 
pany could  not  combine  with  an  individual  for  the  purpose 
of  enabling  that  individual  to  evade  the  Act  for  his  own 
benefit.  Similarly  he  would  say  that  a  limited  company 
could  not  be  allowed  to  make  itself  a  party  to  a  fraud  on 
the  public. 

Mr.  Tatcher,  solicitor  to  the  Royal  College  of  Veterinary 
Surgeons,  gave  evidence  as  to  the  conviction  of  Churchill. 
Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Hemmerde,  K.C,  witness  said 
there  was  a  Bill  now  before  the  Privy  Council  introduced 
by  the  College  which  stated  that  "whereas  it  is  not  pro- 
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fcected  against  unqualified  persons  acting  as  veterinary 
surgeons  under  cover  of  joint  stock  companies." 

That  is  what  you  are  trying  to  deal  with  in  the  Bill  ? — 
Yes. 

Mr.  Hemmerde  submitted  that  no  case  had  been  made 
out  against  the  defendants.  There  was  no  evidence  what- 
ever that  the  company  was  formed  for  the  purpose  of 
evasion. 

His  Lordship  said  he  did  not  think  that  was  relevant. 
It  was  a  question  of  representation,  and  representation 
•only,  and  that  must  depend  upon  the  facts  in  each  par- 
ticular case. 

Mr.  Hemmerde  submitted  that  the  only  way  in  which 
the  company  could  be  held  guilty  of  fraud  was  by  holding 
Churchill  out  as  a  qualified  man. 

His  Lordship  said  the  only  thing  was  whether  there  was 
misrepresentation  on  the  shop-front,  where  the  words 
"Churchill,  specialist,"  and  "Sanatorium"  appeared. 

Mr.  Hemmerde  contended  that  there  was  no  misrepre- 
sentation in  that.  The  word  "specialist"  did  not  mean 
that  Churchill  had  the  special  qualifications  provided  for 
under  the  Veterinary  Surgeons  Act.  He  made  no  claim 
to  be  entitled  to  specialise  under  the  English  Act.  The 
Royal  College  kept  on  interfering  with  him  until  he  was 
driven  into  forming  the  company. 

His  Lordship  held  that  Churchill  had  been  described  in 
a  way  that  was  contrary  to  Section  17,  and  that  both  the 
company  and  Churchill  were  equally  responsible.  The 
plaintiff  was  entitled  to  an  injunction  restraining  both 
defendants  from  using  any  description  of  Churchill  imply- 
ing that  he  was  a  veterinary  surgeon  or  practitioner  in 
any  branch  of  the  veterinary  art. 

Defendants  were  ordered  to  pay  the  costs,  but  a  stay 
was  granted  on  notice  of  appeal  being  given  in  seven  days. 

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

What  is  Golden  Syrup  ? 

At  the  West  London  Police  Court  on  July  15  Mr.  Ford- 
ham  had  again  before  him  the  case  in  which  Mrs.  Helen 
Patby  is  charged  under  Section  6  of  the  1875  Act  with 
selling  golden  syrup  containing  37  per  cent,  of  glucose. 
On  this  occasion  the  defence  was  opened  by  Mr.  F.  N. 
Beck,  who  addressed  the  Court  at  some  length,  and  argued 
with  the  magistrate.  Mr.  Beck's  contention  was  that  the 
onus  lay  on  the  prosecution  to  prove  that  there  is  a 
standard  for  golden  syrup,  and,  ho  added,  even  if  a 
standard  had  originally  existed,  the  series  of  alterations  in 
the  process  of  manufacturing  golden  syrup  would  have 
effectively  obliterated  that  standard,  because  the  modern 
golden  syrup  is  a  vastly  different  article  from  treacle, 
which  had  always  been  and  is  now  the  natural  product  of 
cane  sugar.  This  contention  having  been  supported  in 
evidence  by  Mr.  A.  Gordon  Salamon,  F.I.C.,  F.C.S.,  who 
replied  in  the  negative  to  Mr.  Fordham's  question  "  Don't 
you  think  the  public  understand  something  definite  by  the 
words  'golden  syrup'?"  whereupon  Mr.  Fordham  re- 
marked "  I  feel  rather  inclined  to  ask  half-a-dozen  persons 
from  the  back  of  the  Court  to  come  forward  and  give  their 
opinion  on  that  point,"  the  hearing  of  the  case  was 
further  adjourned.

Paregoric. 

At  Derby  Borough  Police  Court,  before  Alderman  W. 
Hart  and  Alderman  Butterworth,  on  July  14,  William 
Scoltorn  Turner,  126  Kedleston  Road,  Derby,  was  sum- 
moned at  the  instance  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  for 
two  offences  under  the  Merchandise  Marks  Act — namely, 
the  selling  of  a  mixture  to  which  a  false  trade  description 
was  applied,  and  the  using  of  a  false  label.  It  was  stated 
by  Mr.  R.  S.  Clifford  for  the  Society  that  defendant  had 
acquired  one  of  two  businesses  belonging  to  his  brother 
(who  is  a  fully  qualified  chemist)  and  carried  it  on  as 
"Turner's  Pure  Drug  Stores,"  preparatory  to  qualifying 
under  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868.  Mr.  A.  Foulds,  of  Man- 
chester, visited  the  shop  and  asked  for  an  ounce  of  pare- 
goric. In  a  bottle  to  which  he  affixed  a  label  bearing  his 
brother's  name  and  qualifications  and  the  words  "  Pare- 
goric— Poison,"  the  latter  word  being  struck  out,  defend- 
ant supplied  a  liquid  which  on  being  analysed  was.  found 


to  be  devoid  of  opium.  The  defence  was  that  the  label 
was  used  in  mistake  for  one  of  a  batch  which  defendant 
had  specially  procured  bearing  the  words  "  Paregoric  sub- 
stitute." Mr.  A.  R.  Flint,  for  defendant,  stated  that  he 
had  already  been  penalised  £Z.  by  the  Society  under  the 
Pharmacy  Act  for  exhibiting  the  title  of  chemist  by  means 
of  his  brother's  label  on  the  bottle  in  question.  He  urged 
that  the  prosecution  ought  not  to  have  been  brought,  be- 
cause the  Society,  which  was  in  a  position  to  compound 
such  an  offence,  had  already  done  so.  The  Magistrates 
imposed  a  fine  of  2s.  tel.  in  each  case,  and  in  consideration 
of  the  fact  that  the  defendant  had  already  had  to  pay  51., 
allowed  only  21.  2s.  costs.

Photographic  Stains. — Messrs.  Burroughs  Wellcome 
&  Co.,  Snow  Hill  Buildings,  London,  E.C.,  have  sent  us 
samples  of  their  Soloid  photographic  stains,  and  specimen 
of  prints  treated  with  the  stains.  There  are  five  varieties 
of  the  soloids — red,  yellow,  blue,  green,  and  salmon — and 
from  these  the  stain  is  made  by  dissolving  a  soloid  in  four 
ounces  of  water.    Into  this  solution  the  prints  are  placed 


for  a  few  minutes,  ri  ised,  and  dried.  For  lantern  slides 
and  transparencies  stronger  solutions  are  used.  It  is  a 
convenient  method  of  obtaining  sunset,  fireside,  moonlight, 
and  sunlight  effects.  The  soloids  are  put  up  in  tubes  each 
containing  six.

Cofectant  Powder  as  a  Fly-preventive. — Messrs. 
Edward  Cook  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Bow,  London,  E.,  who  are  the 
manufacturers  of  this  high-grade  disinfectant,  have  made 
some  remarkable  experiments  with  the  powder  as  a  pre- 
ventive of  flies.  They  took  stable  manure  and  divided  it 
into  two  parts — one  being  treated  with  Cofectant  Powder 
■ — and  both  portions  were  placed  in  glass  vessels  and  put 
into  an  incubator.  The  result  was  that  in  a  comparatively 
short  time  the  untreated  portion  was  alive  with  maggots 
and  flies  ;  while  the  portion  treated  with  Cofectant  Powder 
showed  no  signs  of  life  whatever.

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Protection  and  Defence. 


THE  annual  meetings  of  the  Proprietary  Articles  Trade 
Association  and  of  its  ally,  the  Chemists'  Defence 
Association,  Ltd.,  were  held  in  Anderton's  Hotel,  Fleet 
Street,  E.C.,  on  July  14.  The  attendance  included  Messrs. 
W.  R.  Barnes  (Plaistow),  President  of  the  P.A.T.A., 
F.  W.  Powell  (Thos.  Powell,  Ltd.),  S.  Kutnow  (S.  Kut- 
now  &  Co.,  Ltd.),  Grossmith  (Grossmith,  Son  &  Co.), 
W.  C.  Beetham  (M.  Beetham  &  Son),  W.  H.  Wood  (W. 
Edwards  &  Son),  Geo.  R.  Barclay  (Barclay  &  Sons,  Ltd.), 
F.  J.  Smith  (Sangers),  A.  T.  Webb  (May,  Roberts  &  Co.), 
E.  Pickering  (Newbery  &  Sons,  Ltd.),  Henry  Gadd 
(Evans,  Gadd  &  Co.),  J.  McCaig  (Evans  Sons  Lescher  & 
Webb,  Ltd.),  B.  Hirst  (Hirst,  Brooke  &  Hirst,  Ltd.), 
P.  F.  Rowsell  (Exeter),  J.  W.  Sutherland  (Glasgow), 
President  of  the  CD. A.,  R.  Feaver  Clarke  (Gravesend),

Mr.  W.  R.  Barnes  presided  at 

The  P.A.T.A.  Meeting, 
and  moved  the  adoption  of  the  Council's  report,  which 
showed  the  membership  to  be  :  Manufacturers  299  (in- 
crease of  21),  wholesalers  22,  and  retailers  4,246  (increase 
of  45).  Very  few  names  remain  on  the  "  Stop  List,"  and 
these  chiefly  co-operative  societies,  grocers,  and  hair- 
dressers. The  Council  noticed  with  satisfaction  that  a 
number  of  table  mineral-waters  had  been  added  to  the 
list  during  the  past  twelve  months,  that  its  resolution  in 
regard  to  Buying  Committees  purchasing  P.A.T.A.  articles 
had  been  "loyally  observed,"  that  Ireland  is  now  repre- 
sented on  the  Council  by  Mr.  A.  J.  Barnes,  and  that  very 
few  cases  of  actual  substitution  have  been  reported  during 
the  year.  The  financial  statement  showed  income  of 
2,714Z.  19s.  lid. — viz.,  Subscriptions  :  Honorary,  51.  5s.  ; 
manufacturers,  1,459?.  10s.  ;  wholesale,  115?.  10s.  ;  retail, 

I,  061?.  10s.  Donations,  3s.  6c?.  ;  dividends  on  Consols, 
67?.  2s.  8c?.  ;  and  interest  on  deposit,  11?.  3s.  9c?.  .The 
expenditure  amounted  to  1,711?.  3s.  8c?.,  the  chief  items 
being:  Salaries,  799?.  0s.  6c?.;  "Anti-Cutting  Record," 
338?.  8s.  ;  test  purchases,  33?.  6s.  5c7.  ;  postages, 
108?.  lis.  11c?.  ;  rent,  90?.  13s.  3c?.  ;  travelling  expenses, 
65?.  lis.  5c?.  ;  printing  and  stationery,  94?.  6s.  ;  Year- 
Book,  41?.  12s.  5c?.  ;  and  various  office  expenses.  There 
was  832?.  9s.  5c?.  in  the  bank  at  the  beginning  of  the  year ; 
1,000?.  had  since  been  placed  on  deposit ;  and  besides 
841?.  10s.  8c?.  is  on  current  account. 

The  President  regretted  the  comparatively  small  increase 
in  the  retail  membership  during  the  past  year,  but  added  that 
practically  all  the  chemists  worth  having  are  members. 

Mr.  Rowsell  in  seconding  the  adoption  of  the  report,  said 
he  did  not  altogether  agree  with  the  President's  remark  that 
the  Association  included  almost  all  the  chemists  worth  having. 

Mr.  Gadd  suggested  that  more  money  could  be  advan- 
tageously spent  in  travelling  to  canvass  chemists. 

Mr.  Pickard  suggested  that  it  was  the  country  pharmacists 
who  were  not  active  members.  The  majority  of  the  town 
men,  who  were  in  such  keen  competition  with  the  stores,  were, 
in  their  own  interests,  members.  He  mentioned  the  effective 
methods  of  the  Association  in  stopping  cutting,  and  told 
-the  meeting  the  trials  of  a  cutting  firm  of  his  acquaintance 
in  trying  to  get  supplies. 

Mr.  Hirst  deplored  the  fact  that  the  Wholesale  Section  did 
not  contain  more  members,  and  thought  it  was  hardly  fair  that 
many  firms  doing  a  considerable  wholesale  business  were 
deriving  the  same  benefits  as  a  result  of  the  work  of  the 
Association  as  actual  members  of  that  section. 

Mr.  Kutnow  contended  that  substitution  is  the  greatest 
>,vil  of  present-day  business.  If  the  Association  could  stop 
it  they  would  get  dozens  of  new  members  for  the  Manufac- 
turers' Section. 

Mr.  McCaig  asked  the  Secretary  what  was  the  cause  of  the 
great  increase  in  the  retail  membership  in  1904.  He  observed 
there  was  an  increase  of  over  1.000  during  that  year. 

The  Secretary  (Mr.  W.  S.  Glyn-Jones)  said  that  it  was 
probably  due  to  the  fact  that  in  that  year  the  Year-Book 


was  first  issued,  and  at  that  time  a  great  many  manufacturers 
added  many  important  articles  to  the  Protected  List.  He, 
however,  felt  bound  to  say  that  he  did  not  think  that  the 
progress  of  the  Retail  Section  would  have  continued  were 
it  not  for  the  fact  that  chemists,  in  order  to  secure  the  benefits 
of  the  Chemists'  Defence  Association  on  the  best  terms,  were 
compelled  to  be  members  of  the  P.A.T.A.  as  well.  It  was 
not  so  much  a  question  of  ethics ;  manufacturers,  wholesalers, 
and  retailers  were  members  simply  for  business  reasons. 
Manufacturers  came  to  the  conclusion  that  their  business  in- 
terests were  improved  by  co-operation  with  wholesalers  and 
retailers.  With  regard  to  substitution,  he  stated  that  hardly 
any  cases  had  been  reported  during  the  year,  which  should 
convince  manufacturers  that  the  P.A.T.A.  had  little  diffi- 
culty in  dealing  with  that  evil. 

Mr.  G.  T.  Knight  urged  the  Council  to  differentiate  between 
the  various  proprietaries  when  application  was  made  to  place 
them  on  the  Protected  List. 

Mr.  Kutnow,  replying  to  Mr.  Knight,  said  that,  together 
with  other  manufacturers,  and  with  the  help  of  the  news- 
papers, he  w-as  doing  all  he  could  to  prevent  the  substitution 
of  genuine  articles.  The  P.A.T.A.  had  been  of  assistance  to 
him ;  he  had  joined  because  he  had  thought  it  would  be  good 
business,  and  he  had  no  cause  to  regret  it. 

Mr.  Willson  asked  what  the  Council  thought  in  regard  to  a 
limited-liability  company  of  chemists  buying  articles  at  the 
cheapest  prices  and  selling  them  to  their  members  below  the 
usual  wholesale  prices. 

The  Secretary,  in  reply,  said  that  a  limited  company  is  in 
precisely  the  same  position  as  a  Buying  Committee  of  a  local 
Association  so  far  as  P.A.T.A.  articles  are  concerned,  and  are 
not  allowed  to  resell  to  their  members  below  the  minimum 
wholesale  prices. 

Mr.  Atkinson  suggested  that  a  circular  should  be  sent  to 
all  chemists  in  business  not  at  present  members,  urging  them 
to  join. 

This  suggestion  the  President  promised  would  have  the 
best  consideration  of  the  Executive.  Mr.  Barnes  (Dublin) 
declared  that  he  would  have  nothing  to  do  with  auack  pre- 
parations and  nostrums,  and  Mr.  G.  R.  Barclay,  as  Treasurer, 
spoke  highly  of  the  admirable  manner  in  which  the  Associa- 
tion's books  are  kept.    The  report  was  unanimously  adopted. 

After  those  present  had  a  cup  of  tea,  most  of  them 
remained  for 

The  CD. A.  Meeting. 

Mr.  J.  W.  Sutherland  presided.  An  epitome  of  the 
annual  report  was  published  in  the  C.  Jb  D.,  May  28, 
p.  826.  In  his  remarks  on  the  past  year's  business,  the 
Chairman  referred  to  the  increasing  prosperity  of  the  Asso- 
ciation, and  recommended  all  members  to  insure  on  the 
higher  scale,  as  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  directors  that  the 
risks  run  by  chemists  frequently  exceed  in  amount  the 
sum  the  majority  are  insured  for — viz.,  200?.  He  moved  an 
alteration  of  Rule  24  to  the  effect  that  the  reserve  fund 
would  be  raised  from  2,000?.  to  5,000?.  He  stated  that 
recent  legislation  made  it  compulsory  for  insurance  com- 
panies to  deposit  20,000?.  with  the  Government,  and 
although  the  CD. A.  did  not  come  within  the  scope  of  the 
Act  at  the  present  time,  it  was  as  well  for  them  to  be 
prepared  for  the  day  when  the  Government  might  include 
all  firms  doing  an  insurance  business. — Mr.  Feaver  Clarke 
referred  to  Mr.  Sutherland's  recent  illness,  and  welcomed 
him  back  again.  He  emphasised  Mr.  Sutherland's 
remarks  regarding  insurance.  Messrs.  Rowsell,  Willson, 
Atkinson,  Pickard,  and  Barnes  (Dublin)  also  spoke,  the 
last  suggesting  that  the  Association  should  cover  veteri- 
nary risks  as  well  as  human,  and  that  they  should  be 
represented  in  the  Coroner's  Court  when  the  affairs  of  a 
member  were  interested.    Mr.  Sutherland  briefly  replied. 

Mr.  W.  Johnston  (Secretary)  said  he  regarded  the  pro- 
posed increase  of  the  reserve  fund  to  5,000?.  as  a  wise 
and  precautionary  move.  Veterinary  risks  were  not  in- 
cluded in  the  benefits  at  present,  and  the  point  had  pre- 
viously arisen,  but  the  response  could  not  be  considered 
satisfactory,  as  only  eight  members  stated  they  thought  it 
would  be  worth  their  while.  So  far  as  Coroners'^  Courts 
are  concerned,  the  CD. A.  is  always  represented  in  cases 
where  a  claim  is  likely  to  arise. 

The  directors  and  auditors  were  unanimously  re-elected.

A  Record  of  Parliamentary  Progress. 


Central  Midwives  Board. 
In  the  House  of  Lords  on  Tuesday  the  Midwives  (No.  2) 
Bill,  which  reconstitutes  the  Central  Midwives  Board  by 
the  addition  of  representatives  of  the  Local  Government 
Board,  the  Association  of  Municipal  Corporations,  the 
Society  of  Medical  Officers  of  Health,  and  the  British 
Medical  Association,  was  read  a  second  time. 

Bankruptcy  Law  Reform. 
In  the  course  of  a  written  reply  to  Mr.  A.  H.  Scott,  the 
President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  states  that  he  cannot 
give  a  definite  undertaking  to  introduce  legislation  on 
the  lines  of  the  report  presented  unanimously  by  the 
Select  Committee  on  Bankruptcy  in  1908.  The  same  answer 
was  given  to  Sir  Francis  Channing  in  the  House  on  Tuesday. 

Deaths  from  Anaesthetics. 
Sir  William  Collins  put  a  question  to  the  Home  Secre- 
tary on  Monday,  July  18,  regarding  deaths  from  anaes- 
thetics, and  was  referred  to  the  answer  given  last  week 
to  Mr.  Marshall  Hall  [C.  &  D.,  July  16,  p.  89).  He  also 
informed  the  House  what  the  General  Medical  Council  has 
done  in  regard  to  the  administration  of  anaesthetics  being- 
made  a  part  of  the  medical  curriculum. 

Chemists  and  the  Spirit  Duty. 
The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  has  privately  inti- 
mated to  the  Hon.  Neil  Primrose  that  he  has  given  his 
earnest  attention  to  the  question  of  allowing  a  drawback 
of  the  duty  on  spirit  used  by  medical  practitioners, 
'chemists,  and  druggists,  but  that  there  are  practical  diffi- 
culties in  the  way  of  a  very  serious  character,  and  he  is 
afraid  that  he  cannot  undertake  to  grant  such  a  drawback. 

Medical  Degrees  and  Diplomas. 
Mr.  Lynch  will  ask  the  Home  Secretary  in  the  House 
of  Commons  on  Monday  next  whether  his  attention  has 
been  called  to  the  disparity  in  the  value  of  medical  degrees 
and  diplomas  which  entitle  their  possessors  to  practise 
medicine  in  this  country;  and  whether  he  will  take  steps, 
by  legislation  or  otherwise,  towards  establishing  a  fair 
standard  of  examination  qualifying  for  medical  practice. 

The  Late  Mr.  H.  W.  Cox. 
Replying  to  Mr.  H.  Bottomley  on  Monday,  July  18,  the 
Prime  Minister  said  it  was  impossible  for  him  to  express 
any  opinion  as  to  recommending  the  widow  of  Mr.  H.  W. 
Cox,  the  a;-ray  victim,  for  a  Civil  List  Pension  until  he  is 
furnished  in  the  usual  manner  with  such  information  as  is 
required  in  the  case  of  all  applications  for  relief  from  Civil 
List  Funds. — The  Prime  Minister  has  informed  Lord 
Ronaldshay  that  he  is  considering  the  case  of  Dr.  Pepper- 
dene,  another  x-ray  victim. 

Fraudulent  Trade-marks. 
The  Financial  Secretary  to  the  Treasury  has,  on  behalf 
of  the  Government,  introduced  a  Bill  to  amend  the  Mer- 
chandise Marks  Act  of  1887,  so  as  to  give  power  to  require 
information  in  respect  of  imported  goods  which  bear  a 
fraudulent  trade-mark.  It  also  provides  that  any  informa- 
tion which  may  be  obtained  from  the  importer  of  the 
goods  or  his  agent  or  from  any  other  source  may  be  com- 
municated by  the  Commissioners  to  any  person  whose 
name  or  trade -mark  is  alleged  to  have  been  used  or  in- 
fringed. 

Patent  Foods  for  Cattle. 

In  the  House  of  Lords  on  Tuesday  the  President  of  the 
Board  of  Agriculture,  Earl  Carrington,  declined,  in  reply 
to  the  Earl  of  Harewood,  to  name  the  cattle-food  which 
was  referred  to  in  this  House  on  June  27  as  being  com- 
posed partly  of  sawdust.  He  considered  that  it  did  not 
fall  within  his  province,  as  President  of  the  Board  of 
Agriculture,  to  make  any  comparison  between  any  of  the 
different  forms  of  patented  sugar-foods.  Still  less  ought 
he  to  make  any  statement  which  might  be  used  either  as 
an  advertisement  or  disparagement  of  any  particular  manu- 
facture. 


Spurious  Disinfectants. 
Sir  Gilbert  Parker  asked  the  President  of  the  Board  of 
Trade  on  Monday  (July  18)  whether  the  Government  will 
consider  the  advisability  of  altering  the  law  relating  to 
disinfectants  so  as  to  secure  a  standard  which  will  ade- 
quately protect  the  public  against  spurious  compounds 
which  give  a  false  sense  of  security. — Mr.  Burns,  who 
replied  for  the  Board  of  Trade,  pointed  out  that  the 
standardisation  of  disinfectants  is  a  subject  of  great  diffi- 
culty upon  which  expert  opinion  is  divided.  He  did  not, 
therefore,  think  that  it  would  be  practicable  to  deal  with 
it  at  the  present  time. 

Potash  in  Sheep-washings. 
Mr.  Charles  Bathurst  put  a  question  to  the  Parliamentary 
Secretary  to  the  Board  of  Agriculture  on  Wednesday  in 
regard  to  the  utilisation  of  washings  from  the  fleeces  of 
sheep  being  recovered  on  account  of  the  potash  the  suint 
contains.  The  Secretary,  in  his  reply,  said  the  Board  do 
not  consider  that  it  would  pay  to  recover  the  potash  on  a 
commercial  scale.  Occasionally  the  water  might  usefully 
be  employed  for  irrigation  as  a  fertiliser.  In  reply  to 
another  question  by  Mr.  Bathurst  the  Secretary  stated  that 
the  Government  do  not  see  any  reason  at  present  to  increase 
the  amount  of  the  vote  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture.  There 
has  been  an  increase  in  the  vote  of  50,000/.  during  the  last 
five  years. 

The  Use  of  Acetic  Ether. 

In  the  House  of  Commons  on  Friday,  July  15,  Mr. 
Nield  asked  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  whether  he 
is  aware  that  acetic  ether  is  the  best  known  solvent  for 
many  fine  chemicals,  and  that  British  chemical  manufac- 
turers are  prohibited  from  using  this  material  on  account 
ot  the  Customs  and  Excise  duty,  and  are  therefore  unable 
to  compete  with  chemical  manufactures  made  abroad, 
especially  in  Germany  and  the  United  States  of  America, 
in  connection  with  which  acetic  ether  is  largely  used  ;  and 
whether  he  will  remedy  this  grievance  to  the  home  trade 
by  remitting  the  duty  or  permit  industrial  spirit  to  be- 
used  in  the  manufacture  of  the  ether. — Mr.  Lloyd  George, 
in  a  written  communication  to  the  hon.  member,  stated! 
that  the  matter  is  at  present  under  the  consideration  of 
the  Board  of  Customs  and  Excise. 

Chemists  and  Jury-service. 

We  are  informed  that  Mr.  R.  Winfrey,  M.P.,  has  again 
placed  upon  the  paper  the  amendment  which  was  recently 
discussed  in  Standing  Committee  C  to  the  County  Common. 
Juries  Bill,  the  object  of  which  is  to  exempt  chemists 
and  druggists  from  jury-service.  The  hon.  member  has 
adopted  this  course  in  view  of  the  report  stage  of  the  Bill, 
upon  which  the  Solicitor-General  is  expected  to  make  a 
statement  as  to  the  attitude  of  the  Government  in  regard 
to  the  amendment.  Mr.  T.  Lough  has  also  placed  an 
amendment  on  the  paper  in  the  same  terms  as  Mr. 
Winfrey's,  viz.  : 

Clause  1,  page  1,  line  7,  at  end,  insert : 
(2)  After  the  words  "  Apothecaries'  Company."  in  Sec- 
tion 2  of  the  Juries  Act,  1825.  add  the  words  "  or  chemists- 
registered  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain." 
We  learn  upon  excellent  authority  that  the  amendment 
is  not  in  order.    It  is  the  intention,  however,  of  Mr.  Percy 
Alden  to  put  down  on  the  paper  a  form  of  words  which, 
it  is  understood,  will  be  accepted  by  the  Government  and 
have  the  same  effect — viz.,  to  exempt  chemists  and  druggists 
from  jury-service.    It  is  unlikely  that  the  discussion  on 
the  Bill  will  be  proceeded  with  before  next  week. 

Shop  Hours  Bill. 

In  the  House  of  Commons  on  Monday  last,  July  18, 
the  Home  Secretary  was  asked  by  Mr.  Hugh  Watt 
whether  he  was  aware  of  the  fact  that  some  retail  di-apery 
firms  in  large  cities  fear  that  the  Shop  Hours  Bill  may 
have  the  effect  of  giving  the  employes  in  those  establish- 
ments two  half -holidays  in  the  week,  one  on  Saturday 
afternoons  and  evenings,  from  the  fact  that  the  district 
where  they  are  placed  is  deserted  on  those  afternoons  and 
evenings,  and  the  other  on  some  other  day  in  the  week 
arrived  at  by  the  vote  of  the  locality,  and,  if  so,  would 
he  see  that  some  amendment  is  introduced  which  would 
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prevent  this  effect. — The  Home  Secretary  (Mr.  Winston 
Churchill),  in  reply,  said  he  should  be  happy  to  con- 
sider any  representations  which  might  be  sent  to 
him  on  the  subject  referred  to.  None,  however,  had 
reached  him  up  to  the  present  time,  and  he  had  no  reason 
to  fear  that  the  Bill  which  had  just  been  introduced  would 
lead  to  the  result  that  the  hon.  member  feared. 


Scientific  Progress. 

Temperatures  under  this  heading  are  on  the  Centigrade  scale. 


Soja  Oil  has  been  found  by  M.  Riegel  to  contain  0.15  per 
cent,  of  lecithin.  He  extracted  the  oil  by  means  of  pure 
methyl  alcohol  ("  Pharm.  Zeit.,"  1910,  42). 

Cbinoline  Sulpho- Salicylate, 

CsHaSOaH.OH.COOH.CH/N+HA 
is  obtained  by  the  interaction  of  molecular  amounts  of  chino- 
line  and  sulpho-salicylic  acid  in  the  presence  of  water.  The 
product  occurs  in  white,  glistening  crystals,  melting  at  220° ; 
they  lose  1  molecule  of  water  already  at  110°.  It  is  slightly 
soluble  in  cold  water,  readily  soluble  in  hot  water  and  in 
alcohol. 

Sierra  Leone  Copal  has  been  investigated  by  Willner 
(("  Archiv  d.  Pharm.,"  1910,  4),  who  obtained  the  following 
a-esults :  60  per  cent,  was  found  to  be  soluble  in  ether ;  from 
this  were  isolated  about  20  per  cent,  of  leonecopal  acid, 
CjsH.aOa ;  30  per  cent,  leonecopalol  acid,  C2iH3<,02;  8  per  cent, 
leonecopal  resin  :  and  1  to  2  per  cent,  of  volatile  oil.  The 
remaining  40  per  cent,  was  soluble  in  alcohol-ether,  and 
yielded  leonecopalinic  acid,  CuH2402  (about  15  per  cent.),  and 
about  20  per  cent.  j8-leonecopal  resin,  CnHsoOa.  The  ash 
showed  K,  Na,  Ca,  Mg,  and  SiO*. 

Reaction  for  Sypbilitic  Blood.— Schiirmann  ("  Pharm. 
.'Zeit.,"  1909,  p.  309)  dilutes  0.1  c.c.  of  blood  to  3  or  4  c.c. 
with  physiological  saline  solution,  then  adds  1  drop  of  hydro- 
gen peroxide,  and,  after  shaking,  0.5  c.c.  of  the  following 
"reagent :  phenol  0.5  gram,  solution  of  iron  perchloride  (1  in  20) 
ri0.62  gram,  distilled  water  34.5  grams.  A  brown-black  tint  is 
■  obtained,  and  'the  mixture  thickens  on  shaking.  Normal 
'blood  gives  a  light-green  coloration,  which  becomes  bluish 
green  or  disappears  on  shaking,  while  the  mixture  remains 
quite  limpid.  The  author  finds  that  perfect  concord  with  the 
results  obtained  by  Wassermann's  reaction  is  given  by  the 
test. 

Comparative  Toxicity  of  Theobromine  and  Caffeine.— 

V.  H.  Veley  and  A.  D.  Waller  (communication  to  the  Royal 
Society,  June  30)  have  measured  the  direct  effects  of  caffeine 
and  theobromine  upon  the  contractility  of  muscle,  and  find 
that  theobromine  is  more  toxic  than  caffeine  in  the  propor- 
tion of  3  :  2.  The  introduction  of  a  second  methyl  group 
into  the  oxypurine  residue  in  the  formation  of  caffeine  from 
theobromine  thus  diminishes  the  toxic  value,  a  result  which 
is  the  converse  of  that  observed  in  the  case  of  the  paraffinoid 
alcohols.  In  studying  the  toxic  effects  of  coffee  and  tea 
■extracts,  it  was  found  that  the  effect  of  the  former  is  mainly 
due  to  the  caffeine-contents,  and  not  to  the  tannic  acid. 

Quantitative  Estimation  of  Hydrocyanic  Acid  in 
"Veg-etable  and  Animal  Tissues — Professor  A.  D.  Waller 
-communicated  to  the  Royal  Society  on  June  30  a  new  method 
for  the  quantitative  estimation  of  hydrocyanic  acid  in  vege- 
table and  animal  tissues.  The  method  is  colorimetric,  de- 
pending on  the  reaction  between  potassium  cyanide,  first 
:  studied  by  Hlasiwetz,  and  recently  applied  by  Guignard  to 
ithe  detection  of  minute  quantities  of  hydrocyanic  acid 
t("  Annales  Sci.  Pharmacol.,"  1906,  p.  415),  and  by  H.  E. 
.Armstrong  to  the  rapid  detection  of  emulsin  ("  Proceedings," 
March  10).  The  colour-scale  is  prepared  by  mixing  equal 
volumes  of  a  recently  titrated  solution  of  1/10000  hydrocyanic 
acid  and  of  picrate  mixture  (equal  volumes  of  0.5/100  picric 
acid  and  5/100  sodium  carbonate).  From  this  stock  solution 
»;T50),  after  twenty-four  hours  in  an  incubator  at  40°,  a  colour- 
scale  is  prepared  by  further  dilution  with  picrate  mixture, 
to  contain,  e.g.,  1,  2,  3,  etc.,  parts  of  HCN  per  million,  of 
tints  Tl,  T2,  T3,  etc.  The  estimation  is  made  by  matching 
*he  colour  of  the  given  fluid  or  of  its  distillate  into  picrate 
mixture  (after  suitable  dilution  if  required),  with  that  of  the 
■colour-scale.  Thus,  e.g.,  if  the  tint  of  a  distillate  from  10  c.c. 
of  blood  (dil. x5)  into  25  c.c.  of  picrate  is  found  =T5,  and  the 
■volume  of  picrate  +  distillate  is  40  c.c,  the  amount  of  HCN 
in  the  distillate  =5x40  millionths  of  a  gram— i.e.,  0.000200. 
A  second  distillation  shows  whether  or  no  the  whole  of  the 
HCN  present  has  been  taken  over  in  the  first  distillate. 
'Results  were  given  of  the  application  of  the  method  to  (1)  a 
Seaf  of  Prunvs  Laurocerasus  ;  (2)  the  blood  and  tissues  of  a  cat- 
after  death  by  a  known  amount  of  HCN ;  (3)  the  blood  and 
tissues  of  a  person  "  found  dead."

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Observations  and  Reflections. 

By  Xrayser  II. 

•'The  History  of  Mr.  Polly," 

Mr.  H.  G.  Wells's  latest  story, 
is,  as  are  most  of  his  books,  charged  with  meaning  of.  a 
very  practical  sort;  and,  since  its  moral  is  addressed  par- 
ticularly to  shopkeepers,  it  should  be  worthy  of  considera- 
tion by  pharmacists,  among  others.  Not  that  it  deals 
directly  with  our  trade,  as  did  "  Tono-Bungay. "  There  is 
a  chemist  in  the  book,  but  he  is  merely  a  "  stock  article," 
the  slightly  supercilious,  slightly  futile  person  so  commonly 
found  to  be  the  novelist's  idea  of  a  chemist,  and  he  has 
nothing  to  do  with  the  story.  Mr.  Wells's  attitude 
towards  the  shopkeeper  is  one  of  contempt  somewhat 
softened  by  pity,  and  one  cannot  but  feel  that  he  is  too 
hard  upon  the  class  from  which  he  has  himself  escaped.  His 
whole  conception  of  life,  indeed,  is  hard ;  his  pictures  of  it 
seem  to  be  the  result  of  study  rather  than  enjoyment,  and 
have  the  unsympathetic  truth  of  the  old-fashioned  photo- 
graph. Of  shopkeeping  as  an  'employment  he  has  the 
meanest  opinion,  and  the  man  who  is  content  to  remain 
in  it  for  a  bare  subsistence  is  to  him  an  object  of  scorn. 
There  is  much  in  the  book  that  is  admirable,  and  it  is  in- 
teresting throughout,  but  the  total  effect  is  depressing. 
One  is  made  to  feel  that  for  most  people  life  is  nothing  but 
purposeless  drifting.  Mr.  Polly  begins  life  as  a  draper's 
apprentice,  drifts  for  a  few  years  from  situation  to  situa- 
tion, drops  into  marriage  and  into  a  small  business  of  his 
own,  in  which  he  continues  to  drift  towards 
An  Inevitable  Bankruptcy. 

From  this  catastrophe  he  only 
escapes  by  arson,  after  which,  abandoning  his  uncongenial 
wife,  he  goes  on  tramp,  and  secures  a  situation  as  man- 
of-all-work  at  a  country  public-house.  Here  he  is  in  a  con- 
genial milieu,  and  finds  salvation  by  regaining  his  lost 
interest  in  life.  The  man  is  doubtless  a  fair  representative 
of  thousands,  and  probably  there  is  no  more  "  soul-destroy- 
ing "  occupation  than  retail  trade  on  a  small  scale.  The 
pharmacist  is,  or  should  be,  something  more  than  a  shop- 
keeper ;  but  his  lot,  too,  is  necessarily  petty  and  monotonous 
unless  he  brings  to  his  work  some  active  interest  and  force 
of  character.  Of  him  also,  lacking  these,  it  is,  I  fear,  often 
true  that  his  life  is  essentially  a  failure,  "not  the  sharp 
and  tragic  failure  of  the  labourer  who  gets  out  of  work  and 
starves,  but  a  slow,  chronic  process  of  consecutive  small 
losses,  which  may  end,  if  the  individual  is  exceptionally 
fortunate,  in  an  impoverished  death-bed  before  actual 
bankruptcy  or  destitution  supervenes.  .  .  .  Their  chances 
of  ascendant  means  [Mr.  Wells  is  speaking  of  the  typical 
small  shopkeeper]  is  less  in  their  shops  than  in  any  lottery 
that  was  ever  planned."  Two  advantages  of  the  chemist's 
business  over  others  used  to  be  urged  :  that  it  is  more 
"  genteel,"  and  less  likely  to  end  in  absolute  failure.  The 
snobbishness  of  the  first  remark  is  perhaps  more  evident 
than  the  truth  of  the  second ;  but,  however  this  may  be,  it 
is  certain,  if,  as  I  am  assured  by  some  who  ought  to  know, 
a  net  yearly  profit  of  200Z.  is  considerably  above  the 
average  earned  by  chemists  to-day,  that  a  good  many  of 
them  must  live,  if  not  in  continual  danger,  yet  in  constant 
fear  of  such  an  end  as  Mr.  Wells  describes.  He  looks  to 
"  the  organisation  of  distributing  businesses  upon  large  and 
economical  lines  "  as  the  only  remedy;  which  means,  I 
suppose,  that  Sir  Jesse  Boot  is  showing  us  the  way  we 
must  go.  If  we  let  ourselves  be  mere  distributors  it  may 
be  so,  though  it  is  difficult  to  believe  that  in  any  kind  of 
business  knowledge,  skill,  and  energy  will  not  still  enable 
a  man  to  make  his  own  way  upon  his  own  line. 


Among1  English  Herb-crops, 

the  poppy,  Papaver  somni- 
ferum,  if  Dr.  Reginald  Jones  will  allow  me  this 
use  of  the  term,  holds  an  important  place.  I 
drove  the  other  day  through  one  of  the  largest 
poppy-growing  districts  in  the  country,  when  the  plants 
were  in  full  flower.  Rather  more  than  the  usual  acreage 
appears  to  have  been  sown  there  this  year,  but  the  crop 
is  a  thin  one,  and  the  yield  will  not  be  more  than  the 
average.  In  favourable  seasons  poppy-growing  pays, 
remarkably  well,  but  the  crop  is  a  precarious  one,  as  a 
single  day's  storm  may  completely  ruin  it.  This  year 
the  plants  look  well,  and  if  the  weather  is  favourable  the 
heads  will  be  of  a  good  size.  I  have  often  admired  the 
patience  of  the  small  farmer  or  cottager,  whose  year's 
prosperity  depends  largely  upon  the  fate  of  his  patch  of 
poppies,  when  a  violent  storm  of  wind  or  thunder,  or  a> 
fortnight's  rain  at  the  critical  time,  robs  him  of  the  fruit 
of  his  labour,  or  at  least  so  damages  his  crop  as  greatly 
to  reduce  its  value.  This  is  one  reason  why  nobody  cares 
to  grow  many  poppies,  and  I  fancy  the  demand  grows 
less  every  year.  Can  anyone  tell  me  whether  mice  are 
immune  from  opium-poisoning  ?  They  thrive  upon  poppy- 
heads  ;  indeed,  there  is  nothing  which  attracts  them  more,

loom  large  in  the  public  eye  at  the  moment. 
The  magnificent  free  advertisement  given  by  certain  daily 
newspapers  to  the  project  for  the  supply  of  dentistry  at 
reduced  rates  resulted,  as  one  might  have  expected,  in  a 
rush  to  the  "experimental  clinic"  established  a  fortnight 
ago,  and  I  understand  that  the  general  public  is  stilt 
taking  very  kindly  to  the  scheme.  What  with  free  advice 
and  free  extractions  and  artificial  teeth  at  cost  price  at  the 
dental  hospitals,  societies  supplying  dentures  at  reduced! 
prices,  and  municipalities  giving  advice  and  treatment  for 
nothing  at  all,  one  would  have  thought  that  the  ground 
was  already  pretty  fully  covered  without  the  intrusion 
of  the  new  agency.  Where  is  this  sort  of  thing  going  to 
end  ?  It  used  to  be  believed,  not  so  long  ago,  that  the- 
dental  profession  was  one  of  the  fortunate  few  where  it  was 
"all  prizes,  no  blanks,"  but  a  change  is  rapidly  coming, 
over  the  spirit  of  the  dream. 

The  Unregistered  Dentist, 

too,  is  apparently  coming  into  his 
kingdom  without  very  much  exertion  on  his  part,  the 
Bill  of  the  British  Dental  Association  giving  him  all  he 
can  reasonably  ask  for,  the  Association  getting  simply 
nothing  in  return.  True,  the  Inland  Revenue  is  to  pocket 
from  every  dentist  the  trifling  sum  of  five  pounds  a  year, 
but  that  is  a  mere  bagatelle  to  the  dentists  and  other  regis- 
tered "persons,"  all  of  whom  are,  no  doubt,  wallowing: 
in  the  filthy  lucre  that  overflows  from  the  municipal, 
charitable,  and  5-per-cent.  schemes  aforesaid.  But  where 
does  the  chemist-extractor  come  in?  Hundreds  of  my 
brother  pill-rollers  have  been  "  bond  fide  engaged  in  the 
practice  of  dentistry  "  for  the  requisite  five  years,  scores^ 
of  them  for  five-and-twenty.  Yet  if  this  Bill  goes  through 
unamended  every  one  of  them  will  be  disqualified,  for- 
they  will  be  unable  to  declare  that  their  practice  is  "not 
combined  with  any  other  occupation  or  calling."  I  shalf 
be  surprised  if  chemists  accept  this  without  protest,  and: 
I  anticipate  that  the  call  to  arms  sounded  in  your  corre- 
spondence columns  last  week  will  not  have  been  made  in 
vain.

Editorial  Articles. 


The  Dentists  Bill. 

The  Bill  drafted  by  the  British  Dental  Association  to 
amend  the  Dentists  Act,  1878,  and  for  other  purposes  in 
connection  therewith,  consists  of  five  parts,  with  schedules. 
The  first  part,  of  six  clauses,  is  a  prohibition  of  practice 
of  dentistry  by  unqualified  persons.  Clause  1  (1)  is  the 
all-important  one,  and  Clause  2  (1)  the  sop  to  Cerebus.  They 
are  as  follows  : 

1.  (1)  Every  person  who  (not  being  a  registered  dentist  or 
a  registered  medical  practitioner  or  a  person  certified  under 
this  Act  to  be  exempt  from  the  provisions  of  this  section) 
either  by  himself  or  in  conjunction  with  others  applies  any 
dental  treatment  for  or  in  expectation  of  any  fee,  gain,  or 
reward,  or  in  any  way  practises  dentistry  or  dental  surgery 
for  or  in  expectation  of  any  fee,  gain,  or  reward,  or  holds 
himself  out  as  competent  to  practise  dentistry  or  dental  sur- 
gery, or  as  being  engaged  in  the  practice  of  dentistry  or  dental 
surgery,  shall  be  guilty  of  an  offence  against  this  section, 
and  shall  be  liable  on  summary  conviction  to  a  fine  not  ex- 
ceeding 50£.,  and  if  the  offence  is  continued  after  a  previous 
conviction  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  51.  for  every  day  during 
which  the  offence  so  continues. 

2.  (1)  Any  person  who  (i)  is  of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years, 
or  upwards,  and  (ii)  is  at  the  passing  of  this  Act  and  for  a 
period  of  not  less  than  five  years  immediately  before  the  pass- 
ing of  this  Act  has  been  bona  fide  engaged  in  the  practice  of 
dentistry  (such  practice  not  being  combined  with  any  other 
occupation  or  calling)  and  is  not  a  registered  dentist  or  re 
gistered  medical  practitioner,  may  at  any  time  before  the 
expiration  of  six  months  from  the  passing  of  this  Act  apply, 
if  resident  in  England,  Wales,  or  Ireland,  to  the  Judge  of 
the  County  Court  within  the  district  whereof  he  resides,  or, 
if  resident  in  Scotland,  to  the  Sheriff  within  whose  sheriffdom 
he  resides  for  a  certificate  that  he  is  exempt  from  the  pro- 
visions of  the  section  of  this  Act,  the  marginal  note  whereof 
is  "  Penalty  on  unqualified  person  practising  dentistry."  In 
this  subsection  the  expression  "  the  practice  of  dentistry  " 
means  the  performance  of  dental  operations  upon  and  the 
application  of  other  dental  treatment  and  the  giving  of  dental 
attendance  and  advice  to  dental  patients. 

"Any  dental  treatment"  is  not  defined  in  the  Bill,  and 
it  may  reasonably  be  said  to  embrace  everything  from  ap- 
plying a  wad  of  toothache  tincture  to  an  aching  tooth  to 
the  cleverest  crown  work.  We  consider  the  proposal  to  be 
so  unreasonable  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Societies  of  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland  will,  we  hope,  take  steps  to  protect 
the  interests  of  their  registrants.  Pharmacists  and  drug- 
gists may  lawfully  at  present  apply  any  dental  treatment, 
and  it  is  part  of  their  business  to  do  it.  The  promoters 
of  the  Bill  must  have  a  poor  estimate  of  humanity  if  they 
think  that  their  sop  to  Cerebus  makes  Clause  1  safe,  but 
it  is  to  be  noted  that  the  promoters  have  no  more  to  do 
with  the  administration  of  the  Dentists  Act  than  has  a 
chemists'  local  association  to  do  with  administration  of  the 
Pharmacy  Acts.  The  Bill  is  drafted  without  consultation 
with  the  General  Medical  Council,  and  that  body  should 
not  take  long  to  point  out  to  the  Government  that  the 
principle  of  Clause  2  is  not  good,  and  that  the  clause 
creates  a  precedent  which  may  be  awkward  as  regards  the 
practice  of  medicine,  pharmacy,  and  other  law-controlled 
professions.  It  may  be  pointed  out,  however,  that  the 
clause  does  not  entitle  the  persons  mentioned  therein  to  be 
registered  under  the  Dentists  Act ;  it  merely  exempts  them 
from  the  penalties  for  practising,  but  does  not  relieve  them 
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from  the  penalties  of  the  1878  Act  for  using  the  titles  and 
descriptions  reserved  by  that  Act  to  registered  persons. 
We  hope  to  refer  to  other  provisions  of  the  Bill  later. 
Those  quoted  apply  most  to  chemists  and  druggists,  with 
whose  interests  we  are  particularly  concerned. 


Licensing  (Consolidation)  Bill. 

Parliament  sometimes  works  with  almost  reprehensible 
silence.    A  Bill  to  consolidate  the  law  relating  to  justices' 
licences  for  the  sale  by  retail  of  intoxicating  liquor  and 
to  the  registration  of  clubs  was  brought  in  early  this 
session  (while  King  Edward  was  alive),  Mr.  Simon,  Mr. 
Cave,  Mr.  Hindle,  Mr.  Charles  Egberts,  and  Mr.  George 
Younger  being  its  sponsors.    It  has  been  considered  and 
amended  by  a  Joint  Committee  of  Lords  and  Commons, 
and  now  awaits  the  final  stages  in  Parliament — but  how 
few  people  know  that  it  exists !    It  is  a  bulky  Bill  of 
many  parts,  113  clauses  and  seven  schedules,  dealing,  of 
course,  chiefly  with  public-house  and  beer,  spirit,  and 
wine  retailers'  interests,  but  in  these  present  days  drug- 
gists, wholesale  and  retail,  find  themselves  so  hampered 
by  the  net  of  the  law  which  covers  these  traders  that 
some  attention  to  the  Consolidation  Bill  is  needful  herein. 
There  are  few  parts  of  the  law  relating  to  intoxicating 
liquors  which  are  so  inextricable  as  those  that  deal  with 
licences.    Sixty- four  Acts  of  Parliament  bear  more  or 
less  directly  upon  the  subject.    The  present  Bill  embraces 
provisions  from  eight  of  them  (which  are  to  be  repealed 
saving  the  sections  indicated  in  parentheses) — viz.,  the 
Alehouse  Act,  1828,  the  Licensing  Act,  1842  (Sections  1, 
2,  3,  and  6),  the  Wine  and  Beerhouse  Act,  1869,  and  its 
amending  Act,  1870,  the  Licensing  Act,  1872  (except  Sec- 
tions 1,  2,  12,  27,  28,  29,  76  to  90,  and  39  and  75  pro- 
visionally), the  Licensing  Act,  1874  (Sections  4,  9  to  21, 
and  23  to  32),  and  the  Licensing  Act,  1902,  as  well  as  the 
1904  Act.    It  is  also  proposed  to  repeal  besides  these  the 
following  :  The  Beerhouse  Act,  1870,  the  Sunday  Closing 
(Wales)  Act,  1881,  the  Licensing  (Evidence)  Act,  1884, 
the  Intoxicating  Liquors  (Sale  to  Children)  Act,  1901, 
and  the  Licensing  Act,  1906.    Being  a  consolidation  Bill, 
the  measure  does  not  intentionally  introduce  any  new 
principles,  its  object  being  to  simplify  the  enactments 
and  to  remove  provisions  in  certain  of  them  which  have 
become  obsolete  through  being  superseded  by  more  recent 
Acts.    For  example,  by  four  Acts  six  classes  of  persons  are 
disqualified  from  obtaining  a  justices'  certificate ;  these  are 
now  brought  into  one  clause.      We  have  gone  carefully 
through  the  Bill,  and  find  nothing  in  it  which  is  likely  to  be 
a  fresh  harass  to  our  readers.    It  is  provided  that  nothing 
in  the  Act  shall  apply  to  (among  other  articles  and  persons) — ■ 
(d)  The  sale  of  spruce  or  black  beer. 

(/()  The  sale  of  medicated  or  methylated  spirits,  or  spirits 
made  up  in  medicine  and  sold  by  medical  practitioners 
and  chemists  and  druggists. 

(i)  The  sale  of  intoxicating  liquor  by  wholesale. 

These  are  existing  provisions.  The  Act  is  not  to  extend 
to  Ireland  and  Scotland. 


Foreign  Medicines  in  Japan. 

A  specially  selected  Committee  of  the  Japanese  Home 
Office  last  year  undertook  investigations  for  the  revision 
of  the  regulations  relating  to  the  importation  into  Japan 
of  drugs,  fine  chemicals,  and  proprietary  medicines  not 
described  in  the  Pharmacopoeia  Japonica.  As  it  is  quite 
possible  these  regulations  will  become  law,  a  considerable 
amount  of  trouble  and  inconvenience  is  likely  to  arise  to 
exporters  on  this  side,  so  that  it  may  be  as  well  to  give 


a  summary  of  the  principal  provisions.    The  proposed 
regulations  may  be  briefly  stated  as  follows  : 

Article  1. — All  pharmacists,  druggists,  or  merchants  con- 
templating importing  or  manufacturing  any  fine  chemical 
or  new  medical  preparation  which  is  not  official  in  any  Phar- 
macopoeia, and  sell  same,  must  submit  a  sample  to  the  local 
Governor,  with  information  as  to  its  manufacture,  character, 
and  composition.  [Any  chemical  or  preparation  which  is 
similar  to  the  above  described,  but  different  in  name,  manu- 
facture, or  manufacturer,  shall  be  considered  under  this 
category.] 

Article  2. — Any  fine  chemical  or  medical  preparation  as 
previously  mentioned  in  Article  1  cannot  be  delivered  or 
received,  nor  sold  and  bought,  unless  it  bears  upon  its  con- 
tainer an  explanatory  account  of  its  composition;  and  where 
its  composition  is  unknown,  its  character  and  method  of 
manufacture.  (This  is  not  applicable  to  any  preparation 
previously  sold  unless  its  name,  manufacture,  or  manufac- 
turer is  different  from  the  above.] 

Article  3. — Any  person  contravening  the  above  regulations 
shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  50  yen. 

In  brief,  the  above  regulations  relate  to  the  compulsory 
description  of  the  ingredients,  character,  and  method  of 
manufacture  of  any  medicine.  Some  difficulty  is  likely  to 
arise  as  to  the  division  between  specific  medicines  and  pro- 
prietary or  patent  medicines,  and  on  this  point  the  Central 
Hygienic  Board  propose  to  set  up  a  standard,  which  is  as 
follows  : 

Any  medicine  sold  with  the  dose  and  efficacy  explained  on 
the  wrapper  or  attached  to  the  container  shall  be  recognised 
as  a  patent  medicine. 

Any  medicine  which  is  without  such  a  wrapper  or  state- 
ment attached  to  the  container,  but  sold  with  a  separate 
explanatory  pamphlet,  shall  be  recognised  as  a  patent  medi- 
cine. 

Any  medicine  which  is  not  accompanied  with  such  a 
wrapper  or  pamphlet,  but  which  is  advertised  in  newspapers, 
magazines,  etc.,  explaining  its  dose,  efficacy,  etc.,  shall  be 
regarded  as  a  patent  medicine  except  (1)  when  the  papers, 
magazines,  etc.,  are  circulated  solely  among  those  engaged 
in  the  medical  and  pharmaceutical  professions;  (2)  when 
any  new  printed  matter  is  distributed  only  among  the  medical 
and  pharmaceutical  professions. 

Any  medicine  which  is  accompanied  by  a  statement  ex- 
plaining its  efficacy  or  the  name  of  which  suggests  its  efficacy, 
which  is  not  accompanied  by  its  dose,  shall  be  recognised  as 
a  patent  medicine. 

Any  medicine  which  is  sold  with  a  wrapper  or  statement 
attached  to  its  container  explaining  only  its  dose  shall  not 
be  regarded  as  a  patent  medicine.  But  this  shall  not  applv 
to  any  medicine  described  in  a  Pharmacopoeia  which  is  well 
known  to  the  medical  and  pharmaceutical  professions,  or 
which  is  composed  of  such  drugs. 

Thus  the  dose  or  efficacy  of  any  medicine  which  is  adver- 
tised in  newspapers,  magazines,  etc.,  outside  of  medical 
and  pharmaceutical  circles  will  be  regarded  as  patent  medi- 
cines. A  propos  of  the  above,  Mr.  Kubota,  chief  of  the 
Sanitary  Bureau  in  the  Home  Office,  says  that  the  prohi- 
bition of  the  distribution  of  explanatory  matter  and  adver- 
tisement in  the  public  Press  of  the  dose,  efficacy,  etc.,  of 
new  medicines  and  medical  preparations  is  for  the  purpose 
of  defining  patent  medicines.  New  remedies  are  not  in- 
tended to  be  purchased  by  the  general  public,  but  by 
medical  men  and  pharmacists.  Therefore  no  duty  has 
hitherto  been  imposed  on  new  remedies.  But  their  dose, 
efficacy,  etc.,  are  now  being  publicly  advertised  as  ordinary 
proprietary  or  secret  medicines  ;  and  in  order  to  maintain 
the  above  distinction  the  authorities  propose  to  restrict  the 
advertisements  to  technical  newspapers  and  magazines. 

The  revised  regulations  were  submitted  to  the  Central 
Hygienic  Board  on  May  19,  and  were  referred  to  an  "  In- 
vestigation Committee,"  which  has  met  on  several  occa- 
sions. There  appears  to  be  wide  divergence  of  opinion 
among  the  Committee  as  to  the  distinction  between  medi- 
cal preparations  and  proprietary  medicines.  Meanwhile 
the  German  Consul-General  in  Yokohama  has  presented 
a  protest  to  the  Japanese  Foreign  Office  ;  while  the  Yoko- 
hama Board  of  Trade,  comprised  mostly  of  importers  and 
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exporters,  has  adopted  a  resolution  against  the  revised 
regulations.  There  seems  to  be  little  doubt  but  that  the 
regulations  will  eventually  become  law,  and  in  this  event 
manufacturers  and  exporters  of  medicines  will  do  well  to 
carefully  study  them. 

Wholesale  Druggists  and  Spirits. 

We  are  informed  that  most,  if  not  all,  wholesale  druggists 
who  hold  off-retail  spirit  licences  have  them  on  justices' 
certificates,  so  that  the  restrictive  conditions  referred  to 
last  week  will  not  apply  to  them.  It  is  expected  that  a 
satisfactory  solution  of  the  rectified-spirit  difficulty  will  be 
found. 

A  Cinchona  Reminiscence. 

Sir  Clements  Markham,  K.C.B.,  F.E.S,  celebrated  his 
eightieth  birthday  on  July  20.  He  was  born  at  Stillingfleet, 
near  York.  It  was  in  1859  that  Sir  Clement's  services 
were  accepted  to  superintend  the  collection  of  cinchona 
plants  and  seeds  in  South  America  and  their  introduction 
into  India.  The  record  of  his  work  in  this  connection  is 
embodied  in  his  "  Travels  in  Peru  and  India  "  (1862)  and 
"Peruvian  Bark"  (1880).  It  is  remarkable  that  the 
present  abundant  supply  of  cinchona  comes  from  the  seeds 
which  Charles  Ledger  obtained  and  sold  to  the  Indian  and 
Javan  Governments.  The  former  did  nothing  with  them ; 
the  latter  have  built  up  a  great  industry  and  have  benefited 
the  whole  world.

"  In  this  country  the  regular  opening  of  chemists'  shops  on 
Sundays  has  almost  become  an  unwritten  law,  and  one  would 
have  to  go  a  long  way  to  find  the  chemist  who  does  not  open 
his  place  of  business  for  some  fixed  and  definite  period  on  that 
day." 

Lactic  Lemonade. 

Dr.  W.  Salisbury-Sharpe,  writing  in  "  The  Lancet,"  con- 
tends that  it  is  the  lactic  acid  produced  by  the  lactic-acid 
bacilli  that  is  the  beneficial  agent  when  given  internally, 
and  not  the  bacilli  themselves.  To  test  the  soundness  of 
his  opinion  he  has  had  made  for  his  own  use  and  that  of 
some  of  his  patients  a  syrup  of  pure  lactic  acid  and  sugar 
in  such  proportion  that  when  diluted  into  a  palatable 
beverage  with  either  plain  or  aerated  water  it  became  a 
solution  of  lactic  acid  of  as  nearly  as  possible  1  per  cent. 
He  found  that  this  preparation  gave  all  the  good  results 
obtainable  from  soured  milk,  with  the  additional  advan- 
tage that  it  was  palatable  and  readily  taken,  having  a 
clean  and  pleasant  taste ;  that  it  tended  to  increase  rather 
than  to  diminish  appetite  ;  that  it  was  found  to  have  re- 
markable thirst-quenching  and  thirst-preventing  proper- 
ties ;  that  there  was  no  risk  of  introducing  in  it  undesir- 
able bacteria  as  has  happened  with  the  milk ;  and  that 


although  in  no  sense  purgative  it  was  found  to  be  distinctly 
inimical  to  constipation.  To  make  it  more  palatable  the 
doctor  asked  a  mineral-water  manufacturer  to  bottle  some 
for  him,  aerated  and  slightly  flavoured,  and  the  manufac- 
turer has  made  a  very  palatable  beverage  containing  about 
1  per  cent,  of  pure  lactic  acid.  The  standard  of  1  per 
cent,  was  arrived  at  by  testing  the  palatability  of  solutions- 
of  different  strengths,  and  represents  merely  the  quantity 
of  acid  which  is  pleasant  to  take.  Dr.  Salisbury-Sharpe 
is  carrying  on  experiments  to  test  the  inhibitive  action  of 
lactic  acid  on  B.  coli  and  other  organisms  of  the  Coli  group.

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Detection  of  African  Copaiba.

FOR  many  years  certain  South  American  copaibas  have 
been  adulterated  with  the  African  variety,  and  the  need 
of  a  method  which  would  detect  the  presence  of  moderately 
.small  quantities  of  it  when  mixed  with  the  true  copaiba 
lias  long  been  felt,  but  hitherto  none  has  been  available. 
Some  time  ago  a  long  series  of  experiments  were  carried 
<out  in  the  laboratories  of  the  British  Drug  Houses,  Ltd., 
and  their  predecessors,  and  the  following  process  arrived 


the  African  will  be  shown  at  once  by  the  difference  value 
being  positive. 

In  some  cases,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  tabulated  results 
below,  where  only  a  small  precentage  of  the  adulterant 
was  present,  all  the  fractions  were  lsevogyrate,  but  the 
difference  value  was  positive.  The  same  process  was 
applied  to  gurjun  oil,  which,  like  copaiba,  gives  laevo- 
gyrate  fractions,  but,  unlike  it,  they  successively  decrease 
instead  of  increasing,  and  thus  give  a  positive  difference 
value  similar  to  African  copaiba. 

With  the  true  copaibas  the  rotation  of  the  first  fraction 
is  in  every  case  lower  than  that  of  the  original  oil,  but  in

-at.  It  has  been  found  trustworthy  and  very  useful  in 
actual  practice,  so  that  it  appears  to  be  desirable  to  record 
a  brief  account  of  the  method  : 

The  oleo-resin  is  submitted  to  distillation  either  _  by 
steam  or  in  vacuo,  and  the  volatile  oil  so  obtained  is  dried, 
then  fractionally  distilled  to  dryness  in  vacuo.    Ten  equal 
fractions  are  collected,  and  the  optical  rotations  of  each 
of  these  determined  in  a  100-mm.  tube. 
3f  the  sample  be  pure  the  figures  obtained  will  all  be  nega- 
tive, and  they  will  increase  arithmetically  from  the  first 
to  the  last  fraction,*  although  not  regularly.      If,  now, 
4he  rotation  of  the  first  fraction  be  subtracted  from  that 
-of  the  tenth,  a  figure  will  be  obtained  which  varies  very 
little  for  genuine   samples,   and  is  always  a  negative 
•quantity.    This  figure,  which  I  call  the  "  difference  value," 
has  only  varied  in  my  experience  from  -3.7°  to  -7.6°. 

When  African  copaiba  is  examined  in  this  manner,  the 
notations  of  all  the  fractions  are,  as  would  be  expected, 
•dextrogyrate,  and  the  rotations  of  the  successive  fractions 
increase,  but  to  a  much  greater  extent  than  with  the 
South  American  copaiba,  in  consequence  of  which  the 
•difference  value  is  much  greater  than  copaiba  and  is  a 
positive  figure.  The  figures  also  show  a  curious  feature 
in  that  the  tenth  fraction  has  a  considerably  lower  rota- 
tion than  the  ninth.  As  would  be  expected  from  the  fact 
■that  the  range  of  boiling  points  of  the  constituents  of  the 
"volatile  oils  from  the  two  varieties  are  practically  iden- 
tical, a  mixture  of  the  two  will  distil  over  containing 
proportional  parts  in  each  fraction,  and  the  presence  of 

*  That  is,  each  successive  fraction  is  more  strongly  leevo- 
eotatory  than  the  preceding  one. 


the  adulterated  samples  it  is  higher.  It  is  important  that 
the  distillation  of  the  oil  should  be  conducted  in  vacuo, 
since,  if  carried  on  under  atmospheric  pressure,  the  higher 
temperature  necessary  causes  some  decomposition,  which  • 
entirely  alters  the  optical  rotation,  as  shown  in  the  table 
under  "  u. "  The  optical  rotations  of  the  original  oils 
were  in  all  cases  determined  before  fractionating,  and 
compared  with  the  mean  rotation  of  the  fractions,  very 
little  difference  being  observed,  thus  showing  that  no 
decomposition  had  taken  place.  I  desire  to  thank  Mr. 
Charles  Alexander  Hill  for  his  interest  and  advice,  and 
permission  to  publish  these  results.

2.  The  Federation,  through  its  Secretary,  undertook  to  do 
this. 

3.  The  Executive  naturally  supposed  that  the  Federation 
would  ask  three  or  four  prominent  pharmacists  to  read 
papers  upon  subjects  which  they  themselves  indicated  to 
the  Executive  when  they  came  in  deputation.  It  was  also 
thought  that  they  would  have  been  announced  sortie  weeks 
ago,  as  the  science  papers  have  been. 

4.  The  Cambridge  Local  Committee  purposely  arranged 
no  definite  excursion  out  of  Cambridge  that  day,  to  avoid 
a  counter-attraction. 

5.  The  time  of  the  conducting  of  parties  round  Cambridge 
was  fixed  half  an  hour  later  than  the  Federation  meeting

Poisoning  Cases. 

Sixteen  fatalities,  including  one  misadventure,  have  been 
reported  from  poisoning  since  our  issue  of  last  week. 

Arsenjc^Goroner  Buss  resumed  at  Y.alding.  near  Maid- 
stone, on  July  19,  the  inquiry  into  the  death  of  Mr.  J.  W. 
Freeman,  the  circumstances  of  whose  death  after  taking  a 
dose  of  an  arsenical  fluid  contained  in  a  mineral-water  bottle 
were  related  in  our  Supplement  of  July  9.  Mr.  L.  W.  Stansell, 
F.I.C.,  F.C.S.,  now  deposed  that  he  had  analysed  the  liquid 
contained  in  an  ordinary  Hunyadi-water  bottle,  and  found 
14  per  cent  of  arsenious  trioxide  and  3.25  per  cent,  of  arsenic 
pentoxide.  He  also  found  caustic  soda  2.56  per  cent,  and 
sodium  carbonate  5.42  per  cent.,  with  traces  of  sodium  sul- 
phate and  chloride.  He  had  also  examined  part  of  the  de- 
ceased's stomach,  liver,  and  one  kidney,  and  found  no  arsenic 
in  the  stomach  or  kidney,  but  a  distinct  trace  in  the  liver. 
After  deposing  to  the  toxicity  of  arsenic,  witness  stated,  in 
reply  to  a  question,  that  he  could  not  say  if  the  owners  of 
Hunyadi  water  were  the  vendors  of  any  poisonous  fluid  of 
any  kind,  but  Mr.  C.  Tindale  Davis,  barrister  (who  was 
present  on  behalf  of  the  Hunyadi  Co.)  said  that  his  clients 
bottled  nothing  else  but  mineral  water.  Witness  added  that 
he  could  find  no  indication  of  Hunyadi  Janos  water  being 
present  in  the  poisonous  fluid.  Mr.  C.  H.  Kirby,  solicitor, 
London,  who  again  appeared  for  Messrs.  Corfe  (who  sold  the 
supposed  Hunyadi  Janos  water),  intimated  that  his  clients 
made  no  suggestion  whatever  that  the  proprietors  of  Hunyadi 
water  were  in  any  way  responsible  for  the  presence  of  the 
poisonous  liquid  in  one  of  their  bottles.  Mr.  Kirby  then 
questioned  Mr.  Stansell  and  read  extracts  from  a  report  by 
Mr.  Thomas  Tickle,  B.Sc,  F.I.C.,  who  stated  that  the  liquid 
contained  no  free  sodium  hydroxide,  and  he  could  find  no 
grounds  for  the  suggestion  that  it  had  been  made  with  caustic 
soda,  and  that  it  had  become  carbonated  subsequently.  Mr. 
A.  F.  Corfe,  examined  by  Mr.  Avery  on  behalf  of  the  rela- 
tives of  the  deceased,  said  he  could  not  admit  that  the  fluid 
was  his  weed-killer,  which  contained  4  lb.  of  arsenic  per  gal., 
was  made  with  caustic  soda  (not  with  carbonate),  and  was 
coloured  blue.  Mr.  Avery  said  a  drum  of  the  firm's  weed- 
killer purchased  at  5  Gabriel's  Hill  since  the  date  of  the 
accident  had  been  opened  and  found  to  contain  weed-killer 
not  coloured  blue.  Mr.  Corfe  was  surprised  to  hear  this, 
and  upon  the  drum  being  produced  and  a  glass  filled  with  the 
fluid  it  was  found  to  be  of  a  dirty  blackish-looking  colour; 
nearly  all  appearance  of  blueness  had  gone,  but  it  was  quite 
unlike  the  straw-coloured  liquid  with  which  Mr.  Freeman 
was  poisoned.  Mr.  Corfe  said  he  had  made  the  weed-killer 
for  a  good  many  years,  but  had  never  noticed  it  fade  so  much 
as  this  drum.  He  produced  letters  from  old  assistants  sup- 
porting his  statement.  Messrs.  Corfe's  weed-killer  was  always 
nut  into  iron  drums,  not  into  glass  bottles.  In  reply  to  a  juror, 
Mr.  Corfe  again  described  his  method  of  making  weed-killer. 
Mr.  Freeman,  jun.,  recalled,  said  that  no  weed-killer  was 
used  or  stored  about  the  premises  at  the  Anchor  Hotel.  The 
Coroner,  in  summing  up,  said  Mr.  Corfe  had  told  them  the 
facts  as  far  as  he  knew  them  without  reserve,  and  had  practic- 
ally admitted  that  the  bottle  was  sold  by  him.  If  Mr.  Corfe' s 
act  in  supplying  this  bottle  was  criminally  negligent,  that 
amounted  to  culpable  negligence  in  the  eyes  of  the  law,  and 
might  involve  a  verdict  of  manslaughter.  He  read  Mr.  Jus- 
tice Stephen's  pronouncement  as  to  what  constitutes  criminal 
negligence,  and  recalled  that  Judge's  statement  that  each 
case  must  be  decided  on  its  merits.  In  his  (the  Coroner's) 
opinion  what  Mr.  Corfe  did  did  not  amount  to  culpable 
negligence.  He  had  no  reason  to  suppose  the  bottle  contained 
anything  else  than  Hunyadi  water,  and  the  act  was  that  of  an 
ordinary  reasonable  and  careful  man,  and  he  was  not  account- 
able for  it.  In  regard  to  the  deceased,  the  Coroner  felt  sure 
that  he  had  no  wish  to  take  his  life,  and  that  he  drank  the 
poisonous  dose  in  entire  ignorance  of  its  deadly  nature.  The 
foreman  of  the  jury  reported,  after  a  short  absence  from  the 
room,  that  their  verdict  was  "  Misadventure,"  and  that  they 


deeply  sympathised  with  the  family.  Eventually,  on  the 
Coroner's  suggestion,  they  adopted  the  following  verdict : 
"  That  Mr.  John  William  Freeman  died  through  taking  a 
quantity  of  corrosive  arsenical  fluid  in  mistake  for  Hunyadi 
Janos  mineral  water,  accidentally  supplied  by  Messrs.  Corfe 
&  Sons,  of  Maidstone."  The  Coroner  remarked  that  he  was 
glad  the  matter  had  been  cleared  up  satisfactorily  as  far  as 
Messrs.  Corfe  were  concerned,  and  that  they  had  been  entirely 
exonerated  from  all  blame. 

Carbolic  Acid  was  taken  with  suicidal  intent  by  a  Wolver- 
hampton coal-dealer  named  James  Pass  (54). — At  Monk- 
wearmouth,  Ruth  Bates  Kirtley  took  the  same  poison  with 
suicidal  intent. 

Laudanum -poisoning  caused  the  self-inflicted  death  of  T. 
Emmett  at  Hull.  During  the  inquest,  Mr.  John  Edward 
Uttley,  285  Hedon  Road,  Hull,  said  deceased  purchased  in 
the  morning  on  July  12  1  oz.  of  laudanum  for  a  cough,  and 
"  also  to  wash  his  feet  with,"  and  a  further  ^  oz.  was  supplied 
in  the  afternoon.  During  the  evening  deceased  came  for  a 
third  supply,  which  was  refused. — A  Doveridge  jury  found 
that  Thomas  Smith,  a  local  farmer,  "  killed  himself  with 
laudanum,  not  being  of  sound  mind." — At  Brightside,  Shef- 
field, a  married  woman  named  Hannah  Rebecca  Hirst  (18). 
ended  her  life  by  taking  this  opiate. 

Morphine. — A  verdict  of  suicide  during  temporary  insanity 
was  returned  by  a  Westgate-on-Sea  jury  relative  to  the 
death  of  Dr.  John  Bart  Rous,  of  Ealing,  who  poisoned  himself 
with  morphine  while  suffering  from  overwork.  Deceased  was 
engaged  on  the  editorial  staff  of  "  The  Lancet." 

Nitric  Acid  was  used  to  compass  self-destruction  by  John 
Wedderburn  (42),  scalemaker,  Stratford. 

Prussic-acid  poisoning  was  responsible  for  the  suicidal 
death  of  an  unknown  man  at  the  Shakespeare  Hotel,  Lam- 
beth.— Wm.  Henry  Sprague  was  found  dying  in  a  railway 
carriage  at  Gloucester  Station  from  the  effects  of  taking 
prussic  acid.    A  Coroner's  jury  found  a  verdict  of  suicide. 

Salt  of  Lemon. — Alfred  Charles  King  committed  suicide 
by  taking  this  poison  in  Rhodes  Woods,  near  Middleton. — 
Richard  Salisbury,  ex-soldier,  poisoned  himself  on  the  canal- 
banks  at  Galgate  by  taking  the  same  poison.  A  married 
woman  named  Martha  Bainbridge,  who  accompanied  him, 
was  found  to  be  suffering  from  the  effects  of  the  poison,  but 
she  recovered. 

Spirit  of  Salt  was  used  for  suicidal  purposes  by  Ellen 
Macarthy  (24),  cook,  Beckenham. — A  Portsmouth  cooper 
named  William  W.  Ireland  poisoned  himself  with  spirit  of 
salt.  He  had  suffered  from  sciatica  and  this  had  affected  hi& 
mind. 

Strychnine. — Catherine  Grinstead.  of  Wooclbridge,  near 
Leatherhead,  killed  herself  by  taking  rat-poison.  Mr. 
Ernest  Mitchley  Mole,  chemist  and  druggist,  assistant  to 
Mr.  E.  H.  Cole,  pharmacist,  High  Street,  Leatherhead,  de- 
posed at  the  inquest  to  supplying  deceased,  whom  he  knew 
personally,  with  some  vermin-killer  in  December  last.  As- 
deceased  could  not  write,  she  made  a  cross  against  her  name 
in  the  poisons-register.  The  active  ingredient  of  the  prepara- 
tion in  question  was  strychnine. 

Kind  not  Stated. — John  Miller  died  in  the  Greenock  In- 
firmary from  the  effects  of  taking  a  poisonous  liniment. — At 
Dunbar,  John  Robertson,  described  as  manager  of  a  large 
commercial  undertaking  in  the  town,  drank  some  poison  in> 
mistake  for  a  tonic,  with  fatal  results.

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Medical  Gleanings. 

Red  Nose. 

Dr.  Arthur  J.  Mathison,  writing  to  the  "  British 
Medical  Journal,"  says  relief  is  obtained  in  most  cases  with 
a  bismuth,  soda,  and  gentian  mixture,  containing  in  each 
dose  2  minims  of  carbolic  acid,  administered  shortly  before 
Sood,  and  a  film  of  pasta  ichthyoresorcin,  made  after  Unna's 
formula,  applied  each  night  to  the  nose  and  surrounding 
flushed  area. 

Erysipelas  Treatment. 

Dr.  L.  C.  Davis,  in  the  "  Monthly  Cyclop,  and  Medical 
Bulletin,"  deals  with  the  external  treatment  of  erysipelas. 
He  has  treated  300  cases  with  the  following  application  : 
Carbolic  acid         ...       ...       ...    3  parts 

Spirit  of  camphor  ...       ...       ...    6  parts 

Alcohol    1  part 

The  carbolic  acid  is  intended  to  completely  penetrate  the 
skin  and  destroy  infection,  the  camphor  and  alcohol  are 
■stated  to  prevent  burning.  The  lotion  is  applied  by  means 
of  a  swab  of  cotton-wool  to  the  affected  part,  being  careful 
to  include  a  small  space  beyond.  In  slight  cases  once  a 
day  is  sufficient,  but  in  bad  cases  the  application  can  be 
repeated  two  or  three  times  a  day. 

Radio=active  Solutions. 

Mr.  A.  T.  Cameron,  in  his  book  "Radio  Chemistry," 
says,  in  regard  to  the  medical  application  of  radiations 
from  radio-active  elements,  that 

"  We  may  expect  a  development  of  the  employment  of  solu- 
tions of  the  emanation  in.  water  or  other  solvents,  internally 
or  by  subcutaneous  injections ;  this  is  by  far  the  most  effi- 
cacious means  of  utilising  the  radiations.  It  is  interesting  to 
recall  that  the  beneficency  of  radio-active  waters  is  quite 
possibly  due  to  the  activity ;  it  is  a  well-known  fact  that  we 
can  imitate  these  waters  chemically  without  producing  the 
same  effect,  so  that  there  may  be  a  possibility  of  very  dilute 
doses  of  the  radiations  acting  and  being  utilised  as  a  tonic." 

This  is  not  the  first  time  the  suggestion  has  been  thrown 
out,  but  little  appears  to  have  been  done  to  carry  it  into 
effect.  As  to  the  emanation  itself  we  observe  that  Lower  thai 
("Berl.  klin.  Woch.,"  February  14,  1910)  claims  that 
there  is  a  definite  reaction  in  rheumatic  processes  which 
may  or  may  not  be  connected  with  the  cure  of  the  con- 
dition. The  emanation  is  chiefly  absorbed  through  the 
respiratory  passages,  and  is  of  practical  value  in  the  treat- 
ment of  chronic  inflammatory  processes  and  residues  of  the 
same.    In  therapeutic  doses  it  is  harmless. 

Administering  Male  Fern. 

"The  Lancet"  suggests  that  in  cases  where  liquid 
extract  of  male  fern  cannot  be  administered  by  the  mouth 
owing  to  stomach  affections,  the  remedy  may  be  given  in 
■capsules  which  have  been  dipped  in  solution  of  formalde- 
hyde. This  has  the  effect  of  hardening  the  capsules,  so 
that  they  resist  the  action  of  the  gastric  juice.  Other 
■methods  are  to  coat  the  capsules  with  keratin  or  salol,  the 
latter  being  more  suitable  for  pills.  The  treatment  of 
tapeworm  is  thus  summarised  : 

Prepare  the  patient  by  dieting  ;  give  purgative  suitable 
for  removing  excess  of  mucus  at  bedtime,  and  if  necessary  at 
seven  o'clock  next  morning ;  let  a  dose  of  the  vermifuge  be 
taken  at  9  a.m.  ;  wash  away  the  remains  of  this  from  the  bowel, 
even  if  the  worm  has  passed,  by  castor  oil  at  11  A.M.,  and  look 
carefully  for  the  head  of  the  parasite  so  as  to  be  able  to  give 
a  certain  opinion  of  the  result  of  the  treatment.  Magnesium 
sulphate  with  tincture  of  jalap  is  recommended  as  a  more 
suitable  purgative  than  castor  oil  for  administration  before 
giving  the  vermifuge.  If  it  is  desired  to  administer  liquid 
extract  of  male  fern  as  an  emulsion,  the  following  formula 
gives  a  good  result : 

Extract,  filicis  liq   3j. 

Mucilag.  acacise    sj. 

Aq.  cinnam.  ad     ...       ...       ...  3i. 

Another  equally  good  preparation  may  be  made  by  using 
tincture  of  senega  as  the  emulsifying-agent.  Ten  minims  of 
the  tincture  are  made  up  to  1  drachm  with  water  or  cinnamon 
water  in  a  measure-glass,  and  1  drachm  of  liquid  extract  of 
male  fern  is  measured  on  the  top  of  the  mixture ;  the  whole 
is  then  poured  into  a  1-oz.  phial  and  well  shaken,  and  when 
properly  mixed  the  bottle  is  filled  with  the  water. 


Practical  Notes  and  Formulae. 


Leeches 

are  subject  to  epizootic  affections  which  cause  a  high  mor- 
tality when  leeches  are  kept  by  pharmacists.  M.  Camus, 
writing  to  the  "  Bulletin  de  Pharmacie  du  Sud-Est,"  states 
that  he  adds  200  grams  of  powdered  animal  charcoal  to  the 
leech-vase,  in  which  fifty  leeches  are  kept.  Ordinary  water 
is  employed,  and  a  piece  of  muslin  tied  over  the  top  of  the 
vessel.  M.  Camus  states  that  he  never  loses  any  leeches 
by  disease,  even  when  he  forgets  to  change  the  water  for 
three  months. 

Suppository  Bases. 

A  writer  in  "The  Hospital"  claims  that  while  cacao 
butter  is  a  very  satisfactory  suppository  base,  it  is  generally 
speaking  unsuitable  for  use  in  southern  latitudes.  It  is 
recommended  to  employ  cacao  butter  with  castor  oil  10  per 
cent,  and  white  wax  2^  per  cent.  It  is  incidentally  noted 
that  the  addition  of  ^jth  grain  of  adrenalin  to  a  30-grain 
suppository  increases  the  resistance  of  cacao  butter  to 
heat  and  prevents  the  suppository  from  melting  freely 
at  the  body  temperature. 

Nuclein  Injections 

are  being  recommended  in  the  treatment  of  general  pro- 
gressive paralysis.  The  formula  for  the  injection  employed 
by  Dr.  Donath  ("  Wiener  Klin.  Woch.")  is  as  follows  : 

Sodium  nucleinate, 

Sodium  chloride,  of  each   2  grams 

Distilled  water    a  sufficiency  to  make  100  c.c. 

This  quantity  is  injected  under  the  skin  once  or  twice. 
The  injections  are  given  at  intervals  of  five  to  seven  days, 
and  produce  an  elevation  of  temperature. 

Plaster-of-Paris  Bandages. 

According  to  Vogel,  plaster-of-Paris  bandages  can  be 
made  porous  by  mixing  with  the  plaster  substances  which 
disengage  carbonic-acid  gas  when  in  contact  with  water. 
To  5  parts  of  gypsum  Vogel  adds  1  part  of  the  following 
mixture  : 


Gum  acacia   

Starch   

Finely  powdered  chalk 
Aluminium  sulphate 


10  parts 
20  parts 
27  parts 
  60  parts

Skin  Sterilisation. 

Dr.  Von  Herff,  gynaecologist  of  the  Bale  Hospital  ("La 
Medication  Martiale")  employs  a  mixture  of  equal  parts 
of  alcohol  and  acetone  for  sterilising  the  skin  before 
surgical  incisions.  The  part  to  be  operated  upon  is  rubbed, 
without  previous  washing,  for  from  four  to  six  minutes 
with  a  flannel  saturated  with  the  above-mentioned  liquid. 
Excess  of  liquid  is  wiped  off,  and  the  skin  wiped  with 
the  following  varnish  : 
Benzoin, 

Damar  resin,  of  each  ...     10  grams 

Ether    sufficient  to  make  100  c.c. 

Thymol    0.50  gram 

After  the  incision  has  been  made  the  wound  is  wiped  dry 
and  then  wiped  with  the  varnish. 

Nail  Ointments. 

To  prevent  brittleness  of  the  finger-nails  one  of  the 
following  ointments  is  applied  at  bedtime  : 

1.  Oil  of  mastic   15  grams 

Sea:salt   ...     2  grams 

Resin, 

Alum,

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Optical  Observations.

A  Bracket  Trial  Frame 

to  be  thoroughly  useful  would  require  to  be  easily  adjust- 
able for  height,  etc.,  and  at  the  same  time  to  be  quite 
rigid  when  once  fixed  in  position.  It  would  also  be  neces- 
sary to  have  a  very  comfortable  means  of  resting  and 
fixing  the  customer's  head  in  position.  The  means 
adopted  in  the  keratometer,  where  the  forehead  rests 
against  a  fixed  bar,  is  a  great  improvement  on  the  usual 
chin-rest  provided  with  similar  instruments.  The  chin 
being  movable  in  respect  to  the  eyes  always  allows  a 
certain  amount  of  play.  At  the  same  time,  I  think  that 
if  this  position  is  to  be  used  for  testing,  the  way  in  which 
the  client  has  to  sit  will  involve  considerable  strain,  as 
much  longer  time  is  necessary  for  only  finding  the 
astigmatism. 

The  Anatomy  of  the  Eye. 

In  most  of  the  books  on  visual  optics  and  refraction 
work  written  specially  for  opticians,  the  anatomy  of  the 
eye  is  but  shortly  treated,  and  is  generally  comprised  in 
a  chapter  at  the  commencement  with  a  brief  mention  of 
the  principal  parts  of  the  eye  and  their  functions.  This 
may  be  quite  sufficient  for  the  understanding  of  the  re- 
maining part  of  the  text-book,  but  is  not  nearly  enough 
to  satisfy  the  examiners,  as  a  candidate  soon  finds  out  in 
the  examination-room.  I  remember,  when  attending 
lectures  on  visual  optics  some  years  ago,  nearly  the  whole 
of  the  first  half  of  the  course  was  devoted  to  the  anatomy 
and  physiology  of  the  eye,  and  dealt  with  the  minutest 
details  in  a  way  which  surprised  me  very  much  at  the 
time,  although  afterwards  I  discovered  the  wisdom  of  the 
course.  The  student  would  be  well  advised  to  get  a  good 
work  treating  with  this  part  of  the  subject  alone,  such  as 
Laurance's  "The  Eye,"  and  he  will  find  himself  well 
repaid  when  he  is  confronted  with  one  of  those  favourite 
examination  questions,  such  as  "  Give  a  full  account  of  the 
retina  and  its  component  parts." 

Using  Trial  Lenses. 

A  detail  of  the  routine  of  testing  which  is  frequently 
overlooked  is  the  manner  in  which  the  trial  lenses  are 
taken  out  and  put  into  the  frame  when  in  position  on  the 
customer's  face.  By  exercising  a  little  care,  with  practice 
this  can  be  done  quite  easily  and  simply,  with  a  good 
pattern  frame,  but  it  is  often  done  unfortunately  in  a 
careless  and  sometimes  even  rough  manner,  which  may 
cause  the  subject  considerable  inconvenience.  This  pro- 
duces on  the  customer  anything  but  a  favourable  impres- 
sion of  the  refractionist's  skill.  The  weight  of  the  trial 
frame  itself  becomes  very  tiring  if  in  position  for  any 
length  of  time,  and  probably  some  form  of  wall  bracket 
arrangement  would  be  much  better,  but  I  have  not  seen 
one  yet  which  fulfils  all  the  requirements.  The  price  of 
the  wall  bracket  frame  is  a  considerable  item  as  compared 
with  the  ordinary  pattern  in  use.  In  practice  I  find  it 
convenient  after  the  correction  is  arrived  at  to  remove 
the  heavy  adjustable  frame,  allow  the  customer  to  rest  for 
a  minute  or  so,  and  then  fit  up  the  correction  in  a  simple 
double-cell  frame  to  try  whether  it  is  comfortable  for 
binocular  vision. 

Reminders. 

After  testing  the  sight  of  a  little  girl  recently,  who 
had  simple  myopia  of  4d.,  as  is  my  practice  I  explained 
to  her  father,  who  had  brought  her,  that  some  of  the 
trouble  might  be  alleviated  by  paying  attention  to  such 
details  as  the  position  of  the  light  when  reading,  also 
stooping  over  books  or  work  and  so  on.  He  then  told  me 
that  her  previous  glasses  had  been  prescribed  by  a  medical 
man,  who  had  simply  written  a  prescription  for  the  lenses 
without  any  further  remark,  and  in  consequence  the  child 
had  been  going  on  in  the  usual  way,  which  certainly  had 
not  tended  to  improve  the  defect  and  had  very  probably 
helped  to  make  it  worse.  I  believe  in  giving  to  customers 
an  explanation  of  the  cause  of  the  trouble,  as  it  serves

Another 
similar  detail  which  the  customer  may  be  well  reminded  of 
is  not  to  alter  the  distance  between  the  lens  and  the  eye. 
This  alters  the  power  of  the  lens  according  to  the  distance 
moved  and  the  original  power  of  the  lens,  the  actual 

increase  being  given  by  the  formula   r'  =  K  +  -j- 

being  the  distance  moved  and  r  the  power  in  dioptres. 


Veterinary  Notes.

Stomach-staggers  in  Cattle. 

This  year  stomach-staggers  has  been,  and  is  at  present,, 
very  prevalent.  Chemists  in  agricultural  districts  should 
be  fully  prepared  to  deal  with  inquiries  about  the  trouble,, 
which  is  invariably  seen  after  the  grass  "  shoots,"  and  when, 
there  is  an  abundance  of  rye-graes,  in  very  hot  and  dry 
weather.  It  is  due  to  engorgement  and  retention  of  the- 
food  in  the  stomach,  thus  causing  irritation  of  the  pyloric 
half,  by  the  awns  being  so  hard,  dry,  and  sharp,  penetrating 
the  delicate  and  very  sensitive  mucous  membrane,  and) 
interfering  with  the  action  of  the  pneumogastric  nerve- 
(which  travels  to  the  brain),  causing  derangement  of  the 
spinal  centre ;  hence  th^  staggers.  A  very  efficacious  pre- 
ventive is  :

Apoplexy  and  Epilepsy  in  the  Dog. 

Many  glaring  mistakes  are  made  in  diagnosing  the  above- 
diseases  one  from  the  other,  but  by  careful  study  and  a 
close  observance  no  doubt  should  exist.  An  apoplectic 
seizure  or  shock  gives  no  warning  whatever,  the  animal, 
being  suddenly  struck  down  becomes  unconscious  and 
prostrate,  and  death  frequently  occurs  at  once.  In  epilepsy 
the  dog  is  convulsed,  involving  the  body,  face,  eyes,  jaws, 
etc.  The  fits  or  convulsions  occur  frequently,  and  during; 
distemper  they  may  follow  one  another  at  short  intervals 
of  a  few  minutes,  but  sometimes,  though  rarely,  several 
days  intervene  between  the  fits.  Their  duration  is  not 
long,  varying  from  a  few  seconds  to  several  minutes. 
Epilepsy  is  caused  by  external  and  internal  injuries,  dis- 
temper, worms,  excitement,  irritation  of  the  bowels  or 
alimentary  canal,  constipation,  spinal  and  brain  diseases, 
etc.  In  its  treatment  pour  cold  water  over  the  head,  give- 
inhalations  of  ammonia,  administer  volatile  stimulants,  and 
allow  plenty  of  pure  air.  Make  inquiries  as  to  the  cause, 
and  get  it  removed.  The  following  rules  should  be  laid 
down  for  observation  : 

(a)  Avoid  all  exciting  influences. 

(b)  Feed  on  light  and  easily  digested  food. 

(c)  Keep  bowels  in  a  regular  and  moderately  loose  con- 
dition. 

(d)  Satisfy  yourself  as  to  the  presence  of  worms,  and  treat 
for  same. 

(e)  Diuretics  and  potassium  bromide  to  be  given  daily 
until  such  time  as  danger  is  supposed  to  be  over. 

Apoplexy  is  a  loss  of  consciousness  of  the  voluntary  motion 
and  sensations  due  to  a  morbid  state  of  the  brain.  The 
muscles  of  the  face,  eyes,  and  jaws  are  not  usually  affected, 
as  in  epilepsy.  In  the  treatment  of  apoplexy  give  a  quick 
purge ;  ol.  croton.  is  best.  Seton  between  the  ears.  Resort, 
to  any  depletive  handiest  at  the  time.  Pure  air,  stimulants,, 
warm  baths,  and  enemas  of  glycerin,  olive  oil,  or  soap  and 
water  are  also  useful.  Careful  and  constant  nursing  and 
attendance  must  also  be  given  in  the  earlier  stages  of  the 
disease.

To  these 
prices  various  charges  have  to  be  added,  whereby  values  are  in  many  instances  greatly  augmented  before  wholesale  dealers  stock 
the  goods.  Qualities  of  chemicals,  drugs,  oils,  and  many  other  commodities  vary  greatly,  and  higher  prices  than  those  here 
quoted  are  obtained  for  selected  qualities  of  natural  products  even  in  bulk  quantities.  Retail  buyers  cannot,  therefore,  for  these 
and  other  reasons,  expect  to  purchase  at  these  prices.

ALTHOUGH  an  improved  condition  of  business  is  not 
looked  for  during  the  summer  season,  there  is  a  steady 
undercurrent  of  trading,  with  a  few  values  tending  in  favour 
of  sellers.

Cartagena  is  firm.  Menthol  is  again  higher,  and  Japanese 
peppermint  oil  is  firm.  Tonquin  musk  is  scarce,  and  fine 
pod  has  advanced.  Tonka  beans  have  been  dealt  in  at  a 
further  advance,  with  arrivals  of  new  crop  rapidly  absorbed 
in  New  York  by  the  Tobacco  Trust.  Ergot  remains  firm 
and  in  short  supply.  Castor  oil  is  dearer,  and  star  aniseed 
oil  is  firmer.  Soudan  acacia  is  steady,  and  olibanum  scarce. 
Quillaia  is  easier.  Vanilla  was  steady  at  auction,  and  at 
the  small  cinchona  auction  the  unit  was  unchanged.  Quinine 
is  flat.  Shellac  and  turpentine  show  a  considerable  advance  ;

Liverpool,  net;  and  Italian  green 
olive-oil  soap,  21s.  for  56  to  58  per  cent.,  on  rails,  Liverpool.

Continental  Drug  and  Chemical  Markets.

For  spot 
(Hamburg)  m.2.90  per  kilo,  has  been  paid,  and  later  delivery 
is  m.2.95.  Spain,  on  the  other  hand,  appears  to  have  a  good 
yield,  and  prices  from  that  quarter  are  cheaper  at  m.3.

Glycerin. — The  changed  situation  due  to  the  withdrawal 
of  some  manufacturers  from  the  Convention  on  July  1  has 
brought  somewhat  lower  quotations  for  wholesale  transac- 
tions ;  the  precipitate  fall  in  prices  which  was  anticipated 
in  some  quarters  was,  however,  obviated  by  the  fact  that  the 
price  of  crude  glycerin  was  raised  by  15f.  during  June,  and 
a  greater  scarcity  is  noticeable,  which  is  expected  to  bring 
about  higher  prices  also  in  refined  towards  the  latter  part 
of  the  year.

The  spot 
supply  is  practically  in  the  hands  of  one  holder. 

Oil,  Bergamot,  is  quiet ;  finest  quality  offering  at 
15s.  6c7. ,  and  commercial  down  to  12s.  6c?. 

Oil,  Cassia. — Retail  sales  of  80  to  85  per  cent.  c.a.  have 
been  made  at  3s.  9c?.,  and  70  to  75  per  cent,  at  3s.  5c?.  ; 
while  to  arrive  an  advance  of  2c?.  has  taken  place  from 
the  lowest  point,  values  of  80  to  85  per  cent,  being  3s.  2fc?., 
75  to  80  per  cent.  3s.  0^c?.,  and  70  to  75  per  cent.  2s.  10^7. 
per  lb.  c.i.f. 

Oil,  Castor. — Dearer.  Hull  make  of  first  pressing  is 
now  quoted  at  317.  per  ton  in  barrels  for  prompt  to 
December,  delivered  free  on  wharf  London,  and  "  cold- 
drawn  pharmaceutical "  is  347.  10s.  in  barrels,  and  4T'g-c?. 
per  lb.  in  tins  and  cases.  Belgian  firsts  is  307.  15s.  for 
prompt,  ex  wharf  London. . 

Oil,  Cod-liver. — As  is  usual  at  this  season  of  the  year, 
only  a  retail  business  is  being  done  at  unaltered  rates  ;  the 
quotation  for  finest  non-congealing  Lofoten  oil  is  99s.  to 
100s.  per  barrel  c.i.f.  terms.  The  exports  from  Bergen 
amount  to  5,300  barrels,  against  6,900  barrels  at  the  same 
date  last  year. 

Oil,  Eucalyptus. — The  demand  has  improved,  and 
prices  are  unaltered  at  between  Is.  and  Is  lc?.  per  lb. 
Some  look  for  an  advance  in  the  autumn,  as  stocks  have 
been  gradually  reduced. 

Oil,  Lemon. — Rather  more  interest  has  been  displayed 
in  primary  markets  at  the  unaltered  rates  of  3s  4c7.  to  3s.  6c?. 
per  lb.,  and  for  next  year's  delivery  3s.  is  quoted. 

Oil,  Lime. — West  Indian  distilled  is  quiet  with  retail 
sales  at  from  Is.  5c7.  to  Is.  6d.  per  lb.  ;  21  packages  have 
arrived  from  Dominica. 
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Oil,  Peppermint. — Japanese  is  firm,  with  sales  of  Koba- 
yashi  at  5s.  6d.,  and  Suzuki  at  5s.  5c7.  spot,  the  arrival  value 
being  dearer  at  5s.  7^d.  e.i.f.  for  the  premier  brand. 
American  tin  oil  is  unaltered  at  7s.  Qd.,  at  which  retail  sales 
have  been  made;  and  H.G.H.  is  10s.  4^d.  to  10s.  6d.  For 
genuine  Mitcham  oil  31s.  per  lb.  is  quoted. 

Oils,  Fixed. — Linseed  is  dearer,  closing  firm  at  37s.  to 
.37s.  Zd.  Soya  is  about  6d.  higher  at  29s.  to  29s.  6d.  for 
.naked  on  the  spot.  Rape  is  steady  and  unaltered  at  25s.  6d. 
■spot  for  ordinary  brown  crude,  at  27s.  6d.  for  English 
.refined,  24s.  9d.  for  Jamba,  and  24s.  6d.  for  Ravison. 
^Cottonseed  is  firm  at  32s.  for  crude,  29s.  6d.  for  ordinary 
pale  refined,  and  36s.  for  sweet  refined.  Cochin  Coconut 
is  firm  at  from  48s.  to  50s.  and  Ceylon  is  42s.,  both  spot. 
Petroleum  is  quiet  at  from  5Jc/.  to  6^d.  for  ordinary  refined 
American,  6|c/.  to  7gcZ.  for  water  white,  and  5§d.  to  5§c2.  per 
gallon  for  Kussian.  Turpentine  has  advanced  about  3s. 
per  cwt.  on  the  week,  American  closing  at  50s.  6d.  on  the 
spot. 

Olibanum. — Good  drop  continues  scarce  and  wanted ; 
fair  siftings  have  been  sold  up  to  22s.  per  cwt. 

Opium. — The  reduction  in  prices  has  led  to  a  good 
American  business,  sales  of  200  cases  being  reported  by 
■cable  from  Smyrna  at  9s.  c.i.f.  for  11  per  cent,  gum ;  but 
at  the  close  the  market  is  slightly  firmer  at  9s.  3d.  for  this 
test.  Persian  is  nominal ;  but  in  the  Hong  Kong  market 
■the  high  figure  of  22s.  6d.  is  said  to  have  been  paid. 

Writing  on  July  8,  a  Smyrna  correspondent  reports  a  very 
active  week,  with  buyers  for  England,  U.S.A.,  and  the 
Continent.  As  sellers  are  in  full  swing  replenishing  stocks  by 
new  crop,  it  is  not  to  their  interests  to  encourage  the  market 
rfco  advance,  but  we  are  afraid,  after  the  collecting  period  is 
■over,  they  will  do  all  they  can  to  advance  rates.  The  weather 
■continues  dry  in  the  highlands,  but  this  week  we  have  had 
^several  showers  of  rain  in  the  lower  regions  of  Anatolia. 

Reviewing  the  month  of  June,  a  Smyrna  circular  states  : 
"  The  movement  consisted  in  the  purchase  of  100  cases  new 
•extra  Karahissar  new  crop  for  July  and  August  delivery  at 
lis.  3d.  to  lis.  6cZ.,  and  71  cases  new  crop  current  t.q.  prompt 
■delivery  at  10s.  bd.  to  lis.  The  rains,  which  continued  during 
the  first  half  of  June,  unfortunately  caused  some  damage  to 
tthe  crop  in  the  lower  districts ;  therefore  the  outturn  will  bo 
less  than  what  was  originally  expected,  and  it  is  now  reckoned 
that  we  shall  have  an  outturn  of  9,500  cases,  provided  the 
harvesting  in  the  upper  districts  is  carried  out  under  favour- 
able weather-conditions.  The  arrivals  are  224  cases,  against 
141  at  same  date  last  year,  and  in  Constantinople  17,  against 
24.  The  stock  is  about  240  cases,  against  1,089  even  date  last 
year."  A  Smyrna  advice  of  July  9,  in  reporting  an  active 
week,  states  that  124  changed  hands,  as  follows  :  51  cases  new 
extra  Karahissar  t.q.  at  the  equivalent  of  lis.  3cZ.,  21  cases 
■ditto  at  10s.  9c7.,  48  cases  ditto  at  10s.  Ad.  to  10s.  7c/.,  and  four 
■cases  Adette  at  10s.  2d.  Had  it  not  been  that  the  demand 
■continued  there  would  have  been  a  further  decline,  but  as  it 
is  the  tendency  is  towards  lower  rates.  Opium  giving  a 
high  percentage  of  morphine  will  be  abundant  this  season. 

A  Smyrna  correspondent  writes  on  July  9  that  sales  of 
the  week  amount  to  120  cases  at  former  prices — viz.,  from 
'88  to  90  piastres  for  9^  to  10  per  cent,  morphine,  and  95  to 
98  piastres  for  10j  to  11  per  cent:  Should  the  weather  con- 
tinue favourable,  the  damage  sustained  at  the  beginning  of 
the  season  will  be  completely  made  up.  The  demand  being 
general,  the  fact  that  important  business  does  not  take  place 
is  merely  attributable  to  the  absence  of  sufficient  spot  goods. 
Good  qualities  have  begun  to  arrive  this  week,  and  are  imme- 
diately sold,  which  permits  us  to  hope  that  the  danger  of  a 
fresh  fall  in  prices  is  averted  for  the  moment.  We  believe 
that  the  slightest  cessation  in  demand  will  suffice  to  lower 
prices,  as  the  yield  being  well  above  10,000  cases,  prices  are 
likely  to  fall  when  the  total  figure  is  fully  realised.  Arrivals 
■are  422  cases,  against  249  last  year  at  the  same  date. 

Writing  on  July  14,  a  Smyrna  correspondent  states  that 
since  Monday  last  a  number  of  foreign  buyers,  supposed  to 
he  English  and  American,  have  acquired  about  100  cases  at 
'96  to  87  piastres,  which,  with  the  usual  allowance  of  3  per 
-cent.,  is  equal  to  lis.  for  the  former  with  11?  per  cent, 
morphine  content,  and  10s.  for  the  latter  with  10.75  per  cent, 
morphine.  Arrivals  both  in  Constantinople  and  Salonica 
are  numerous,  and  holders  hasten  to  realise  as  quickly  as 
possible.  European  markets  are  characterised  by  reserve, 
and  are  only  buying  as  required.  The  general  opinion  is 
that  opium  will  fall  again  to  about  80  piastres  (or  9s.)  for 
Hi  per  cent,  morphine.  It  is  pretty  certain  that  the  yield 
-will  reach  some  9,000  cases. 

Otto  of  Rose. — The  bulk  of  the  London  agents  are  as 
yet  without  prices  at  which  they  are  able  to  sell  new  otto, 


so  that  business  has  not  yet  commenced;  27s.  per  T.oz. 
is  looked  upon  as  the  opening  price  for  finest  quality. 

Pepper  (Black). — At  auction  small  sales  of  Ceylon  were 
made  at  3§c/.  for  fair,  Alleppy  being  bought  in  at  4c7. 
Privately  fair  Singapore  is  quoted  4^^.  spot,  with  little 
doing  for  arrival,  closing  sellers  of  August-October  ship- 
ment at  3§c/.  c.i.f. 

Pepper  (White). — At  auction  fine  Singapore  in  cases 
was  bought  in  at  Q-^d.,  good  bold  at  8^d.,  and  good  Muntok 
at  7§rf.  Privately  the  market  is  dull,  with  spot  sellers  of 
Singapore  at  6§c/.,  and  6§ci.  c.i.f.  paid  for  July-August 
shipment. 

Pimento. — At  auction  58  bags  offered  and  partly  sold  at 
2£c7.  to  2§c/.  ;  privately  20s.  9c?.  c.i.f.  is  quoted. 

Quillaia  is  easier,  with  sales  on  the  spot  at  227.  per  ton. 

Quinine. — At  the  auction  held  by  the  Amsterdam 
Quinine  Works  on  July  15,  1,417^  kilos.  Ed.  II.  were 
offered,  and  141|  kilos,  sold  at  fl.  10.20  per  kilo.,  against 
ft.  10.22  per  kilo,  at  the  previous  auction. 

Rhubarb. — Sales  of  fair  rough  round  High-dried  have 
been  made  at  6^c7.  per  lb.,  and  to  arrive  business  has  been 
done  in  flat  High-dried  at  lOcZ.  and  rough  round  at  5§c7. 
per  lb.  c.i.f.  terms. 

The  exports  from  Chungking  during  1909  amounted  to 
14,670  picals  or  17,464  cwt.,  against  12,269  piculs  or 
14,606  cwt.  in  1908 ;  average  for  five  years  1904-08,  12,293  piculs 
or  14,634  cwt.  The  1909  figures  show  an  increase  of  2,858  cwt. 
Native  dealers  (says  the  British  Consul  at  Chungking) 
bought  the  drug  somewhat  freely  in  the  expectation  that 
the  1908  prices  would  be  maintained,  but  in  this  were  dis- 
appointed. There  was  but  little  demand  from  home,  and 
large  losses  were  reported. 

Sarsaparilla. — The  exports  from  Honduras  from  July 
1908  to  July  1909  were  valued  at  3,9537.,  against  4,6397.  for 
the  corresponding  period  of  1907-8 ;  average  during  the 
five  years  1903-08,  3,5867.  The  arrivals  in  London  include 
14  bales  of  Lima  and  a  few  native- Jamaica. 

Senega. — A  sudden  and  rapid  change  for  the  better  took 
place  towards  the  latter  end  of  the  week  owing  to  reports 
of  considerable  damage  having  been  done  by  forest  fires 
in  Winnipeg — an  important  section  of  the  senega-digging 
area.  A  fair  business  has  been  done  at  prices  rising  from 
Is.  llcZ.  to  2s.  Id.  per  lb.  c.i.f.  for  forward  shipment, 
and  on  the  spot  up  to  2s.  has  been  paid,  but  most  holders 
now  require  2s.  2d.  to  2s.  3d.,  only  a  limited  quantity 
being  available  at  the  lowest  figure.  The  major  portion 
of  the  .business  was  done  last  Thursday  and  Friday  at 
between  Is.  8c7.  and  Is.  8|c7.  c.i.f. 

The  extent  of  these  forest  fires  is  not  known,  but,  according  to  a 
Winnipeg  report  of  July  8,  fires  covering  hundreds  of  miles  were 
still  raging  around  the  head  of  the  lakes  and  in  the  Rainy  River 
district  of  Canada  and  in  many  sections  of  northern  Wisconsin  and 
Michigan  on  the  other  side  of  the  line.  The  total  damage  will  run 
into  millions  of  dollars.  Government  and  railway  fire  rangers  are 
doing  their  utmost  to  check  the  progress  of  the  flames,  and  hundreds 
of  men  have  been  hired  by  them  to  assist  in  the  work.  Back  firing, 
path-cleaning,  and  every  other  device  of  the  fire-fighters  are  being 
employed,  but  so  far  the  result  has  been  unsatisfactory,  and  the 
flames  are  still  devastating  the  forests.  Settlers,  farmers,  and 
rangers  alike  are  daily  forced  to  flee  for  their  lives,  and  scores  of 
settlers'  houses  have  been  destroyed  in  New  Ontario. 

Shellac  is  much  dearer,  the  spot  price  of  standard  TN 
showing  an  advance  of  7s.  to  8s.  per  cwt.  on  the  week, 
closing  at  88s.  for  fair  free,  at  which  sales  have  been  made ; 
for  June-August  shipment  TN  has  changed  hands  at  85s.  to 
85s.  6c/.  c.i.f.,  and  July-August  at  86s.  Futures  are  dearer 
with  a  considerable  business,  the  sales  including  August 
delivery  at  86s.  6c7.  to  90s.,  October  87s.  6d.  to  91s.,  and 
December  at  88s.  6c7.  to  93s. 

Soda  Nitrate  is  firmer  at  9s.  lO^cZ.  per  cwt.  for  refined 
and  9s.  A^d.  for  ordinary.  Liverpool  is  9s.  Zd.  and  9s.  6c7. 
respectively. 

Tonka  Beans. — Business  has  been  done  in  Angostura  at 
13s.  6cZ.  per  lb.  on  the  spot,  and  for  Para  8s.  is  asked  for 
a  limited  quantity ;  on  the  other  side  17s.  6c7.  is  asked  for 
new  crop.  The  first  arrivals  in  New  York  (6,000  lb.)  were 
immediately  taken  up  by  the  American  Tobacco  Co., 
which  is  apparently  able  to  absorb  all  on  offer. 

Turmeric— Sales  of  whole  Madras  bulbs  have  been 
made  at  20s.  and  Cochin  split  at  13s.  per  cwt. 

Vanilla.— At  auction  160  tins  were  catalogued  and 
partly  sold  at  steady  rates.    Ten  tins  Seychelles  sold  at  14s. 
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ior  good  6£  to  7^  in.,  and  9s.  9d.  to  10s.  for  common  split 
3  to  6  in.  ;  36  tins  Ceylon  sold  at  14.s.  6d.  for  fair  to  good 
7  to  8  in.,  13s.  6d.  for  6£  to  7  in.,  12s.  6d.  to  13s.  for  6  to 
63  in.,  lis.  to  13s.  for  3^  to  6  in.,  and  8s.  9rf.  to  lis.  for 
common  3  to  7  in. 

Wax,  Japan,  is  held  for  43s.  spot,  and  the  c.i.f.  price 
has  also  advanced  to  43s. 

Bourbon  Vanilla. 

Judging  by  figures  givsn  in  the  annual  report  of  the  British 
Consul  at  Reunion,  the  over-production  of  vanilla  in  that  island 
has  ceased.  The  output  during  the  last  four  years  has  been : 
1906-7,  35.588  kilos.  ;  1907-8,  48,865  kilos.  ;  1908-9,  70,000  kilos. ; 
and  1909-10,  39,500  kilos.  Prices  rose  considerably,  the  best 
quality  realising  an  average  of  37f.  (29s.  6d.)  per  kilo.,  against 
an  average  of  18s.  in  the  previous  year,  the  other  qualities 
advancing  in  proportion.  It  would  therefore  appear  (says  the 
Consul)  that  not  only  in  Reunion,  but  in  other  vanilla-grow- 
ing countries,  the  production  has  been  purposely  limited 
during  the  year. 

Mozambique  Beeswax. 

The  British  Consul  at  Lourenco  Marques,  in  his  annual 
report  for  1909,  states  that  the  collection  of  beesw.ax  is 
entirely  in  the  hands  of  the  natives,  who  place  hollow, 
cylindrical  hives  of  bark  in  the  trees  for  the  deposit  of  the 
combs.  On  a  journey  which  he  made  in  August  1909,  he  saw 
many  of  these  hives  in  the  extensive  Shupanga  forests  of  the 
Zambesi,  but  often  placed  in  unfavourable  positions,  a  fact 
rendered  the  more  evident  by  the  discovery  by  his  followers 
of  wild  bees'  nests  in  close  proximity,  whilst  the  hives  were 
in  many  cases  wholly  neglected.  The  exports  in  1908  were 
9,640  lb.  (to  the  Netherlands) ;  1907,  8,329  lb.  ;  and  1906, 
5,759  lb.  From  .Mozambique  the  exports  in  1909  were  240  tons ; 
1908,  662  tons;  and  1907,  6  tons.  Last  year  Germany  took 
50  per  cent.,  and  the  United  Kingdom  and  possessions  50  per 
cent.  The  port  of  Quilimane  shipped  four  tons  (422?.)  in  1909, 
five  tons  (500?.)  in  1907,  and  four  tons  (410/.)  in  1906. 

German  Potash. 

A  memorial  relating  to  the  capital  invested  in  the  German 
potash-industry  has  been  placed  before  the  German  Parlia- 
mentary Commission  which  recently  dealt  with  the  Potash- 
industry  Bill.  The  document  gives  a  survey  of  the  syndi- 
cated works,  the  non-syndicated  works,  and  the  boring  com- 
panies for  the  years  1905  to  1908.  It  appears  that  on  this 
basis  the  total  capital  invested  amounted  to  18,800,000/.  in 
1905,  22,600,000/.  in  1906,  24,200,000/.  in  1907,  and  26,800,000/. 
in  1908.  In  1905  the  average  yield  of  twenty-six  potash-works 
reached  8.68  per  cent.,  while  the  rate  was  7.91  per  cent,  in  the 
case  of  twenty-eight  works  in  1906,  6.05  per  cent,  with  thirty- 
two  works  in  1907,  and  4.55  per  cent,  with  forty-five  works  in 
1908.  Although  these  yields  are  apparently  of  moderate 
extent,  it  is  considered  that  the  price-policy  of  the  syndicate 
has  led  to  excessive  investment  of  capital  in  the  potash- 
industry,  and  that  the  work  done  by  the  companies  could  be 
accomplished  with  one-third  of  the  present  capital. 

"  Resinite." 

The  U.S.A.  Bureau  of  Manufactures  has  received  from 
the  American  Consul  at  Chemnitz  an  account  of  a  new  sub- 
stance invented  in  Germany  for  replacing  celluloid,  ivory, 
etc.  It  is  said  that  various  industries  in  Germany  have  found 
a  nuniber  of  applications  for  the  product,  which  is  called 
"  resinite."  It  is  produced  in  a  variety  of  modifications  by 
the  action  of  formaldehyde  and  carbolic  acid  in  connection 
with  certain  metallic  salts.  In  one  form  it  has  the  appear- 
ance of  ordinary  resin,  but  in  another  form  it  can  be  poured 
as  a  liquid  into  moulds.  After  coagulation  it  is  transparent, 
with  a  ruby  tint,  infusible  and  unaffected  by  ordinary  chemi- 
cal reagents.  It  is  well  adapted  for  making  ornaments,  such  as 
hatpin-heads,  imitation  jewellery,  etc.,  and  for  most  purposes 
where  enamel  or  enamel  varnish  is  employed.  A  third  modi- 
fication is  liquid,  but  upon  the  addition  of  a  mineral  acid  it 
solidifies  in  a  few  minutes  to  an  elastic,  homogeneous  sub- 
stance, which  can  easily  be  cut,  turned,  polished,  etc.  In 
this  form  "  resinite,"  it  is  said,  will  be  able  to  replace  for  a 
multitude  of  purposes  horn,  celluloid,  vegetable  ivory,  and 
similar  substances.    It  is  non-combustible. 

Seychelles  Essential  Oils. 

The  current  issue  of  the  Imperial  Institute  Bulletin  contains 
extended  reference  to  recent  developments  in  Seychelles 
economic  products,  including  essential  oils.  A  still  of 
1,000  litres  capacity  was  started  in  West  Mahe,  and  two 
more  of  like  size  are  to  be  erected  this  year.  The  climate  of 
Seychelles  appears  to  be  well  suited  to  the  cultivation  of 
plants  yielding  leaves  used  for  distillation  ;  thus  the  clove- 
tree  only  fruits  in  the  islands  once  in  three  or  four  years, 


but  it  produces  an  abundance  of  leaves,  which  may  be  usedl 
for  the  distillation  of  clove-leaf  oil.  Similarly  lemon-grass 
in  Seychelles  gives  twice  as  much  oil  as  in  Reunion,  and  the- 
"  ylang-ylang  "  tree  flowers  within  a  year  after  planting,  as 
against  three  years  required  in  less  humid  climates.  It  has- 
been  found  more  profitable  to  export  cinnamon-bark  as  such 
than  to  distil  oil  from  it  in  the  Seychelles,  but  this  may  not 
be  the  case  when  the  wild  plants  now  used  as  a  source  of 
bark  become  exhausted  and  recourse  must  be  had  to  cultiva- 
tion. At  present  most  of  the  Seychelles  cinnamon-bark  har- 
vested is  taken  from  the  stems  of  large  wild  trees,  and  fetches 
the  low  prices  of  Id.  to  l^d.  or  2d.  per  lb.  Attempts  have 
been  made  to  produce  "quills"  of  bark,  after  the  plan 
adopted  in  Ceylon,  and  these  have  been  sold  in  London  at 
4c7.  to  bd.  per  lb.  Cinnamon-leaf  oil  from  the  Seychelles 
examined  at  the  Imperial  Institute  proved  to  be  of  fair 
quality  and  worth  about  2d.  per  oz.,  but  this  price  appears 
to  be  unremunerative  to  the  distillers.  Clove-leaf  oil,  on  the 
other  hand,  of  which  a  yield  of  1  per  cent,  is  obtained  in 
practice,  is  likely  to  pay  better;  the  quality  examined  at 
the  Imperial  Institute  proved  to  be  very  good.  The  clove- 
tree  grows  well  in  the  red  "laterite"  soil  of  the  Seychelles. 
Vetivert  grass  is  recommended  for  cultivation  on  a  large- 
scale,  and  experiments  are  being  made  in  the  distillation 
of  oil  from  the  roots. 

Otto  of  Rose. 

Our  Bulgarian  correspondent  writes  on  July  10  that  "  the 
reports  reaching  us  this  week  from  different  sources  bespeak 
an  unsettled  condition  in  the  Bulgarian  market.  While 
all  affirm  that  this  year's  rose-output  of  good  and  bad  otto  is 
from  120,000  to  140,000  oz.,  the  prices  that  certain  jobbers  and 
dealers  are  trying  hard  to  establish  are  altogether  too  high. 
At  first  the  prices  were  fixed  in  the  counties  of  Stara-Zagora, 
Nova-Zagora,  and  Tchirpan  at  the  rate  of  21s.,  22s.,  and  23s. 
per  oz  These  were  both  reasonable  and  moderate,  con- 
sidering this  year's  rose-flower  prices  and  the  average  yield. 
No  sooner,  however,  were  these  prices  established  in  the  said, 
counties  than  speculators  started  to  advance  the  prices  to- 
26s.,  28s.,  and  even  to  30s.  per  oz.  All  these  abnormal  prices- 
are  simply  for  the  purpose  of  creating  a  panic  abroad  and  to 
force  consumers  to  place  their  contracts  at  once,  regardless  of 
quality.  Nowadays,  when  so  many  perfected  brands  of 
synthetic  otto  of  rose  are  offered  for  sale  at  prices  ranging 
from  36s.  to  48s.  per  lb.,  all  attempts  to  force  such  famine- 
prices  on  consumers  will  simply  be  suicidal.  They  will  only 
compel  the  consumers  of  Bulgarian  otto,  one  after  another,  to- 
discard  the  use  of  the  natural  otto  and  to  replace  it  by  syn- 
thetic products." — Mr.  Ch.  Christoff,  of  Kazanlik,  has  issued 
a  circular  giving  the  output  of  new  otto  in  148  villages  in. 
the  departments  of  Stara-Zagora  and  Philippopoli.  These- 
villages  are  divided  into  eight  cantons,  and  he  estimates  the 
total  production  (in  kilos.)  of  each  canton  as  follows  :  Kazan- 
lik. 993;  Nova-Zagora,  113:  Stara-Zagora,  138;  Tchirpan, 
133.500;  Philippopoli,  236.500;  Pechtera,  54;  Panagurichte, 
10.500  ;  Karlovo,  886.500,  making  a  total  of  2.560  kilos. 

American  Pepper.nint  Oil. 

A  London  firm  of  importers  has  received  the  following  re- 
port from  their  agent  in  Michigan  in  regard  to  peppermint 
oil  :  "  The  weather  during  the  past  month  (June)  has  been 
very  hot,  with  no  rain  whatever,  and  while  it  is  more  favour- 
able to  good  peppermint  growth  than  during  the  preceding, 
period,  much  of  the  territory  devoted  to  peppermint  is  in 
a  serious  condition.  Much  of  the  injury  is  attributed  to  the 
unfavourable  dry  season  and  to  the  presence  of  cut  worms 
and  other  insects.  The  ravages  of  these  pests  left  the  plants 
in  a  greatly  weakened  condition,  and  in  many  sections  they 
have  been  unable  to  withstand  the  severe  drought  we  are- 
now  having.  While  there  are  no  indications  of  a  change 
in  the  weather,  there  is  a  probability  that  one  will  occur,, 
and  to  some  extent  brighten  the  present  outlook.  We  are 
not  predicting  a  short  crop  and  a  rise  in  prices,  but  as  the- 
production  is  still  very  uncertain  we  greatly  prefer  not  to- 
sell  for  forward  delivery.  Quoting  for  future,  however,  we 
must  base  our  quotations  on  what  we  feel  sure  the  oil  could 
be  replaced  at,  and  this  alone  has  determined  our  price 
(8s.  2d.).  Throughout  the  district  the  fields  are  in  such  vary- 
ing stages  of  development  that  it  is  impossible  to  form  any 
accurate  idea  of  yield,  but  arriving  at  a  fair  average  we- 
should  estimate  that  the  total  production  will  be  approxi- 
mately the  same  as  last  year.  We  do  not  see  how  it  can 
be  more,  and  it  will  be  less  with  continued  unfavourable 
weather.  No  business  to  our  knowledge  has  been  done  for 
future  delivery,  and  it  is  impossible  to  buy  any  quantity  of 
oil  from  the  farmer  to  be  delivered  after  the  harvest.  Stocks 
of  old  oil  are  reduced  about  40,000  lb.  below  last  year,  and 
with  a  crop  the  size  of  last  year's  production  and  equally  good 
business,  we  will  not  be  at  all  surprised  if  there  is  not  an 
advance."

[The  card  advances  the  following  reasons  for  exemption  : 

1.  Under  the  1825  Act,  the  privilege  is  already  extended 
to  pharmaceutical  chemists,  the  holders  of  the  higher  quali- 
fication in  pharmacy,  and,  since  there  is  now  a  register 

-  of  "  chemists  and  druggists,"  and  their  responsibilities 
before  the  law  are  the  same  as  those  of  pharmaceutical 
chemists,  their  exemption  is  fulfilling  the  intention  of  the 
Act  of  1825.  ■ 

2.  Chemists  and  druggists  are  compelled  by  law  personally 
to  supervise  the  tale  of  poisons  (in  medicines  dispensed  or 
otherwise),  or  employ  only  qualified  assistants  for  the  pur- 
pose, so  that  the  qualified  proprietor  or  the  qualified 
assistant  in  his  capacity  as  manager  cannot  be  absent  from 
business  without  a  breach  of  the  law.]

Sir, — I  think  a  combined  body  of  chemists,  providing 
they  have  been  fully  in  practice  as  dentists  for  a  period 
of  five  years  or  more  as  stipulated  by  the  proposed  new  Bill, 
should  have  no  difficulty  in  securing  "their  legal  right 
to  registration,"  inasmuch  as  some  10  per  cent,  of  the 
dentists  now  registered  are  or  were  qualified  as  chemists. 
Surely  this  is  a  legal  "  precedent  in  favour  of,"  rather 
than  against,  registration  of  present  unregistered  prac- 
titioners. I  would  point  out  also  that  upon  registra- 
tion, many  of  us  would  be  first  among  those  to  obtain 
the  L.D.S.  degree,  the  intermediate  subjects  being 
chemistry,  physics,  and  also,  just  added,  dental  materia 
medica.  These  subjects  we  all  have  already  taken,  in 
a  much  further  stage  than  are  required  for  dentistry. 
The  stumbling-block  to  many  of  us  has  been  the  Prelimi- 
nary examination,  which  we  are  too  old  to  take  up.  What 
is  your  opinion  as  to  that  precedent.

The  Sale  of  Medicinal  Spirits. 

Sir, — For  a  great  number  of  years  several  preparations — 
for  example,  Ricqles'  Essence  of  Peppermint  and  Boyer's 
Eau  des  Carmes — were  sold  almost  exclusively  by  chemists. 
These  preparations  have  always  been  regarded  by  the  public 
as  medicines  and  used  as  such.  When  in  1906  the  Revenue 
authorities  classed  these  articles  as  foreign  liqueurs,  the 
effect  was  to  take  the  sale  of  them  out  of  the  hands  of 
chemists  who  did  not  hold  a  retailer's  spirit-licence.  Now, 
the  restriction  of  size  under  the  retailers'  new  off-licence, 
unless  modified,  will  absolutely  forbid  their  sale  under  any 
conditions  which  are  reasonably  possible  to  fulfil,  and 
consequently  will  deprive  the  public  of  what  it  has  always 
regarded  as  legitimate  and  harmless  family  medicines.  As 
this  view  is  one  which  has  probably  not  been  considered, 
we  have  addressed  a  letter,  of  which  we  enclose  a  copy, 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Customs  and  Excise,  and 
if  we  may  enlist  the  influential  support  of  your  columns 
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we  feel  sure  the  help  will  be  appreciated  by  a  large  number 
of  your  readers.

[In  their  letter  to  the  Board,  Messrs.  Wilcox,  Jozeau  & 
Co.  say  : 

"  The  restriction  in  the  size  of  foreign  liqueurs  under  the 
new  retailer's  '  off  '  licence  has  affected  a  class  of  prepara- 
tions of  which  Ricqles'  essence  of  peppermint  and  Boyer's 
Eau  de  Melisse  des  Carmes  may  be  taken  as  types.  These 
two  articles  are  essentially  medicinal  preparations,  and  until 
1906  were  sold  as  stamped  dutiable  medicines  almost  exclu- 
sively by  chemists  and  druggists  and  in  the  drug  depart- 
ments of  the  stores.  The  preparations  are  regarded  by  the 
public  as  being  purely  medicinal  in  character. 

"  Ricqles'  essence  of  peppermint  is  used  exclusively  in 
quantities  of  15  to  30  drops  at  a  time,  largely  diluted  with 
water,  as  a  dentifrice  for  rinsing  the  mouth,  and  diluted 
with  somewhat  less  water  as  a  remedy  for  flatulence  and 
other  symptoms  of  indigestion.  It  could  not  under  any 
circumstances  be  consumed  as  a  liqueur.  The  sizes  in  de- 
mand hold  2  fl.  oz  (Is.  9cZ.)  and  4  fl.  oz.  (2s.  6<Z.). 

"  Boyer's  Eau  de  Melisse  des  Carmes  is  one  of  the  oldest 
French  medicines  in  existence.  It  is  a  household  remedy  in 
all  French  families  for  indigestion  and  other  slight  ailments. 
It  is  taken  in  doses  of  half  to  one  teaspoonful  purely  as  a 
medicine.    The  size  in  demand  holds  I4  fl.  oz.,  price  Is. 

"  Since  1906,  as  stated,  these  preparations  have  been  sold 
by  us  and  others  under  the  wholesaler's  and  retailer's  '  off  ' 
licences,  in  bottles  of  the  capacities  mentioned,  but  now  we 
learn  that  under  the  Finance  (1909-10)  Act  provisions 
applicable  to  retailers'  '  off  '  licences  we  may  not  sell  in 
<iny  quantity  less  than  1  reputed-quart  bottle.  We  would 
respectfully  suggest  that  it  was  the  intention  of  the  framers 
of  the  Act  to  apply  this  condition  to  whisky,  gin,  and  similar 
liquors,  and  not  to  those  medicinal  spirits  which  have  for 
many  years  been  known  to  be  sold  in  smaller  bottles.  The 
purpose  of  this  letter  is  to  ask  you — 

_  "  (lj  Tc  nermit,  provisionally,  sale  of  the  stated  prepara- 
tions in  be  tl  es  ts  imported  until  the  Board  or  the  Govern- 
ment has  an  opportunity  to  fully  consider  the  circumstances, 
and 

"  (2)  To  secure  such  an  amendment  of  the  1909-10  Act  as 
will  enable  imported  foreign  liqueurs  to  be  sold  in  the 
original  bottles,  as  hitherto;  or  alternatively, 

"  (3)  To  regard  these  preparations,  held  out  and  recom- 
mended for  the  prevention,  cure,  or  relief  of  human  ail- 
ments, as  dutiable  medicines." 
We  trust  that  this,  with  other  difficulties  which  have  arisen 
since  the  enforcement  of  the  Finance  (1909-10)  Act,  will  he 
considered  by  the  Board  with  a  view  to  concession  or  amend- 
ment of  the  law  on  the  first  opportunity.— Editor  C.  i£-  D.~\ 
On  Spirits. 

Sir, — With  an  editorial  rebuff  and  a  jumping-rn  hy 
others,  I  have  been  too  stricken  to  lift  my  pen  until  ixw. 
So  far  as  the  supply  of  spirits  of  wine — i.e.,  any  spirit 
exceeding  43  o.p. — to  hospitals,  institutions,  public  and 
private  laboratories  for  research  work,  is  concerned,  there 
cannot  be  much  danger  to  the  spirits  revenue  were  a 
rebate  of  duty  granted  to  the  wholesale  druggist  and 
chemical  manufacturer  on  delivery  of  such  spirit  provided 
that  in  no  case  do  sales  to  the  public  take  place  of  any 
spirituous  liquid — medicinal  or  otherwise.  But  in  the 
case  of  medical  men  and  chemists  who  sell  to  the  public 
spirituous  liquids  in  a  potable  form,  there  is,  and  can  be, 
no  reasonable  hope  for  any  fiscal  relief  from  the  spirits 
duty,  a  duty  imposed  purposely  on  a  potable  article.  If 
your  fair  correspondent,  "John  Strange  Winter,"  can  but 
get  an  ingredient  into  the  spirit  received  by  her  so  as  to 
sufficiently  denature  it  for  drinking  pu.'posw?,  and  while 
not  spoiling  it  for  the  purpose  of  her  business,  a  very 
strong  case  would  be  made  out  for  a  rebate  of  the  whole 
of  the  duty  imposed.  The  Commissioners  of  Customs  and 
Excise  are  not  bound  by  law  to  the  use  of  wood  naphtha 
as  a  denaturant,  and  though  the  revenue  authorities  would 
in  nil  probability  be  reluctant  to  extend  the  list  of  these 
"palate  spoilers,"  yet  a  strongly  sustained  agitation  for 
such  a  concession  would  be  well  founded  and  justified  from 
a  revenue  guardianship  standpoint.  The  mesh  of  the 
Spirits  Act  of  1880  has  been  woven  fine  because  of  the  ex- 
perience of  the  past,  and  when  a  person  becomes  respon- 
sible for  the  security  of  18,0O0,O0OZ.  sterling  per  annum 
even  so  able  an  advocate  as  your  Liverpool  correspondent 
might  well  hesitate  in  enlarging  that  legislative  mesh. 
South  African  revenue  methods  are  not  founded  on  so 
long  an  experience  as  those  of  the  United  Kingdom,  nor 


are  the  responsibilities  so  great.  A  precedent  for  rebate 
of  duty  when  the  article  is  used  for  non-taxable  purposes 
exists  in  motor  spirit.  Persons  who  use  such  spirit  for 
cleaning  and  other  non-motor  purposes  claim  and  obtain 
under  proper  safeguards  the  rebate.  The  establishment  of 
this  principle  in  the  drug-trade  might  conceivably  neces- 
sitate an  extension  of  the  system  of  bonded  warehouses — 
places  where  "John  Strange  Winter"  and  others  would 
be  compelled  to  have  their  spirits  rendered  impotable  in 
the  presence  of  a  revenue  official,  who  would  certify  to  the 
"mixing,"  and  so  enable  the  owner  to  obtain  the  rebate 
forthwith.  True,  such  spirituous  hair-wash,  etc.,  could  be 
subsequently  distilled  in  private,  and  the  valuable  spirit 
recovered  for  a  second  rebate  or  for  drinking  purposes,  but 
this  is  a  risk  that  the  revenue  folk  would  be  asked  to  take, 
knowing,  firstly,  that  there  are  laws  in  existence  which, 
under  crushing  penalties,  forbid  such  proceedings ;  and, 
secondly,  that  the  privilege  of  obtaining  rebate  would,  and 
could,  only  be  given  to  responsible  persons  who  had  entered 
into  bond  or  deposited  money  as  a  security  to  the  Crown 
against  fraud.  To  attempt  to  get  rebate  of  duty  on 
potable  spirit  in  any  guise,  is  in  my  opinion,  trying  to  bite 
at  the  moon.  When  the  revenue  custodians  granted  the 
concession  to  sell  medicinal  spirit  without  licence  the  duty 
was  only  3s.  4rf.  per  gallon  in  England,  if  that,  and  not- 
withstanding the  humanitarian  sentiments  of  officials  in 
those  days  the  chemist  etc.  had  to  pay  the  Excise  duty. 
In  this  demand  to-day  for  duty  relief  there  can  hardly 
be  any  doubt  but  that  the  apothecary  made  a  similar 
demand  in  1742  and  found  officialdom  as  adamantine, 
though  not  so  polished,  as  it  is  to-day. 

Reverting  to  the  retail  licence  question  affecting  whole- 
sale druggists  and  chemical  manufacturers,  there  is 
nothing,  so  far  as  can  be  seen,  to  prevent  a  business  under- 
standing being  entered  into  with  the  wine-and-spirit  mer- 
chant— not  a  "publican,"  but  an  "off"  licence  holder — 
for  the  supply  of  quantities  below  2  gallons.  If,  however, 
the  order  for  such  spirits  be  received  at  the  premises  of 
the  druggist  or  manufacturer,  and  the  spirits  are  supplied 
from  the  premises  of  a  wine-and-spirit  merchant,  the 
whole=ile  druggist  etc.  become  liable  to  licence  duty,  not- 
withstanding that  the  order  be  passed  on  to  the  licensed 
wine  md-spirit  merchant.  The  sale  takes  place  where  the 
order  was  received  irrespective  of  where  the  spirit  store  is 
situate.  Another  point  affecting  those  druggists  who  take 
out  the  retail  licence  is  that  if  the  order  for  retail  quanti- 
ties of  spirits  be  received  at  the  principal  office  the  amount 
of  the  retail  licence  will  be  based  on  the  annual  value,  not 
of  the  part  partitioned  off  for  the  storage  of  such  spirit, 
but  on  the  whole  annual  value  of  the  warehouse  or  factory. 
I  overlooked  this  point  in  my  previous  communication. 
This  procedure  sounds  harsh  and  arbitrary,  but  if  I  am 
wrong  no  one  will  rejoice  more  than  I.  Those  wholesale 
druggists  and  chemical  manufacturers  who  are  looking  out 
for  legs  to  stand  on  in  their  desire  to  seek  relief  of  or  im- 
munity from  the  present  spirit  retail  licence  amount  may 
see  a  precedent  in  the  exemption  from  licence  duty  of  the 
retail  chemist  who  is  allowed  to  sell  to  medical  and  scien- 
tific folk  spirits  of  wine  up  to  8  oz.  without  licence.  Why 
should  one  man  have  to  pay  a  heavy  licence  duty  for  selling 
strong  spirit  in  small  quantities  when  another  can  sell 
smaller  quantities  licence  free  ? 

Another  claim  for  relief  might  lie  in  the  fact  that  the 
wholesale  druggist  is  subjected  to  a  stamp  duty  on  his 
patent  medicines — a  duty  not  shared  by  the  wine-and-spirit 
trade.  Chemists  as  a  body  might  stand  out  for  sperijl 
wine-and-spirit  licences — the  wine  to  be  medicated,  fcbo 
spirit  to  be  plain  alcohol  at  and  above  43  o.p. — such  licences 
to  be  imposed  more  for  registration  than  for  revenue  pur- 
poses. The  difficulty  of  obtain'ng  small  quantities  of  spirit 
by  medical  men  is  small,  ctcing  that  retail  chemists  can 
readily  supply  them;  while  if  the  retail  Ii<^tt,>e  be  not 
taken  out  by  the  wholesale  druggist  and  chemical  manu- 
facturer there  is  nothing  to  prevent  medical  men  and 
chemists  from  clubbing  together  and  dividing  a  larger 
quantity  ordered  among  themselves.      Yours  truly,

scheme  that  could  be  devised  by  a  committee  of  all  the 
experts,  advertising  and  otherwise,  that  the  world  knows, 
as  it  is  the  man  behind  the  scheme.    Let  your  correspon- 
dent "  Sub  Judice  "  find  the  man,  and  trust  him  with 
an  untrammelled  hand  so  long  as  his  methods  appear  to 
be  reasonable  and  produce  any  progressive  results.    To  be 
exact,  perhaps  I  had  better  define  the  man.    Well,  say  a 
man  of  forty  or  thereabouts,  married,  with  a  moderate 
or  even  big  family,  who  is  happy  at  home,  has  realised 
his    responsibilities    and    is    ambitious — preferably  a 
northerner,  brought  up  in  a  mixed  business  in  the  north, 
and  preferably  again  an  unqualified  man  who,  in  spite  of 
such  handicap,  has  held  positions  of  trust  and  continued 
to  rise.    A  migrant  to  London  in,  say,-  his  early  twenties, 
with  good  experience  in  store  and  other  retail  management 
and  the  control  of  men  and  various  businesses.  Such  a  man 
will  have  found  his  ambition  to  have  driven  him  out 
"upon  the  road  "  in  his  thirties,  with  perhaps  a  side-line 
firm  to  begin  with,  winning  eventually  a  position  with  one 
of  the  drug  and  speciality  houses  of  high  standing.  Such 
a  man  will  have  an  intimate  knowledge  of  retail  trade,  a 
wide  experience  of  travelling  and  of  breaking  new  ground 
over  a  wide  area ;  may  probably  have  made  mistakes  and 
known  the  bitterness  of  temporary  defeat,  but  has  risen 
above  it,  and  is  open  with  his  ambitions  to  undertake 
pioneer  work.     I  would  take  that  man,  were  I  "Sub 
Judice  "  ;  I  would  pay  him  well  and  watch  him  well,  and 
let  him  know  unmistakably  that  I  intended  to  continue 
to  do  both,  and  do  them.    There  should  be  no  limit  to  his 
earnings  (of  every  pound  he  made  he  should  have  his  pre- 
arranged share  ungrudgingly).     I  would  make  a  comrade 
of  him  and  watch  also  how  he  spent  his  income.    I  would 
make  him  responsible  for  plan  and  everything  else.  I 
would  regularly   discuss  his  plans  in  a  friendly  non- 
hurrying  way,  and  leave  the  work  and  detail  of  the  entire 
business  to  him,  and  I  should  reap  the  success  that  we 
jointly  deserved.    Such  a  man  is  not  a  paragon,  not  even 
brightly  polished,  certainly  not  loud  of  voice  or  manner ; 
but  there  are  many  such — I  have  one  in  my  mind's  eye. 
Many  splendid  firms  make  big  mistakes  :   they  do  not 
consider  or  satisfy  their  men,  and  they  do  not  personally 
know  the  retail  business  thought  and  requirement.  They 
frequently  curb  efforts  by  the  former  and  curtail  them 
through  the  latter.    They  spend  huge  sums  in  advertising, 
forgetful  that  a  big  price  does  not  increase  the  value  of  an 
advertisement  space  or  power,  but  does  increase  the  effort 
of  a  man.     Yes,  sir;    it  is  the  man  that  your  corre- 
spondent "Sub  Judice"  wants  first,  and  the  scheme  will 
be  evolved  to  the  special  requirements  and  peculiar  con- 
ditions obtaining  with  his  case.    Proofs,  you  say  !  Well, 
Lord  Kitchener,  Theodore  Roosevelt,  Cecil  Rhodes,  John 
Burns,  Joseph  Beecham,  Thomas  Barrett,  W.  H.  Lever, 
John  C.  Umney,  and  so  on.    Every  successful  undertaking 
or  business  owes  its  success  to  a  personality,  and  these 
are  your  proofs.  Yours  truly,

Poison-licences  in  Ireland. 

Sir,— It  is  astonishing  the  way  poison-licences  are 
granted  in  Ireland.  The  councils  seem  to  regard  it  as  a 
source  of  income,  as  they  grant  licences  quite  heedless  of 
the  circumstances.  I  know  of  a  few  cases  where  councils- 
were  written  to  for  particulars  as  to  how  to  obtain  a  poison- 
licence,  and  the  would-be  poison-vendors  were  told  to 
forward  the  fee  and  the  licence  would  be  granted.  _  Where 
is  it  going  to  stop,  or  are  the  registered  men  satisfied  to 
put  up  with  this  treatment?  If  not,  why  not  form  an> 
Association  to  protect  our  interests  before  we  are  wiped! 
out  altogether  ?  As  far  as  I  understand,  the  Act  was  only 
intended  to  apply  to  places  where  there  was  no  registered 
retailer  of  poisons  or  where  the  reasonable  requirements  of 
the  public  were  not  met  with.    In  face  of  this  it  should 
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Ibe  easy  to  bring  the  councils  to  book  for  their  liberality. 
It  is  no  use  depending  on  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to 
«do  what  we  want ;  we  have  got  to  do  it  ourselves.  Hoping 
tto  see  the  opinion  of  some  of  your  readers  on  the  subject,

This  is  prepared  in  the  same  way  as 
indicated  for  cod-liver-oil  emulsion  in  the  C.  <£  D.,  April  10, 
1909.  I  kept  a  bottle  for  years  without  the  emulsion 
separating.

A  Carboy  as  a  Burning -glass. 

On  a  recent  Sunday  morning  I  was  disturbed  by  a  smell 
of  burning.  I  sought  high  and  low  for  the  cause,  and  ulti- 
mately found  a  stream  of  smoke  issuing  from  the  top  of  one 
of  the  shop  windows.  I  there  found  a  strawboard  box  half 
•smouldered  away,  while  the  contents  (tablets)  were  turned 
into  burnt  sugar.  It  had  evidently  been  smouldering  for 
some  length  of  time,  but  without  catching  fire,  otherwise  the 
consequences  would  have  been  most  serious.  At  first  I  was 
•completely  puzzled  as  to  the  cause ;  then  noticed  that  the 
box  was  behind  a  colour  carboy;  and  the  sun  that  morning 
was  rather  powerful,  and  its  rays  were  focuesed  by  the  carboy 
upon  the  box  of  tablets,  there  acting  the  same  as  a  burning- 
glass  and  causing  the  damage  just  mentioned.  I  wonder  if 
any  brother  chemist  has  had  a  similar  accident  through  the 
•same  cause.  If  so,  his  experience  would  be  most  interesting.

Two  Queries. 

There  were  two  answers  to  queries  in  your  issue  of  last 
week  that  I  should  like  to  add  to.  (1)  Be-intcnsifying  Plates. — 
I  have  carried  out  a  good  many  experiments  with  this,  and 
I  have  always  had  trouble  with  the  mercury  and  ammonium 
process.  Of  all  the  different  methods  I  have  tried,  I  find  the 
following  gives  the  best  result,  intensifying  the  plate  and 
leaving  it  soft  and  less  difficult  to  print  than  any  other : 
Bleach  the  plate  in  a  solution  containing  10  grs.  of  mercuric 


chloride  and  10  grs.  potassium  bromide  to  1  oz.  of  water. 
Then  wash  under  the  tap  for  a  few  minutes  and  redevelop 
in  a  half-strength  No.  2  solution  of  the  developer  that  the 
plate  was  originally  developed  in.  I  generally  develop  with 
"  Imperial  "  pyro-soda  solution.  Therefore  I  redevelop  with 
half-strength  No.  2  pyro-soda.  (2)  Mould  in  Cheese. — In  an 
old  dairy  or  a  new" one  if  you  want  mould  in  cheese  take  out 
about  three  cupfuls  of  the  curd  before  salting.  When  packing 
the  salted  curd  into  the  press  put  this  unsalted  curd  right  in 
the  centre  of  the  cheese.  The  salt  in  the  surrounding  curd 
will  salt  this,  and  the  whey  from  it  is  bound  to  find  its  way 
out,  and  wherever  it  runs  the  mould  will  develop.  This  tip 
was  given  me  by  an  old  hand  at  the  work.  Many  thanks 
for  replying  to  my  queries  a  few  weeks  ago.  I  hope  I  have 
been  able  to  give  you  some  assistance  in  return  for  yours. — 
S.  S.  (234/90.) 

Intensifying  Negatives. 
Seeing  your  answer  to  "  T.  T."  (210/74)  in  the  C.  <L-  D., 
July  16,  p.  65,  I  think  the  following  may  be  of  use  to  him , 
I  have  found  that  a  short  soaking  in  a  solution  of  amnion, 
chlor.  after  bleaching  effectually  prevents  brown,  and  yellow 
stains.    The  exact  method  of  procedure  is  as  follows  :

After  fixing  wash  thoroughly.  Bleach  in  A  until  the  nega- 
tive, taken  out  and  viewed  from  the  glass  side  by  reflected 
light,  appears  as  a  good  positive.  Immediately  transfer, 
without  washing,  to  B,  in  which  rock  the  negative  for  three 
minutes.  Wash  in  running  water  for  ten  minutes.  Transfer 
to  C  and  rock  until  it  is  quite  black.  Wash  in  running  water 
for  one  hour.— H.  C.  Willson  (Bradford-on-Avon). 

Chemists  and  the  Telephone. 
In  the  C.  &  D.  of  July  9,  "Senex"  inquired  about  the 
telephone.  I  venture  to  give  my  experience  and  ^advice. 
I  contracted  some  eight  or  nine  years  ago  with  the  National 
Telephone  Co.  for  a  public  call  office  in  my  shop,  I  to  receive 
10  per  cent,  commission  on  the  takings  and  be  responsible 
for  the  collection  of  all  fees.  As  this  was  not  sufficient  to 
recompense  me  for  my  time,  I,  after  about  three  or  four 
years,  installed  a  private  telephone  in  addition,  paying  the 
company,  in  advance,  bl.  a  year  rental  and  Id.  per  call  for 
calls  on  London  exchanges,  and  2d.  per  call  for  calls  outside 
London  radius,  but  within  the  metropolitan  area.  This  paid 
very  well  at  first,  so  I  gave  notice  to  the  company  to  remove 
their  box  and  cancel  the  first  contract.  This  they  did  very 
reluctantly,  as  I  was  collecting  60/.  or  80?.  a  year  for  them. 
After  a  time  I  think  the  company  changed  their  system  of 
recording  calls,  because  very  soon  I  found  that  for  every 
700  calls  I  recorded  on  my  book,  1,000  or  more  were  charged 
to  me.  I  could  only  assume  that  "  Engaged' s"  and  ".No 
reply's "  were  charged  up  as  effective  calls.  Complaints 
were  useless,  and  as  there  was  a  profit  showing  I  had  to  put 
up  with  it.  This  year,  finding  it  necessary  to  have  an  addi- 
tional telephone,  I  decided  on  a  different  system  suggested 
by  the  company.  Whether  or  not  it  will  turn  out  to^  my  better 
advantage  remains  to  be  seen,  as  I  have  only  had  it  working 
three  or  four  months.  It  is  known  as  the  measured  rate, 
and  a  whole  year's  calls  have  to  be  bought  in  advance.  The 
charge  is  11/.  for  the  first  3,000  and  1?.  6s.  M.  for  every  500 
after.  The  rental  for  two  lines  to  the  exchange,  three  tele- 
phones and  switchboard  with  indicators,  is  12/.  per  annum. 
These  fees  are  only  for  London  calls.  Those  in  the  metro- 
politan area  are  charged  an  extra  Id.  each  net,  and  known 
as  junction  calls.  By  this  system  I  have  control  over  callers 
making  more  than  one  call  and  paying  for  one  only,  a  thing 
which  has  probably  been  frequently  done  before.  When 
desired  the  company  will  attach  an  automatic  money-box  for 
collection  of  fees  at  an  extra  charge  of  30s.  per  year,  but  for 
several  reasons  I  object  to  that.  Another  system  of  payment 
is  known  as  the  unlimited  service.  For  17/.  a  year  a  customer 
may  have  as  many  calls  as  he  likes,  but  cannot  allow  the 
telephone  to  be  used  by  the  public.  If  any  brother  chemist 
in  London  wishes  to  see  my  arrangement  for  dealing  with 
calls  I  .shall  be  pleased  to  show  it  to  him.  One  important 
point  is  that  customers  like  to  be  "  obliged  "  by  receiving 
messages  sent  to  me.  especially  if  it  is  after  closing  hours 
or  on  Sundays.  I  find  some  have  "  nerve"  enousrh  for  that.

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Legal  Queries. 

Consult  the  legal  information  in  "  The  Chemists' and  Druggists' 
Diary,"  1910,  before  writing  about  your  difficulty. 


Brum  (227/1). — An  agreement  signed  and  witnessed  and 
transmitted  by  post  is  legal.  Whether  the  terms  of  your 
agreement  are  binding  or  not  depends  upon  the  circumstances 
of  the  case. 

Harris  (236/3). — The  label  makes  the  preparation  dutiable, 
because  it  describes  it  as  "Neuralgic  Mixture."  The  pro- 
posed handbill  adds  the  further  ground  of  dutiability  claim 
to  proprietary  right  by  use  of  the  possessive  case. 

Chemicus  (228/41). — The  Revenue  authorities  have  given 
general  permission  for  the  sale  of  quinine-wine  made  accord- 
ing to  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  by  chemists  without  a  wine- 
licence.  Permission  to  sell  any  other  wine  containing  the 
same  amount  of  quinine — for  example,  beef-and-malt  wine 
with  quinine — should  be  asked  for  through  the  local  Super- 
visor of  Excise,  or  direct  by  inquiry  addressed  to  the  Board  of 
Customs  and  Excise,  Thames  Street,  London,  E.C. 

O.  S.  S.  (234/4). — An  assistant's  engagement  terminates 
on  the  death  of  his  employer.  If  you  remained  in  the  employ 
of  the  executor  you  appear  not  to  have  come  to  a  fresh  agree- 
ment with  him,  and  you  will  have  some  difficulty  in  proving 
that  you  are  entitled  to  a  month's  salary  in  lieu  of  notice. 
But  the  fact  that  he  recognises  that  you  are  entitled  to  some 
salary  in  lieu  of  notice  should  be  in  your  favour.  A  month's 
notice  has  been  proved  to  be  the  custom  of  the  retail  drug- 
trade  in  England.

Vnqual.  (226/1). — "  Pyrethrum  Powder  "  and  "  Dalmatian 
Powder  "  are  names  for  the  same  thing — ordinary  insect- 
powder,  the  ground  flowers  of  Pyrethrum  roscum  and  other 
species,  the  Dalmatian  one  being  P.  cineraria: folium. 

A.  P.  B.  (111/33).— Shoemakers'  Heelball.— This  is  not 
easy  to  match,  but  is  chiefly  ceresine  with  which  has  been 
incorporated  some  tallow  and  gum  acacia.  Try  melting 
together  ceresine  wax  8  parts,  tallow  1  part,  and  gum  acacia 
1  part.  If  not  white  enough,  a  little  dry  white-lead  or  zinc- 
white  may  be  added. 

P.  &  Co.  (Rawalpindi)  (202/31). — (1)  Glycerin-recovery 
from  Soap.— See  C.  &  D.,  April  9,  p.  562.  (2)  Thorpe's 
"  Dictionary  of  Applied  Chemistry  "  is  the  standard  work  on 
industrial  chemistry.  It  costs  seven  guineas;  the  last 
edition  was  published  in  1895. 

L.  D.  (191/53). — Eczema-ointment. — The  addition  of  a 
little  lead-plaster  to  zinc  ointment  yields  the  nearest  ap- 
proach to  your  sample.  Emp.  plumbi  is  frequently  used  in 
eczema-ointments. 

E.  H.  S.  (229/37).— Dispensing  for  Guardians.— A  schedule 
of  prices  was  given  in  the  C.  &  D.,  March  20,  1909,  p.  459. 

C.  W.  P.  (219/8).— (1)  Wireworm  Remedy.— The  active 
principle  of  this  is  naphthalene,  of  which  25  per  cent,  is 
present.  The  rest  of  the  powder  is  made  up  of  gas-lime  with 
or  without  a  little  added  tar,  but  the  diluent  is  not  so  im- 
portant as  the  naphthalene,  which  is  fatal  to  wireworms,  and 
is  also  disliked  by  slugs.  (2)  Drain-testing  Powder. — This 
is  fluoresceine  or  uranine,  which  gives  a  beautiful  yellow- 
green  fluorescence  even  in  dilute  solution.  Added  to  any 
particular  part  of  a  system  of  sewerage,  its  presence  is 
readily  detected  at  another  part,  providing  there  is  connec- 
tion between  the  flow  of  the  sewage. 

Header  (197/8). — The  article  on  "  Surgeons'  Soaps  "  in  the 
C.  &  29.,  July  16,  p.  90,  answers  your  m^uy-v  as  to  the 
composition  of  the  hand-sterilising  liquid  you  send.  It  will 
be  necessary  to  conduct  a  few  experiments,  beginning  with 
the  formulae  for  Mikulicz's  liquid  soap 

J.  P.  (189/54).— Red-water  Cure  for  Cattle.— This  con- 
sists of  iron  peroxide  partly  dissolved  by  hydrochloric  acid. 
You  do  not  say  how  it  is  employed. 

Hypo.  (227/36).— (1)  Spoiled  Combined  Toning  and  Fixing 
Bath. — We  think  you  will  find  it  sufficient  to  neutralise  the 
ammonia,  which  has  been  accidentally  added,  with  acetic 
or  citric  acid.    You  should  afterwards  test  the  bath  to  see  if 


it  is  still  active.  (2)  Books  on  Electric  Lighting. — A  list 
was  given  in  the  Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Diary  for  1906. 
If  it  is  the  practical  part  you  wish  to  know  especially,  you 
will  find  Metcalfe's  "  Practical  Electric  Wiring  and  Light- 
ing Installations  "  and  Maycock's  "  Electric  Lighting  " 
useful. 

York  (206/19).— Big  Gall  in  Cattle.— The  symptoms  and 
treatment  of  this  disease  were  explained  in  the  C.  &  D., 
March  19,  p.  456.  It  would  not  be  possible  to  make  a  quanti- 
tative analysis  of  the  powder  you  send,  but  synthetically  you 
may  be  able  to  match  it. 

Allopathic  (214/13). — We  cannot  identify  the  gonorrhoea- 
injection;  it  is  free  from  the  usual  astringent  vegetable- 
matter  or  metallic  salts. 

E.  J.  H.  (129/6).— Red-nose  Ointment.— This  turns  out  to 
be  a  rather  crude  mixture  of  sulphur,  powdered  galls,  lard, 
and  a  substance  which  has  some  of  the  characteristics  of 
powdered  linseed-meal.  You  could  match  it  best  by  mixing 
equal  parts  of  ung.  sulph.  and  ung.  gallse  and  stiffening  it 
with  a  little  powdered  linseed-meal. 

/.  H.  M.  (Cape  Colony)  (224/21).— Bright  filtration  of  the 
mixture  will  be  assured  by  rubbing  the  surface  of  the  filter- 
paper  with  some  kaolin  previous  to  pouring  the  liquid  on 
to  the  paper.  , 

A.  W.  C.  (218/65).— The  Young  Pheasant  Ailment  which 
you  describe  is  cramp,  brought  on  by  cold,  damp,  and  sudden 
change  of  temperature.  It  is  very  acute  in  its  attack,  and 
generally  has  a  fatal  result.  Thus  birds  fed  as  usual  have  been 
known  to  be  affected  by  the  ailment,  several  dying.  The 
treatment  which  you  recommended  should  greatly  allay  the 
suffering.  We  would  advise  full  doses  of  acetyl-salicylic  acid, 
and  feed  the  birds  on  kneaded  barley-meal  with  a  sprinkling 
of  cayenne.  Change  the  ground  and  keep  the  pheasants  in  a 
dry  and  warm  atmosphere  as  far  as  practicable.  The  ailment 
is  infectious  so  far  that  it  attacks  young  birds  when  put  on 
the  dirty  and  contaminated  ground.  Great  care  and  attention 
and  the  utmost  precaution  should  be  taken  before  placing 
other  birds  where  the  illness  has  broken  out. 

W.  M.  (227/30).— Brittle  Finger-nails.— The  trouble  which 
you  describe  is  paronychia.  The  best  treatment  is  to  make 
boric  ointment  into  a  stiff  paste  with  calomel  and  apply  to 
the  base  of  the  nails,  rubbing  it  well  in.  As  the  patient  is  in 
poor  health,  the  following  pill  should  be  taken  twice  daily  : 

Pil.  Blaud  gr.  v. 

Sodii  arseniat.        ...   gr. 

Ext.  nucis  vom   ...    gr.  3 

F.  W.  F.  A.  (231/23).— Frosting  Electric-light  Bulbs.— 
Gaseous  hydrofluoric  acid*does  not  cause  uniform  opacity,  and 
hence  in  practice  ia  used  an  acetic  solution  of  sodium  fluoride 
made  by  dissolving  sodium-carbonate  crystals  25  parts  in 
fuming  hydrofluoric  acid  5  parts  and  adding  to  each  pint  of 
this  solution  1  pint  of  glacial  acetic  acid.

Summer  Studies. 

Notes  on  Pharmacopceial  Preparations. 
Dilute  Htdbocyanic  Acid  is  an  aqueous  solution  containing- 
2  per  cent,  by  weight  of  hydrogen  cyanide  (HCN).    It  may 
be  made  by  distilling  potassium  ferrocyanide  with  dilute 
sulphuric  acid  : 

2K,FeC.N,+6H2SO< = 6HCN+FeK2FeC.N.+6KHSO.. 
It  will  be  seen  that  half  of  the  cyanogen  present  in  the  potas- 
sium ferrocyanide  goes  to  form  hydrogen  cyanide,  half  being 
retained  in  the  form  of  Everitt's  salt  (potassium  ferroso-ferro- 
cyanide).  If  strong  instead  of  dilute  sulphuric  acid  be  used 
the  hydrocyanic  acid  produced  is  hydrolysed,  first  to  forma- 
mide  (H.CO.NHJ,  then  to  ammonium  formate  (H.CO.ONH.). 
The  ammonia  is  next  split  off  the  latter,  thus  producing  formic 
acid  (H.CO.OH),  from  which  water  is  extracted  by  the  strong 
dehydrating  agent,  sulphuric  acid,  giving  gaseous  carbon 
monoxide  (CO).  This  series  of  reactions  is  combined  in  the 
following  equation  : 

K,FeC.N6+6HsS04+6HaO=6CO+2K2SO.+FeSO.+ 
•3(NH.)2SC-4. 

On  comparing  this  equation  with  the  one  representing  the 
action  of  dilute  acid,  it  will  be  remarked  that  water  is  repre- 
sented as  taking  part  in  the  reaction  in  the  case  of  the  strong 
acid  only.  The  hydrolysis  of  hydrogen  cyanide  in  aqueous 
solution  into  ammonium  formate  is  one  of  the  chief  causes  of 
prussic  acid  losing  its  strength.  Hydrocyanic  acid  is  too  weak 
an  acid  to  be  titrated  directly  with  alkali,  alkaline  cyanides 
in  aqueous  solution  reacting  strongly  alkaline  to  indicators. 
Recourse  is  made,  therefore,  to  the  property  of  silver  salts, 
forming  soluble  double  cyanides  with  alkaline  cyanides  as 
long  as  the  latter  are  in  excess.  The  Pharmacopoeia  directs 
that  the  hydrocyanic  acid  be  rendered  alkaline  with  sodium- 
hydroxide  solution,  and  maintained  alkaline  during  the 
titration  with  decinormal  silver-nitrate  solution  (the  addition 
of  litmus  indicator  will  check  this)  : 

HCN+NaOH=NaCN+H20. 
The  sodium  cyanide  formed  reacts  with  the  silver  salt  a* 
follows  : 

2NaCN+AgN03=NaAg(CN)2+NaN03. 
The  reaction  is  not  complete  unless  all  the  cyanide  is  present 
as  the  sodium  salt,  but  an  excess  of  alkali  must  be  avoided, 
or  the  burette  readings  will  be  too  high.  When  all  the  cyanide 
is  present  as  the  double  salt,  any  further  addition  of  silver- 
nitrate  solution  results  in  the  precipitation  of  insoluble  silver 
cyanide  (AgCN)  : 

Na  Ag  (CN)  2+AgNOs = 2  AgCN+N  aN03. 
A  permanent  milkiness  thus  marks  the  end  of  the  titration. 
It  should  be  noted  that  one  equivalent  of  silver  nitrate  requires 
two  equivalents  of  sodium  cyanide  or  hydrocyanic  acid. 

Lactic  Acid  is  officially  a  liquid  containing  75  per  cent,  of 
hydrogen  lactate  (CEU.CHOH.COOH)  with  25  per  cent,  of 
water.  When  some  rotten  cheese  and  chalk  are  added  to  a 
sugar-solution,  fermentation  usually  sets  in  with  the  produc- . 
tion  of  lactic  acid,  especially  if  assisted  by  the  addition  of  a 
little  tartaric  acid.  The  cheese  introduces  the  fermenting- 
agent,  a  micro-organism  called  Bacillus  acidi  lactici,  this  term, 
covering  various  non-pathogenic  lactic-acid-producing  or- 
ganisms. The  chalk  is  necessary  in  order  to  neutralise  the  lactic 
acid  produced,  otherwise  the  free  acid  inhibits  the  _  growth 
of  the  organism.  This  property  of  organisms  producing  sub- 
stances which  inhibit  further  growth  has  an  important  bearing, 
in  serum-therapy.  In  about  a  week  a  mass  of  crystals  of 
calcium  lactate  is  produced,  and  fermentation  is  stopped;, 
otherwise  secondary  fermentation  ensues,  with  the  formation- 
of  soluble  calcium  butyrate  and  re-solution  and  disappearance- 
of  calcium  lactate.  The  calcium  lactate  is  recrystallised  to 
ensure  non-contamination  with  the  more  soluble  butyrate. 
The  crystals  are  again  dissolved,  and  the  calculated  quantity 
of  sulphuric  acid  to  effect  the  decomposition  of  the  calcium 
lactate  is  added,  as  also  some  alcohol  and  ether  to  take  up  the 
liberated  lactic  acid  and  completely  precipitate  the  calcium 
sulphate.  The  supernatant  liquid  is  separated  and  evaporated, 
to  the  proper  specific  gravity.  The  chief  impurities  likely  to- 
be  present  are  sugar,  glycerin,  malic  acid,  and  sulphuric  acid. , 
Lactic  acid  (CH>*CH.OH.COOH)  contains  an  asymmetric 
carbon  atom  (denoted  above  by  an  asterisk)— i.e.,  a  carbon 
atom  combined  with  four  different  radicles  or  groups  (in  this 
case  CH3,  H,  OH,  and  COOH).  Carbon  compounds  contain- 
ing one  or  more  asymmetric  carbon  atoms  are  usually 
optically  active,  rotating  the  plane  of  polarisation  to  the  right 
(dextro-rotatory)  or  left  (lsevo-rotatory).  Ordinary  lactic  acid 
is  optically  inactive,  being  a  mixture  of  the  two  forms  Mactitt 
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acid  and  <Z-lactic  acid,  which  compensate  one  another.  Sarco- 
lactic  acid  or  d-lactic  acid  occurs  in  the  muscle  juice  of 
animals.  Lsevo-jactic  acid  is  produced  by  the  selective  action 
of  certain  fungi  which  ferment  sugar.  These  three  acids  are 
physical  isomerides  dependent  upon  the  spacial  arrangement 
of  the  four  radicles  or  groups  around  the  central  carbon 
atom.  A  fourth  acid  of  the  empirical  formula  CsHsQa 
differs  constitutionally,  its  structural  representation  being 
CH2OH.CH2.COOH.  This  acid  is  known  as  hydracrylic  acid, 
or  j8-hydroxypropionic  acid,  lactic  acid  being  o-hydroxy- 
propionic  acid,  the  Greek  letters  being  used  to  denote 
proximity  to  the  carboxyl  (.COOH)  group.  Lactic-acid  or 
aoured-milk  therapy,  which  has  come  to  the  fore  of  late  years, 
is  dependent  rather  upon  the  introduction  into  the  body  of 
the  living  organisms  than  upon  the  amount  of  lactic  acid 
introduced  with  the  medicament.  The  treatment  aims  at. 
replacing  the  putrefactive  organisms  of  the  lower  bowel  with 
the  less  toxic  lactic  organisms. 


Potter  Herbarium  Prize. 

We  mentioned  some  time  ago  that  Messrs.  Potter  &  Clarke, 
Ltd.,  Artillery  Row,  London,  E.,  had  instituted  a  competition 
among  apprentices  in  the  retail  drug-trade  for  a  collection  of 
medicinal  plants,  not  exceeding  twenty-four,  gathered,  dried, 
mounted,  and  named  by  such  apprentices.  The  object  of  the 
competition  is  to  stimulate  a  love  for  botany  among  the  young 
connected  with  the  drug-business,  especially  that  they  should 
become  familiar  with  medicinal  plants  in  their  native  haunts. 
The  firm  award  first  (silver  medal)  and  second  (bronze  medal) 
prizes.  The  medal  is  larger  than  a  crown-piece  and  more 
than  double  the  weight,  the  design  being  as  here  shown. 


This  year's  prizes  have  been  awarded  to  Mr.  Reginald 
Proctor,  "  Elmdene,"  Duffield  Road,  Derby,  who  is  a  son 
of  Mr.  A.  M.  Proctor,  medical  botanist,  2  Queen  Street, 
Derby ;  and  the  bronze  medal  goes  to  Mr.  David  Paterson, 
son  of  Mr.  Wm.  Paterson,  67  Reid  Street,  Glasgow,  East. 
Both  are  creditable  collections,  the  first  representing  about 
a  dozen  natural  orders  and  being  well  mounted.  The  second 
is  a  collection  of  dried  but  unpressed  inflorescences,  which 
are  beautiful.  Another  which  we  inspected  had  distinctive 
points,  the  collector  showing  the  whole  plant,  which  is,  of 
•course,  the  point  to  aim  at.  As  this  competition  is  open  to  all 
youths  connected  with  the  drug-trade  in  the  United  Kingdom, 
and  plants  may  be  gathered  any  time  in  the  course  of  the 
year  ending  June  30,  1911,  we  recommend  them  to  begin  now, 
so  that  next;  June  they  may  pick  out  the  best  twenty-four  and 
send  them  to  Messrs.  Potter  &  Clarke. 


The  Favourite  Febtiliser  in  Java  is  still  sulphate  of 
ammonia,  of  which  44,750  tons  were  imported  in  1909,  against 
32,800  tons  during  the  previous  year.  There  is  also  a  small 
import  of  composite  manures,  principally  from  Germany. 

Under  the  "  Chestnut  "  Tree. — If  Lobby  rumour  prove 
correct,  says  the  "  Westminster  Gazette,"  and  the  Govern- 
ment accept  an  amendment  to  a  measure  now  before  the 
House  of  Commons  which  would  secure  the  exemption  of

laughing  world  as  having,  when  refused  exemption  from 
serving,  explained  to  Mr.  Justice  Stareleigh — Mr.  Justice 
Gaselee,  if  his  name  is  recalled  by  lawyers  aright — "  I've  left 
nobody  but  an  errand-boy  in  the  shop.  He  is  a  very  nice 
boy,  my  lord,  but  he  is  not  much  acquainted  with  drugs ;  and 
I  know  that  the  prevailing  impression  on  his  mind  is,  that 
Epsom  Salts  means  oxalic  acid,  and  syrup  of  senna, 
laudanum.''  Not  unnaturally,  that  genial  philanthropist, 
Mr.  Pickwick,  "  regarded  the  chemist  with  feelings  of  the 
deepest  horror  " ;  and  it  would  relieve  the  worthy  Samuel, 
could  he  have  lived  in  the  flesh,  as  he  does  in  the  spirit,  until 
this  day,  to  know  that  there  is  promised  no  chance  for  the 
repetition  of  so  grim  a  joke.
